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Lucy Larcom—“A New England Girlhood”

“FE I had opened my eyes upon this planet elsewhere 

than in this northeastern corner of Massachusetts, 
elsewhere than on this green, rocky strip of shore be- 
tween Beverly Ridge and the Misery Islands, it seems to 
me as if I must have been somebody else, and not myself.” 
So wrote Lucy Larcom in 1889, sixty-five years after 
her birth on March 5, 1824, in Beverly, where the Lar- 
com theatre now marks the site of her birthplace. 


In that sweet and simply told autobiography, “A 
New England Girlhood,” dedicated to her girl-friends 
in general, she has painted a picture of a girlhood of 
y° olden time on the North Shore—one that was rich in 
the healthy ideals and high aspirations of the old-time 
New Englanders. As an excuse for writing an auto- 
biography, she says: “Our life—which is the best thing 
we have—is ours only that we may share it with Our 
Father’s family, at their need. If we have anything 
within us worth giving away, to withhold it is ungener- 
ous; and we cannot look honestly into ourselves without 
acknowledging with humility our debt to the lives around 
us for whatever of power or beauty has been poured into 
ours.” 

Delightful accounts are given of her childhood, 
bringing out many of the primitive customs that were 
still lingering in the old New England towns at that 
period. 

The chapters telling of her early school days in 
Beverly, about going to “Aunt Hannah’s” school room at 
the tender age of two years, learning her letters and 
many passages from the Bible, and her love for hymns 
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which she committed, together with the descriptions of 
her childish explorations in the wood and along the sea- 
shore, form a most interesting and fascinating story. 


“We were not surfeited, in those days, with what :s 
called pleasure; but we grew up happy and _ healthy, 
learning unconsciously the useful lesson of doing without. 
The birds and blossoms hardly won a gladder or more 


wholesome life from the-air of our homely New Eng- 
land than we did.” 


Many enjoyable rambles were taken by the little 
Lucy with a brother who was somewhat older than her- 
self, and who often took her huckleberrying up the Mont- 
serrat road, through Cat Swamp, to the edge of Burnt 
Hills and Beaver Pond. Sometimes he took her on a 
tramp to the old homestead at “The Farms,” for ‘three 
or four miles was not thought too long a walk for a 
healthy child of ‘five years; and that road, in the old 
time, led through a rural Paradise, beautiful at every 
season. * * * * We stopped at the Cove Brook to hear the 
cat-birds sing, and at Mingo’s Beach to revel in the sud- 
den surprise of the open sea, and to listen to the chant cf 
the waves, always stronger and grander there than any- 
where along the shore. We passed under dark wooded 
cliffs out into sunny openings, the last of which held 
under its skirting pines the secret of the prettiest wood- 
path to us in all the world, the path to the ancestral farm- 
house.” She says she sometimes felt a little resentment 
at her fate in not having been born at the old Beverly 
Farms home-place (now the Gordon Dexter estate), as 
her father, uncles. aunts and some had

“Farther down the road, where the cousins were all 
grown-up men and women, Aunt Betsey’s cordial, old- 
fashioned hospitality sometimes detained us a day or 
two;****to our branch of the family ‘The Farms’ 
meant ‘Uncle David’ and ‘Aunt Betsey.’ ” 

The Uncle David was her father’s favorite brother 
who lived in the house now standing in Beverly Farms 
and occupied by Mr. and Mrs. James B. Dow. It stands 
almost opposite the entrance to “Selwood,” the summer 
home of ex-Senator and Mrs. Albert J. Beveridge. ‘This 
well-preserved old house was built in 1807 and was pur- 
chased from Aunt Betsey by the Dows. The house was 
partially destroyed by fire the past winter, but not to 
such an extent as to despoil its original lines. Mrs. 
Dow’s mother was a cousin to Lucy Larcom. <A fine old 
picture of Aunt Betsey is in the possession of Mrs. 
Dow, who remembers, as a child, the beautiful Miss Lar- 
com who came to visit Aunt Betsey in the old house 
when it was still in her possession. 

In speaking of her home-town, Beverly, as it seemed 
to her, Miss Larcom says: “It was old, and it seemed 
old, much older than it does now. There was only one 
main street, said to have been the first settler’s cowpath 
to Wenham, which might account for its zigzag pictur- 
esqueness. All the rest were courts or lanes. The town 
used to wear a deligthful air of drowsiness, as if she had 
stretched herself out for an afternoon nap, with her head 
towards her old mother, Salem, and her whole length 
reclining towards the sea, till she felt at her feet, through 
her green robes the dip of the deep water at the Farms. 
All her elder children recognized in her quiet steady- 
going ways a maternal unity and strength of character, 
as of a town that. understood her own plans, and had 
settled down to peaceful, permanent habits. 

“The sea was its nearest neighbor, and penetrated to 
every fireside, claiming close. intimacy with every home 
and heart. The farmers up and down the shore were as 
much fishermen as farmers; they were as familiar with 
the Grand Banks of Newfoundland as they were with 
their own potato-fields.” 

The story of Lucy Larcom’s life in Lowell where 
she became a mill-girl in her effort to help her widowed 
mother; her active life in the literary circles and in the 
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magazine, the Lowell Offering, published by the mill- 
girls ; her meeting with Whittier, who became her lifelong 
friend; the years of school-teaching on the prairies of 
Illinois; the higher education received in a western semi- 
nary; the years spent in teaching in Beverly and at Nor- 
ton seminary; the editorship of Our Young Folks and 
her later literary successes, make up the sum total of her 
life, which, she says, is not a remarkable one, for ‘“‘she 
never attempted remarkable things.” 


Many of her summers in later life she spent in 
Maine and New Hampshire among the lakes and moun- 
tains. From 1866, when in her early 4o’s, she came to 
Beverly Farms for six or seven summers. She is re- 
membered by Mrs. Dow as possessing a beautiful figure 
and making a charming hostess in her sunny little home 
which was just across from the summer home of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes at “Beverly Farms-by-the-Depot.” ‘This 
was the only real home of her own that she ever had and 
her days were spent in the old familiar haunts of her 
beloved Essex scenes, where she loved the woods and 
flowers and sea. She was fond of painting flowers as 
a pleasant pastime. 

Among noted visitors who came to the little house 
were Mary Livermore, Celia Thaxter and Whittier. She 
was at Beverly Farms when Charles Dickens died in 1870. 
It was here she wrote that charming little poem “A Strip 
of Blue”’— 


“I do not own an inch of land, 
But all I see is mine; 

The orchards and the mowing-filds, 
The lawns and gardens fine. 
The winds my tax-collectors are, 
They bring me tithes divine, 
Wild scents and subtle essences, 

A tribute rare and free; 
And, more magnificent than all, 
My window keeps for me 
A glimpse of blue immensity, 
A little strip of sea.’ 


She died on April 17, 1893,—23 years ago last 


month—and is buried in her native Beverly which she 
had loved for so many years. 


Golfer Should be at His Best When 34 


T WHAT age is a golfer at his best? This question 
has been discussed on numerous occasions, and the 
consensus of opinion shows that the experts agree on 
that period of 10 years when a man is between 27 and 37. 


It has been asserted that it takes at least five years 
for one to know very much about golf, but it is unlikely 
that many can possess in that length of time the mature 
experience which is necessary in the make-up of a truly 
great player. By the time a man has reached the age of 
27, provided he has started in as a youth or very young 
man, he should have imbibed a sufficient knowledge of 
the game to turn his physical powers to account. But 
players vary both in the matter of temperament and _ phy- 
sique. Some develop early, while others give over years 
to the gradual accumulation of skill and knowledge. Ti 
this general opinion is correct, a player should be at his 
very best at the age of 34. 

However, it is worth remarking that because a man 
is extraordinarily proficient when he has passed 40, even 
a greater age, and still can beat his younger rivals, it does 
not follow that he was not better at 30, or would not 
have been better when much younger had he been in the 


game at that age. It is likely that the age up to which a 
man is at his absolute best is higher among the profes- 
sionals than among amateurs, but only because the incen- 
tive of earning a living keeps them up to the mark. 
Some years ago an eminent British authority observed 
that no amateur was at his best after the age of 30. It 
seemed a very extreme and severe remark, but, after all, - 
it is not very wide of the mark. Middle-aged and elderly 
players need find no discouragement in these observa- 
tions, for they refer only to golfers of the highest type.

Manchester Trust Company 


Passed Fifth Anniversary This Week After Period of Remarkable Growth 


THe Manchester Trust Co. observed 
its. fifth birthday on Monday of 
this week. Its five years of existence 
have been busy ones and have passed 
quickly for those connected with the 
institution because of the rapid 
growth. Starting on May 1, 1911, 
with a capital stock of $100,000, a 
surplus of $25,000 and deposits of 
$50,000 the institution has grown in 
five years to be one of the stronger 
of the smaller insititutions of the 
state. Today the deposits approxi- 
mate $700,000; the surplus, $38,005 
and the assests are $900,000. ‘This 
steady and strong growth has been 
one of the most remarkable in the 
state and for a town of 3000 popula- 
tion the institution is probably in a 
class by itself. 

The highest point reached was last 
fall when the deposits were close to 
$900,000 and the assests were over 
$1,000,000. The deposits are the 
barometer of a bank. By their rise 
and fall can usually be told the suc- 
cess of a banking institution.

it should be equally alert to the claims other nations have 
upon us. If there were not the moral responsibilities 
which we are bound to recognize, the commercial oppor- 
tunities in Central America makes it imperative upon our 
Government to cultivate the good will and friendship of 
those countries. Our attitude to Colombia is open to a 
dual interpretation and the United States is rich enough 
and ought to have honor enough to meet the situation. 

Tue United States GOVERNMENT of the future 
will have to readjust its idea and workings of the Munroe 
Doctrine, if Roger Babson’s forecasts are true. His 
judgment seems to be well sustained by the facts. He 
believes that the A-B-C powers will gradually develop 
their abilities and powers when the United States govern- 
ment can no longer with any degree of wisdom insist upon 
the paternal spirit which the Munroe Doctrine involves. 
The Central States on the other hand’ are nearer the 
United States and after the war is over will present vast 
opportunities for development. As the years go by the 
United States will have enlarged interests in these coun- 
tries and the Munroe Doctrine will have an influence. 
The countries in South America are so much nearer En- 
rope it will be difficult for the United States to establisi 
itself commercially in those districts. Where the trade 
centers, interest will be centered and the interests of those 
countries will more and more incline toward Europe. If 
this be true the sooner the United States cleans house and 
begins to make friends with the smaller states to the 
South of Mexico, the better it will be for all.

Every YEAR THE CARELESS OBSERVER is wont to say 
how late the season is and how cold the weather remains 
and when will summer begin finally, while a consultation 
of the records show that the averages are being kept up 
and nature seems to advance rapidly.

Great Impetus to THE MoveMeEn’ for the substitu- 
tion of electrical locomotives for steam on American rail- 
ways has been supplied by the success attained in the 
operation of the St. Paul’s electrified division over the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains. Four months’ experi- 
ence with the new system, over one of the most difficult 
stretches of track anywhere, has about convinced doubt- 
ing engineers that electricity as a motive power must sup- 
ersede steam wherever water. power is available for gen- 
erating current at a low cost. ‘The electrification of the 
New Haven road between Boston and New York, started 
some years ago, is gaining headway with moderate speed. 
It now extends beyond New Haven, on the way from 
New York, whereas it was Stamford where change of 
engines on the through trains took place. A more exten- 
sive harnessing of the streams and water-falls in the New 
England hills will be necessary before New England can 
keep apace with the West in the matter of electric motive 
power. 


Tue Housr Has Passep the Rowley small loan bill 
which prohibits a charge of more than three percent a 
month on small loans, those under three hundred dollars, 
and provides penalties for its violation.

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SALEM Is TO MAKE an extensive campaign this sea- 
son upon the mosquito. Colonel John E. Spencer will 
head the war on the pestiferous insect at Juniper where 
the Juniper Improvement society has already authorized 
him to purchase a large quantity of oil to spread upon the 
marshes and lowlands. He plans to organize a campaign 
which will include the entire city and suburbs in the fight 
tc exterminate the noisome and dangerous pest. Last 
year Salem suffered from an unusual number of mos- 
quitoes which found breeding places -in the many un- 
covered cellars left by the big fire of two years ago. Not 
only did the city proper endure an epidemic of mosquitoes, 
but the swarms spread to other places along the North 
Shore making it unpleasant for people on summer even- 
ings. With Salem taking hold of the mosquito problem 
in an active manner the summer people along the North 
Shore will be heartened in their efforts to make the Shore 
a “mosquitoless” paradise. The survey, which has been 
made by an engineer employed to study the mosquito 
problem, shows that it is possible to rid the North Shore 
of the pest. It is said that a big fund will be raised to 
defray the expenses of getting rid of the breeding places 
of the troublesome insect. The removal of the breed- 
ing places will mean not only the wiping out of the mo- 
squito as an annoying insect but as a menace to health as 
well. 


NEWSPAPER PRrIN’TS of the medals given by Germany 
to the men on the submarine that torpedoed the Lusi- 
tania are appearing in this country. The front of the 
medal has a picture of the Lusitania sinking in the waves 
and the other side represents a banking window in Great 
Britain with the caption “trade over all,” It is difficult for 
the Anglo-Saxon mind to understand the processes of 
the German mind that would permit its government io 
recognize such a dastardly deed with such honor.  I{t 
would be not difficult to understand how the government 
might chuckle at the success of the enterprise, but to 
award a medal for the wholesale murder of innocevt 
people,—perish the thought !

YACHTING, GOLF, TENNIS 
AND OTHER SPORTS 


Along the NORTH SHORE 


Samer 


YACHTING is to play a most im- 

portant part in the life of the 
North Shore this season. The New 
York Times says of yachting: 

“Even with the America’s Cup de- 
fenders Resolute and Vanitie definite- 
ly out of commission for the season 
and the challenger, Shamrock IV, 
boxed up in a dock at Brooklyn 
awaiting the end of the European 
war, thus eliminating the fleetest of 
the ‘wind-jammers’ from the sport, 
yacht racing this season promises to 
be the best ever known in this coun- 
try. 

‘*The fact that every sailing yacht 
fit for racing or cruising is to be put 
in commission this month; that a half 
dozen new classes of one-design boats 
have been built by members of diff- 
erent yacht clubs, that yacht brokers 
are being besieged by would-be-own- 
ers who have been disappointed in 
being able to build boats and now 
wish to charter, is the best evidence 
of the unusual interest to be taken in 
the sport this season,’ said James W. 
Alker, President of the Yacht Racing 
Association of Long Island Sound, 
member of the New York Yacht club, 
and one of the most enthusiastic of 
amateur sailors. ‘To me it looks like 
the best year we have ever had in 
sailing-yacht racing, for the interest 
in the sport is more widespread than 
I ever knew it, and my experience 
covers more years than I care to talk 
much about.’ 

“Mr. Alker voices the sentiment of 
yachtsmen generally, none of whom 
are the least pessimistic over the pros- 
pects. Zest will be given to the sport 
in the New York club, the premier 
club of the country, by the appear- 
ance of a new class of twelve forty- 
footers, which will take precedence 
over the fifty-footers which have 
furnished such excellent sport during 
the past three seasons, and the thirty- 
footers, which in the ten years of 
their existence have furnished some 
thrilling finishes and the best of ex- 
perience for the amateurs who stood 
at the tillers. But eight of the origi- 
nal dozen of this latter class remain 
in the ownership of members of the 
New York club, and it is expected 
that at least six of these will be at 
the races this season. Of the big 
fifties a half dozen will be in commis- 
sion as last season, and among them 
a repetition of the beautiful aquatic 
pictures limned at their starts and 
their rattling finishes of the past sea- 


sons are certainties.” 


From the activities in the Manches- 
ter boatyard of Walter B. Calderwood 
it would appear that the North Shore 
is to come in ‘for its full share of 
yachting this summer. The many 
yachts stored in the yards for the 
winter are beginning to shed their 
coverings of canvas preparatory to 
the springtime scrubbing and painting. 
Keels have been laid for Richard F. 
Hoyt’s new 21-footer of the extreme 
racing type and for the “Pam” the 
trim little craft which will go to Lake 
Erie when completed and tested. The 
latter is the property of Commodore 
H. A. Parsons of the Cleveland Yacht 
club and was designed by John G. 
Alden, the Boston naval architect. 

At one side of the main shed in the 
yards workmen are busy on the big 
barge being built for Boston parties 
from the designs of Swasey, Ray- 
mond & Page, Inc., of Boston. This 
ponderous craft is 80 feet long and 
20 feet wide and will be propelled by 
immense sweeps. The lines of the 
boat are “scowlike,” but*when com- 
pleted and ornamented it will present 
an elegant appearance. It will be 
used in a big pageant in Boston the 
coming summer. A number of small 
craft is being overhauled in the yards 
and the ways at one end of the main 
shed hold completed power craft 
awaiting the order of launching. 


GTEEPLECHASING is is being re- 

vived with unmistakable interest 
and enthusiasm. In discussing the 
subject, Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., one 
of the most prominent amatuer riders 
in the country and chairman of the 
Board of Race Stewards of the 
Brookline Country club, said: ‘‘Those 
who have followed the sport for any 
considerable time have, with few ex- 
ceptions, ‘been satisfied with a 
thoroughbred or well-bred Virginia 
hunter, with an extra turn of speed, 
or a more or less discarded flat racer, 
with a little extra size and bone, that 
has been taught to jump. Such horses 
have almost entirely constituted the 
steeplechasing stables of this country, 
and not the ‘chasers,’ bred for the 
purpose. 

“The fact that a great many of tie 
best-blooded chasers in Europe have 
been bought by Americans during the 
last year is the beginning of an era in 
Lreeding in the United States which 
will ultimately make this the greatest 
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s:eeplechasing country in the world. 
It is such men as Thomas Hitchcock, 
Henry W. Bull, Joseph E. Widener, 
and J. Temple Gwathmey, who will 
bring this about. They are the most 
prominent supporters of the present 
steeplechase movement. 

“T have never before noted such en- _ 
thusiasm over this sport, and I will 
be keenly disappointed if the meeting 
over the Clyde Park course on June 
15 and 17 does not result in some 
wonderful racing.’ 

HE Essex County club at Manches- 

» ter is to be the scene of two im- 
portant golfing events next month, 
and possibly other events of import- 
ance later in the season. The Wom- 
en’s Eastern Championship will be 
played at Manchester on Noe 
Tuesday and Wednesday, June 5, 6 
and 7; and on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, June 8, 9 and to, the Gris- 
com Cup Competition (for women) 
will be played here. These are two 
of the biggest events of the season in 
the golfing world. Players from all 
parts of the eastern section of the 
country will be on hand and the event 
is sure to occasion much social activ- 


ity.

“RELIGIOUS BIGOTRY” 


SuBjJEct OF SERMON At SUNDAY 
EVENING SERVICE AT MANCHES- 
TER CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 


“Religious Bigotry” was the title 
of the Sunday evening sermon at the 
Congregational church, Manchester.

He said that 
bigotry was found among the earliest 
followers of Christ and told of the 
answers of Jesus to the narrow ones 
among the disciples. 

“The history of the church is the 
history of bigotry,” he said. “In the 
second century after Christ the then 
universal church persecuted its mem- 
bers who did not accept the dogmas 
of ‘the leadersof, the church7)) giie 
told of the persecutions during the 
Reformation and of the horrors of 
the Spanish Inquisition. ‘Even in the 
present day there is a religious big- 
otry that is like a dragon waiting to 
pounce upon and devour religious 
liberty,” said the speaker. 

An anecdote, which is amusing in 
the present day, was related about a 
former Congregational minister. The 
Baptist minister in town was taken 
ill and was not expected to live. Feel- 
ing that he was doing his Christian 
duty, the Congregational minister call- 
ed upon the sick man and enjoyed a 
friendly chat with him. When it 
came time to leave he remarked, 
“Now, Mr. , 1f you do not get 
well this has been a call, but if vou 
recover you may forget about it and 
need not feel obliged to return the 
call.” A similar anecdote was related 
about a Baptist clergyman who caused 
a good deal of mental suffering for a 
woman in town by telling her that 


_ she could not be saved except by im- 


mersion. Mr. Hatch said that not 
only are conservative thinkers bigoted, 
but often the so-called liberal thinkers 


_are bigoted. 


“Bigotry is very common, but is 
terrible in its effects. Just now, af- 
ter 19 centuries of Christianity we are 
putting aside our bigotry and are 
joining hands as brothers in Christ,” 
he said. He cited as an example of 
this the Layman’s Missionary Move- 
ment. Phillips Brooks and Henry 
Ward Beecher were referred to as 
examples of men who were Christ-like 
and liberal. The speaker said those 
who are most narrow have made the 
least spiritual attainment. . 

“When a man is a bigot it is a sign 
that his spiritual growth has stopped. 
When a man says he has no use for 
another’s religious belief you may be 
sure that his spiritual pocketbook is 
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enpty. Cardinal Newman as a lib- 
eral thinker was able to write ‘Lead 
Kindly Light,’ but after taking the 
faith of the Church of Rome he was 
so limited by the narrow dogmas that 
his productions were confined to 
stilted theological essays. We must 
not think the Roman Catholic church 
does not permit the growth of a beau- 
tiful spiritual life; it does. But not 
until the Roman Catholic church 
throws off its bigotry and narrowness 
can one within it develop broad lives 
like the Master’s. Before we con- 
demn others let us be sure that we 
ourselves have something that will 
stand us in need, in time of trial,” 
Mr. Hatch concluded.

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BROTHERHOOD MEETING _ 


Rocer W. Basson RELATED EXPERI- 
ENCES IN CENTRAL AMERICA AND 
ToLp oF BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 


PROPHECY- of. the’ ;future. of 

America’s relations with the Lat- 
in-American republics was made by 
Roger W. Babson in his address to 
the Brotherhood in the _ Baptist 
church, Manchester, Monday evening. 
Instead of closer relations in com- 
merce and diplomacy with the larger 
nations of South America, Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile and possibly Peru, 
Mr. Babson predicted that the coming 
years would see a wider separation 
from us on the part of the ‘A-B-C-” 
powers. On the other hand he predict- 
ed that between the countries of Cen- 
tral America and the United States a 
closer bond of unity would be brought 
about if we profited by our mistakes 
in the Latin-American republics. 
in the other Latin-American republics. 
America is not very highly regarded 
by the people of the southern repub- 
lics, who distrust our intentions 
toward them. Mr. Babson said that 
it was the duty of Americans to cor- 
rect by their future conduct these 
misconceptions. 

Mr. Babson has just returned from 
a tour of the Central American re- 
publics where he went on a mission 
for Secretary of the Treasurer Mc- 
Adoo. Speaking of the Monroe Doc- 
trine he said that originally it meant 
the United States would not stand for 
foreign nations having a military or 
naval station on this continent. Then 
these countries got in debt and Eu- 
ropean nations, who financed them, 
sent over warships to collect. When 
this country interferred the creditors 
asked the United States to assume 
the responsibility of payment. The 
present state of the Monroe Doctrine 
is that we maintain a paternal inter- 
est in the affairs of the southern re- 
public and they make no international 
agreements without our approval. In 
the future, so far as the larger coun- 
tries are concerned, less will be heard 
about the Monroe Doctrine, but the 
smaller nations will come more and 
more under our supervision, in Mr. 
Babson’s opinion. 

Mr. Babson told of his visit to 
Colombia and of the attitude of the 
people toward America. Children 
in the schools are taught that we are 
a nation of robbers and that we stole 
the Panama Canal territory. The 
payment of the $25,000,000 proposed 
in the recently adopted treaty will do 
much to relieve the tension in our 
relations with that republic, he said. 
Colombia is rich in rivers, which are 
chiefly used for transportation. Land 


and labor is cheap and its principal 
port, Cartagena, is handy to New 
York. It is easier for other South 
American nations to trade in Europe, 
but Colombia presents opportunities 
for Americans. 

In Costa Rica a greater percentage 
of the men own their own homes 
than in any country in the world, Mr. 
Babson said. The people are pros- 
perous and their moral standards are 
high. In Honduras, the largest of 
the Central American republics, con- 
ditions are just the opposite. There 
are only 600,000 people in this large 
country and they are very indolent. 
The country is immensely rich in re- 
sources. 

Nicaragua has little regard for the 
United States, Mr. Babson said. For 
the past four years United States 
marines have patrolled the streets of 
the cities and had it not been for their 
presence the recent treaty signed by 
the two nations would not have been 
ratified. American marines stood 
over the natives as they voted, he said. 
We are unpopular because our mar- 
ines are supporting the minority party 
which is in power. 

Salvador is the most advanced of 
the little republics which are coming 
more and more under the control of 
the United States. It has been called 
the “Germany of the, Western Hemi- 
sphere.” Its people are highly eff- 
cient, prosperous and moral. 


Guatemala was the country de- 
scribed most at length. It has every 
variety of climate to be found in the 
United States and as great a variety 
of crops. Labor-is very cheap, but 
living conditions are in accord. Mr. 
Babson hired a man to carry his bag- 
gage over a trail when he was com- 
pelled to make a trip on mule back 
for 200 miles. At the end of a thirey 
mile walk with the heavy luggage on 
his back the man was glad to receive 
ten cents. He then fed himself out 
of the money and walked back home 
thirty miles. Another carrier was 
late in reaching a train with the bag- 
gage and when Mr. Babson returned 
three days later he found that the 
man had been kept in jail until his 
return. The officials would not al- 
low him to pay the man anything for 
his services because he had been late. 
Guatemala City, the capital, is 4800 
feet above the sea level and the cli- 
mate is very temperate. Among the 
prices prevailing in the republic were 
the following: Porterhouse steak, 1o 
cents a pound; green peas, Io cents a 
peck; eggs, 6 cents a dozen; street 
car fare, one-half cent. Telegrams 
may be sent anywhere in Central 
America for five cents. The prices 
of imported articles are extremely 
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high. Taxes are six dollars a thou- 
sand and the property is assessed for 
one-twentieth of its value. 

“To solve the high cost of living 
you should work in Manchester day 
times and sleep in Guatemala nights,” 
said Mr. Babson. The country is 
favorable to development by Anier- 
icans and there are good oppor- 
tunities for investment. He counsel- 
ed against the exploitation of the 
country, which has been the curse oi 
the other Latin-American republics. 
He was in an earthquake while in 
Guatemala City. Mrs. Babson made 
the trip with him. 

At present the business opportun- 
ities are in the larger republics, but 
after the war they will be competitors 
with us and there will be a question 
of the advisability of going into these 
countries to invest . Guatenala, he 
said, was the least developed, the most 
temperate, was nearer the United 
States and was eventually coming un- 
der our doniinion. 

Concluding Mr. Babson said: “We 
will lose the big republics, but we will 
gain the little ones as friends. If you 
go into them to do business, go with 
the spirit of service and development, 
not of exploitation. Put in as much 
as you take out. In the end you will 
get only what you put in.” Drawing 
a lesson from the varied cost of labor 
and living in Guatemala he said: 
“The high cost of living goes with 
high wages. You can’t eat the pie 
and have it too. Labor can never 
get more by decreasing production ; 
it is only by increasing production 
that we get more.” 

Mr. Babson has spoken to the 
3rotherhood on many previous occa- 
sions, this being his seventh appear- 
ance. There was a large attendance 
and many friends in the audience 
sought him out afterwards for a 
pleasant chat. Mr. Babson’s son, 
Curtis accompanied him to Manches- 
ter and was used as a “model” by 
Mr. Babson to exhibit some native 
costumes.

on or before the 


15th Day of May Next, 


in case of residents, true lists of all 
their polls and estates, both real and 
personal, (not exempt by law from 
taxation), of which they were pos- 
sessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non- 
residents and foreign corporations, 


true lists of all their estate, both real 


and personal, in said town, not ex- 
empt from taxation, which lists must 
be verified by oath as required by 
Section 43 of said Part I. 

Under the’ provisions of Section 42 
of said Part 1, as amended by Chap- 
ter 515, Acts of 1909, the above men- 
tioned lists must be in form prescribed 
by the Tax Commissioner of the 
Commonwealth. These blank forms 
may be had at the Assessors’ office, 
or will be mailed to any address upon 
application. 

Section 45 of Part 1 of Chapter 490, 
Acts of 1909. A mortgagor or mortgagee 
of real estate may bring in to the asses- 
sors of the city or town in which it lies, with- 
in the time prescribed by the notice under 
section forty-one, a statement under oath 
of the amount secured thereon or on each 
separate parcel thereof, with the name 
and residence of every holder of an inter- 
est therein as mortgagor or mortgagee. If 
such property is situated in two or more 
places, or if a recorded mortgage includes 
two or more estates or parts of an estate 
as security for one sum, such statement 
shall include an estimate of the interest 
of the mortgagee in each estate or part 
of an estate. The assessors shall, from 
such statement or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate interests of the mortgagor 
or mortgagee, respectively, in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly. Lf, 
in any year, such statement is nq@& 
brought in, the tax for that year on such 
real estate shall not be invalid merely for 
the reason that the interest of “the mort- 
gagee therein has not been assessed to 
him.

What Lucy Larcom Has Said of the North Shore in 
Her Poems 


By LILLIAN McCANN 


‘‘Cape Ann has her own poets, nightingales 
Warbling among her roses, rarely heard, 
Except by those who woke that minstrelsy. 

Cool coves, 
That open to blue breadths of sea; lost roads, 
- Wandering, bewildered, past forsaken homes, 
House and inhabitant forgotten now, 
And grass-grown cellar-hollows their sole sign; 
Strange rocking-stones a-tilt for centuries; 
White lily-ponds and dark magnolia-beds; 
Sands that give music to your footstep; pines 
Hoarse with forever answering the sea’s moan,— 
These will awaken to poetic life 
In hearts of unborn minstrels,’’ 


HE North Shore owes a debt of gratitude to the many 
poets who have sung of its beauties and charm and to 
our own Lucy Larcom, in particular, for the beautiful 
poems in her collection, “Wild Roses of Cape Ann.” 
These poems brought much praise from her contempor- 
aries. Dr. Holmes said that “she was as true a product 
of our Essex County soil as the bayberry.” Longfellow 
wrote saying: “I have always liked your poetry, and 
now I like it more than ever.’ 

The collection includes all her poems of her home 
surroundings and legends of her beloved Cape Ann Side, 
as the whole region was known in the early days. 

The summer visitor to the Cape who believes that 
“a rose is sweet, no matter where it grows” can appre- 
ciate her lines when she says: 

‘But our wild roses, flavored with the sea, 
And colored by the salt winds and much sun 
To healthiest intensity of bloom,— 

We think the world has none so beautiful. 


Even from his serious height, the Puritan 
Stooped to their fragance, “and recorded them,’ 


The poem “The Lady Arbella” is one of the sweet- 
est. In this she relates the story of Lady Arbella’s com- 
ing to this country with her husband on the fleet of ships 
brought over by Governor Winthrop; their anchoring 
over the Sabbath just off the Beverly shore, then called 
Bass-River-Side. 

‘And the wild rose is sweeter on Bass-River-Side 
For breathing where once breathed the sweet 
English bride.’’ 

Again she says: “Dear and gracious spirit! The 
memory of her brief sojourn here has left New England 
more truly consecrated ground. Sweetest of womanly 
pioneers! It is as if an angel in passing on to heaven 
just touched with her wings this rough coast of ours 
The Lady Arbella died within three months after her 
arrival in this new country. 

The lover of the delightful North S$ 
appreciate these lines:

‘When the coast-country, from Bass River east 
To Agawam, was known as Cape-Ann-Side, 
Up from the ferry ran one winding road 
Through pleasant Beverly, past Wenham Lake, 
Losing itself in the Chebacco woods 

Among a hidden chain of gem-like ponds: 

A cow-path, so the ancient gossips say, 
Branching upon the left through Ryal-Side, 


To Salem Village; and upon the right, 

Skirting the seashore down through Jeffrey’s Creek 
And the magnolia-swamp, to Sandy Bay,

Beauty must still have contrast; yonder, see 

Two tawny islands, floundering like whales 

As near land as they dare—The Miseries— 

The Great and Little Misery, made two 

By a swift strait the cattle ford at ebb, 

Ruminating as they wade: mere lumps of earth; 

The least one takes the sea’s brunt-buttresses 

And bastions worn by the besieging East.’’ 


Her descriptions of the ancestral home at Beverly 
Farms is interesting. 


‘“A sunny, sea-blown cottage-nook was that,— 
My father’s home, his grandsire’s father’s home,— 
Set where, as from a shoulder, her green cloak 
The land trails to the ocean, and begins 
The reach of Cape-Ann-Side. Upon the hills 
The apple-trees met the descending pines; 
Sweet-brier and garden-roses intertwined; 
Nature and cultivation joined their hands 
To make a home-like place; so buttercups 
And daisies, dropped with English grass-seed, grew 
Among strange blooms of the aboriginal woods, 
And cheered the Pilgrim women with a thought 
Of dear haunts left behind; 
* * * * * * * * * * * * * * * 
A sunny, sea-blown nook, it gathered in 
All strays and waifs: loose drifts of slavery, 
Stranded in pitiful helplessness, dead weight 
Upon their master’s hands; * * * not one 
Who needed food or shelter turned aside. 


Many came from this ancestral home. 


‘fA line of stalwart boys and vigorous girls, 
Whose hands were there sole fortune, character 
And trust in God their sole inheritance.’’ 


In her earlier poems is found one on the light-houses 
on Baker’s Island. She calls them 


‘Two white angels of the sea, 

Guiding wave-worn wanderers home! 
Sentinels of hope are ye, 

Drenched with sleet, and dashed with foam, 
Standing there in lineliness, 

Fireside joys for men to keep; 
Through the midnight slumberless 

That the quiet shore may sleep!’?’ 


One of the earlier poems that young people may en- 
joy on account of the good story it contains touching 
upon witchcraft days begins: 

‘“You may ride in an hour or two, 


if you will, 
From Halibut Point to Beacon Hill, 
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With the sea beside you all the way, 

Through pleasant places that skirt the Bay; 
By Gloucester Harbor and beverly Beach, 
Salem’s old steeples, Nahant’s long reach, 
Blue-bordered Swampscott, and Chelsea’s wide 
Marshes, laid bare to the drenching tide, 
With a glimpse of Saugus spire in the west, 
And Malden hills in their dreamy rest.’’ 


is also one of 
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Her poem “Mistress Hale of Beverly” 
special interest in that it tells of the “witchcraft year 
and how the “last black shadow of the dreadful witch- 
craft delusion” had rested over her home town; and how 
the accusation of the good woman, Mrs. Hale, the wife 
of the minister of the First Church of Beverly, had 
broken the spell of the delusion. She says: ‘Witches 
were seldom spoken of in the presence of us children. 
We sometimes overheard a snaten of a witch-story, told 
in whispers, by the flickering firelight, just as we were 
being sent off to bed. But, to the older people, those 
legends were too much like realities, and they preferre al 
not to repeat them.’’ And she adds, that, although “Mis- 
tress Hale’s house was just across the burying ground, 
and Gallows Hill was only two miles away, beyond the 
bridge,” yet she never knew what the “Salem Witchcraft” 
was until she read of it in her school history. 

Lucy Larcom wrote her first rhymes when .sevea 
years of age. She has said that “Rich or poor, every 
child comes into ‘the world with some imperative need of 
its own, which shapes its individuality.’ Her “must have” 
was poetry. She found poetry everywhere about her. 
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She says: “Poetry is not purchasable material, but an 
atmosphere in which every life may expand. ‘The chil- 
dren of old New England were always surrounded, it is 
true, with stubborn matter of fact,—the hand to hand 
struggle for existence. But that was no hindrance. Poetry 
must have prose to root itself in; the homelier its earth- 
spot, the lovelier, by contrast, its heaven-breathing 
flowers.” 

Of her. friend and summer 
Farms, Dr. Holmes, she wrote: 


‘*Who is he? His masterly lyrics we know; 

We learned in our childhood the charm of his page, 

And his verse does not show yet one sign of old age: 

Though our own heads may whiten, he makes us feel 
young 

With his songs, through all seasons so cherily sung.’’

The beauty of the North Shore in the winter time is 
emphasized in that little poem, “A White World,” written 
at Beverly Farms, January 1, 1873. 


**T never knew the world in white 
So beautiful could be 

As I have seen it here.today, 
Beside the wintry sea; 

A new earth, bride of a new heaven, 
Has been revealed to me. 


The sunrise blended wave and cloud 
In one broad flood of gold, 

But touched with rose the world’s white robes 
In every curve and fold; 

While the blue air did over all 
Its breath in wonder hold.’’ 


N the everyday discussion of American “preparedness” 

constant reference is made to the Swiss system of 
military training. Many advocates of preparedness favor 
the Swiss method of military service, leading among them 
being the editors of the Outlook from which ‘excerpts 
from a recent article on “The Swiss Soldier,’ written by 
Jean Martin of the editorial staff of the Journal De 
Genéve, are taken. The value of the Swiss system point- 
ed out by Mr. Martin is in its great educational as well as 
defensive qualities. The spirit of nationalism and _ pat- 
riotism generated by the training system of the little 
Helvetian republic is regarded as one of the chief points 
in favor of the system. The following points are made 
by Mr. Martin: 

“The year 1870 had shown the insufficiency of our 
army organization. Forty-four years of assiduous toil 
gave time enough to make of that organization, not a per- 
fect instrument—it might be extravagant to pretend this— 
but one may say at least a sufficiently perfected mech- 
anism to insure the country’s defense. What is the Swiss 
army system? It is that of universal military service, 
obligatory on all citizens. If a medical commission de- 
clares a citizen ineligible he must pay a tax, of which the 
proceeds go towards military defense expenses. **** 

“At nineteen years of age every Swiss must submit 
himself to a so-called sanitary inspection. This means, 
however, a double examination, mental as well as physi- 
cal. The results of these examinations are published 
every year. ‘The twenty-two cantons which compose the 
Republic are classified according to the averages obtained. 
This gives a healthy rivalry to all of the cantons and in- 
duces “them to perfect the gymnastic and civic instruction 
in their schools.**** 

“In sixty-seven days the Swiss lad learns many 
things. First of all he learns to obey. This is not the easi- 
est task in the world, because, like the good republican he 
is, he wants to have his little say on everything, to express 
his opinions at all times, and in particular to criticise the 
authorities whenever he can.**** 

“The young soldier forms part of a section and a 


company of recruits. He lives no longer by himself, self- 
centered in his own fantasies; he is part of a great fam- 
ily, a new family for him, the army. The great family 
makes demands upon him which at first may astonish 
Mar eh eases 

“The school of recruits comes to an end with the 
maneuvers. These take place generally in the mountains, 
because the ruggedness of the country makes it more in- 
teresting from a military point of view. Such a setting 
for the maneuvers also makes the greatest impression on 
the young citizen. 

“Now for the officers. ‘They are all chosen from the 
troops. Every Swiss officer has to begin by doing his 
soldier’s service. This is a desirable principle, and from 
it there is no exception made in our country. Every of- 
ficer’s grade may bring supplementary duties which may 
be legally imposed. **** 

“But you will doubtless ask, ‘Does not your country 
suffer economically because so many men are taken from 
their ordinary work?’ In ordinary times the Swiss public 
suffers little. The Recruit service of sixty-seven days’ 
duration is at an age when the young citizen can without 


grave inconvenience leave his occupation for two months. 


As to the annual repetition courses, they are so very 
short (thirteen days) that their effect on commerce, in- 
dustry, and agriculture is not noticeable; for twenty to 
twenty-eight years of age one can give up thirteen days 
a year to the country’s “defense. 

“Even in this troubled period, Switzerland, thougin 
entirely surrounded by belligerent nations, can continue to 
live protected by the rampart of her army. Despite any 
defects in organization, despite any errors, despite any 
infelicitous action, she has, up to the present, risen above 
the dangers of the world war. And if she has been able 
to do this, I do not hesitate to declare that it has princip- 
ally been because of an army organization according to 
the system of universal and obligatory military service. 

“In such manner we have put into practice this prin- 
ciple, ‘If one wishes to be well defended, one must defend 


‘one’s self,’”

With THe Acrion of the members of the Orthodox 
Congregational church and the First Parish of Manches- 
ter in merging the two into one organization the last trace 
of the old Parish of Colonial days disappears. In recent 
years the Parish has been so nearly identical with the 
Church that its organization has been absorbed. 

When in 1645 the little settlement at ‘“‘Jeffry’s 
Creeke” became the Town of Manchester, the Parish and 
Town were practically one. The Town hired the minister 
and voted money for his salary. The Parish Meeting was 
the Town Meeting of a later day. Gradually as the com- 
mnunity grew in numbers there was some dissension in the 
Parish, but that in the passing years luckily disappeare‘l. 
Then in the march of progress the affairs of the Towa 
gradually passed out of the hands of the Parish. With 
the breaking up of the Parish and with the growth of 
other denominations, its members dwindled: until grail 
ually it came to embody practically the membership oz 
the Congregational church. 

The history of the Parish in the early days is tae 
history of the Town of Manchester. In its general ou- 
line it differs but little from the history of any of the 
first towns along this coast. The earliest account of a 
meeting in.the town for w orship is purely traditional, ti 
being related that the first service was held under a tree 
on “Gale’s Point.” In its early days the Parish passed 
the same strict laws of conduct and its administration was 
like that of a dozen other early New England settlements. 
Up until Jan. 12, 1792,-there appears to have been ro 
division of authority in this town, but after that date the 
control of the Parish over the affairs of the town grad- 
ually diminished although it continued in effect until 
comparatively recent date. 

The advantages which arose from the close adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the church and town by the Par- 
ish in the early days of the town are unquestionable, just 
as the administration of government today is most advan- 
tageously carried on independently of any church affiia- 
tion. In the day when people were of one accord in religi- 
ous belief Parish administration of affairs was beneficial, 
but with the growth in number of religious sects it proved 
to be ineffective. Manchester is one of the last towns in 
New England in which the Parish has been absorbed by 
the Church.

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An EFFicrENtT CoMMITTEE is at work preparing for 
a “preparedness parade” to be arranged for the last Sat- 
urday in this month in Boston. As usual, of course, the 
criticism has been severe and the work has been hindered 
by adverse coniment. These come from the anti-militar- 
istic critics and from organized pacificists. The opposi- 
tion appears trivial. They belong in the same category 
with the antagonists of school drill. There never has 
been the slightest danger of militaristic ideas or ideals 
being communicated by the old school drills or by the pre- 
paredness movement. In fact, school drills have cured 
many a boy of militaristic tendencies and the thirst for 
military adventure. Three years of stiff drill has taken 
the glamor off the “profession” and in the words of a 
boy, “he had all he wanted of it.” On the other hand 
military drill in school teaches neatness, team work, mass 
action and, not least of all, obedience to authority. In 
the school curriculum there does not exist a more poterit 
and influential course than that of military training and 
it should be continued. As to preparedness parades and 
militarism there cannot be the slightest danger. On the 
contrary the very sight of young men parading, as will 
be done in Boston soon, will visualize the awful effects of 
the carnage abroad, instead of entrenching militarism. 
There will be, of course, careless livers, shallow thinkers, 
minds carried away by passing whims, who never will nor 
can live deeply, who will see only the glitter of shining 
arms and the stir of marching men and mistake the 
parade for military service. They cannot see behind the 
marching hosts of men the spirit of war, murder, class 
enmity, international jealously, commercial rivalry and 
strife. The thinking man’s imagination will be stirred. 
It will be possible for him to visualize the results of war 
abroad. He will not be deceived. Militarism! America 
deceived into Militarism? By a preparedness parade? 
Not when one stops to think that more men than will be in 
line that day now lie beneath the sod, crushed by the spirit 
of militarism. Militarism indeed, when one considers that 
more hearts are aching than the number of people who 
will see that parade! Let every friend of a friend who 
marches in the line stop to think what it might mean if 
those men were off to the front; if war were at our very 
door and bloodshed was the carnival of vice on our na- 
tive soil. It is too true: America has been dead to the 
sufferings of war. This generation does not know what 
war means. It cannot understand. How can it under- 
stand what war means? America is removed from the 
war; it has made money from ammunition, war supplies 
and high freight rates. The war has meant prosperity. 
America must stop to think. The preparedness parade 
should present such a psychological opportunity. What 
does militarism mean? It means death, sorrow, suf- 
fering. Let militarism die, but preparedness continue. 
The parade should be encouraged and the people taugnt 
to see back of the long files of young men the horrors of 
possible war and the frightfulness of slaughter. 


Tue Presmenr has very skilfully answered the 
German communication and avoided the raising of issues 
not bearing directly upon the question discussed. In re- 
fusing to consider the culpability of any other nation he 
wrote, “Responsibility in such matters is single, not joint; 
absolute, not relative.” There is no avoiding his meaning. 


Tue Cryran-Up Campaicn has been unusually suc- 
cessful. The North Shore never needs to be prodded to 
its task. It has the will and finds a way. 


Te BASEBALL SEASON has begun with its healthful, 
invigorating influence, the more welcome because of the 
long winter, 
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THE Suspicion GRows upon us that were peace to be 
declared in Europe within the next few months we would 
hear much less of preparedness argument than we have 
heard during the past winter. A good many of the talk- 
ers for preparedness, who have come to the front in the 
past few months, would soon be found advocating uni- 
versal disarmament and wanting America to take the 
lead. Many seem to have missed the essential point in the 
preparedness program. Preparedness should not be for 
today or tomorrow; but as long as nations arm, America 
should be prepared to defend its shores, its homes and its 
commerce. Many are led to favor better defensive arm- 
ament in these days of stress who would be found decry- 
ing the necessity of it in a year or so. The most radical 
estimates show that it would take about three years to 
adequately prepare this nation for defense. By that time 
the European war will be over we hope. Those over- 
night advocates of preparedness who think we should he 
prepared to take our part in the European conflict should 
recall the history of the wars in which America has en- 
gaged. It has not been when other nations were at wear 
that we have been embroiled, but at times when Europe 
has been practically at peace. Europe is too busy today 
with its own troubles to bother America, but ten years 
from now things may be different. It is not for the 
present so much as the future that we must prepare. 


THE SILVER Lininc of the European war cloud is 
found in America. Just as the present war is without 
precedent for magnitude of military operations, number 
of countries involved and wonderful machinery of de- 
struction, so without precedent in history has been the 
charity, sympathy and the aid extended to the suffering 
peoples of Europe by America. America, a land where 
people of every race in the world have found a home, 
possesses a heart which feels for all who are innocent 
sufferers in the great struggle. America has played next 
kin to every stricken land in that it has devoted millions 
of dollars and hundreds of men and woemn toward the 
relief of the hungry, the homeless, the sick, the wounded 
and the bereaved victims of the god of war. Boston 
alone has come to the aid of the sufferers abroad to the 
amount of $1,401,848.83 for various charities and funds.

APE ANN folk are taking more or less interest, his- 
torically and sentimentally, in preserving and protect- 
ing whatever rights the city of Gloucester may~have in 
the extinct village—Dogtown Common. The Gloucester 
Times comments editorially on the matter as follows: 

“The time has certainly arrived when the City of 
Gloucester should take the steps necessary to preserve anid 
protect whatever rights it may have in that portion of its 
territory which is known to its people as Dogtown Com- 
mons. That the city has certain rights there has never 
been disputed and that these rights may be lost to the 
inhabitants of Gloucester is sure to happen unless some 
definite action is taken to consereve them. On several 
occasions former city governments have endeavored to 
start something that would lead up to some definite in- 
formation as to what rights the city might have and to 
have those rights well defined, but it has seemed that 
every time anything has been attempted something has 
blocked the attempt. Why this has happened has never 
been definitely understood. 

“The present council did well last evening to take 
steps to instruct the proper officials to handle the proposi- 
tion, and they should start and proceed until the job is 
finished and the city should know just where it is as far &s 
its rights are concerned and these officials should be given 
to understand that nothing must interfere with a prompt 
solution of the problem presented. It will probably take 
considerable time to do these things, but that should make 
no difference. Stumbling blocks may be placed in the 
way by parties who may not want the rights of the city 
defined and established. | Never mind these stumbling 
blocks; they must not retard in any way the progress nor 
prevent the proper solution of the questions involved. It 
should be distinctly understood and appreciated that it 
is not the purpose of the city to take away any rights that 
other parties might have in this territory, but simply to 
define the rights if any that the inhabitants of Gloucester 
may have and then to protect those rights not alone for 
the people of the present generation, but for those who 
inay come after. 

“One of the most interesting among the many places 
on the Cape is Dogtown and it could be made by reason 
of easy access an objective point to be visited not only by 
our own people, but by the many visitors who come here 
during the summer months. The view from the heights 
of Dogtown in all directions is superb, but far more in- 
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teresting than the view is the place itself, its deserted 
cellars around which are woven the traditions of the de- 
serted village. It teems with romance which has been the 
subject of song and story, It still keeps hidden in its 
unwritten history so much of mystery that it will ever 
appeal to the imagination, and ever recurrent visits to its 
environs, but deepens these mysteries. 

“The City of Gloucester must preserve and conserve 
all that belongs to it in this wild and romanic tract of land 
and nothing should stand in the way of keeping for those 
who are to come after us Dogtown Commons with its 
history and its traditions.”

TRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE — 
One-third box gelatine, 1-3. cup 
cold water, 1-3 cup boiling water, 1 
cup sugar, juice of 1 lemon, 1 pint 
fresh strawberries, 3 egg whites. Line 
a mold with lady fingers or pieces of 
sponge cake. Soak the gelatine in the 
cold water until soft and then pour 
on the boiling water and add the su- 
gar and the lemon juice. Mash and 
rub the strawberries through a sieve 
and add to the mixture. Cool in a 
pan of cold water. When the jelly 
begins to harden, beat until light and 
add the stiffly beaten whites of eggs 
until stiff enough to drop. Pour into 
the mold. Serve with whipped cream 
piled on top after the charlotte is re- 
moved from the mold.—Mrs. Lincoln, 


Strawberry Delight—This is a 
delicious variation of strawberry sun- 
dae. Vanilla ice-cream is used. Beat 
1 cup of heavy cream until light, add- 
ing sugar to taste and half a tea- 
spoonful orange extract. Mash and 
sweeten, strain a box of strawberries 
with the exception of a few of te 
best. Cut these in halves lengthwise 
and put on ice. Serve in glasses 
putting one tablespoonful of the 
strawberry in first, adding ice-crea'n, 
then whipped cream and a few of the 
chilled strawberries and serve at 
once. 


Strawberry Puffs—One pint flour, 
2 teaspoonfuls baking powder, salt, 
1 cupful milk. Make a dough of this 
and drop alternating spoonfuls of the 
dough and strawberries in cups. 
Steam for twenty minutes and serve 
with the following sauce: 2  table- 
spoonfuls butter, 1 cupful of powder- 
ed sugar, lemon juice. Cream the 
butter and sugar and add the lemen 
juice. Beat in as many crushed 
berries as the mixture will hold. 
Serve cold on the hot puffs.

The 
ship was designed by Swasey, Ray- 
mond & Page, Boston, marine archi- 
tects; the decorative proportions by 
Mr. Cram and the sculpture by Hugh 
Cairns, instructor of clay modeling at 
the institute. The prow is to be 
adorned with the beaver, the greatest 
builder, and the totem of the institute. 
On the forward deck will stand a 
figure bearing the torch of learning. 
Fifty students who have competed for 
the honor will man the ship with 1m- 
mense sweeps. Panels to decorate the 
bow are Neptune, holding the trident, 
Nereids, and. Amphitritons. Aft are 
to be dolphins and cupids, mermaids, 
seashells, seaweed and fish. The en- 
tire craft will be covered with gold 
paint. 

The barge will have a special in- 
terest to Manchester people as it is 
in the process of construction at the 
present time in Walter B. Calder- 
wood’s boatyard.

Godfrey L. Cabot of Beverly Farms, who is Forming One, Tells of What He Hopes to See Accomplished 


GODFREY bo-CABOT, 

who is taking a great in- 
terest in preparedness, espe- 
cially the aviation problem 
and who, as president of the 
Aero Club of New England, 
was largely instrumental in 
having the State of Massa- 
chusetts undertake to mat- 
tain an aeroplane provided 
that the club secured enough 
public subscriptions for its 
purchase, is preparing to start 
an aviation corps on. the 
Worth Shore. Mr. Cabot, 
whose summer home is at 
Beverly Farms, has leased Gooseberry Island and has 
placed it at the disposal of the United States Army, the 
militia, the navy and friends who desire to attain pro- 
ficiency in target gunnery and bomb practice with aero- 
planes. An effort was made at first to start a branch of 
the naval militia at Marblehead, but the selectmen were 
unwilling to sign the necessary petition without the sanc- 
tion of a town meeting. 

A town meeting was held and voted unanimously in 
favor of the plan, after addresses by Greeley S. Curtis 
and others interested in aviation. Meanwhile, however, 
other selectmen had come into office and through the op- 
position of two of them the petition has not yet been 
signed. Nevertheless, it is thought that by another method 
it will be possible to start an aviation unit. 

The plan calls for a unit of twenty-three men, with 
five aviators and two machines. Mr. Cabot has bought 
the ground and is to build a hangar on the western end 
of Mystery Island, off the Manchester-Beverly Fars 
shore. Mr. Cabot has one machine and another available 
at the Burgess plant at Marblehead. It is hoped that this 
small beginning will lead to a large number of privately- 
built and owned seaplanes being maintained along tne 
Massachusetts coast, with a large number of aviators who 
will pursue the art with a view to its military uses.” M>. 
has been flying at Pensacola, Fla., and

while there the armored 
cruiser North Carolina re- 
turned from a practise cruise 
at Guantanamo, Cuba, where 
here gunfire was directed by 
aviators flying back and forth 
at right angles to the direc- 
tion of the target. 

“Tt might, perhaps, be in- 
discreet.” said. - Mr. Cabot; 
“to give the exact distance, 
size of target and percentage 
of hits recorded, but it may 
be said in a general way that 
at a distance where the sur- 
face of the water would not be 
in sight and with guns of not over ten inches a percentage 
of hits was obtained incomparably greater than a much 
nearer range in Santiago, July 3, 1808, which marked at 
that time the high-water record of efficiency in this regard. 

“An expenditure of about $3,800,000 would secure 
for twenty-four warships officers and the needful equip- 
ment. It would mean for each one torpedo-carrying aero- 
plane, two high-speed fighting machines and two spotting 
and ee aeroplanes, with a catapult, storage facilities 
and hoists, as well as the required spare parts for all of 
the apparatus. For personnel there would be required on 
each vessel five aviators who would be commissione 
officers and twenty-two enlisted men, making a total 
120 commissioned officers and 2640 men. At present we 
have not quite enough equipment for two ships. 

“Suppose a fleet or vessel which is not equipped to 
put an aviator into the air under the conditions which 
obtain at the time of combat is opposed to a fleet or ship 
which can put aviators into the air. Such a situation 
might either be due to the possession of aeroplanes on

one side and their absence on the other, or to the supericr 


annaratus on one side for launching aeroplanes direct 
from the deck or, to speak more correctly, from the ap- 
paratus carried on the battleships, when the other side 
was without such apparatus or its aviators or enlisted men 


IN ACTION—JUST LEAVING THE SURFACE 


IN MID-AIR—AT A MILE A MINUTE 
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lacked the skill needful to launch or operate them under 
the conditions at the time. 

“The result would be that the vessel or vessels furn- 
ished with aviation control could, with equally good gun- 
imanship and similar guns, begin to hit the adverse fleet 
of vessels long before they themselves were in danger of 
anything more than chance shots. Under average sea 
conditions seaplanes cannot. rise from the surface of the 
sea because it is not sufficiently smooth in the open ocea‘. 
tience the need of a catapult to throw the aviators, one 
after another, into the air at flying speed, for a skilful 
aviator in the air at flying speed at a height of thirty fect 
above the water can continue to fly and render efficient 
service not only under average conditions but under con- 
ditions much worse than the average. 

“Let us now suppose that it 1s an individual ship 
which has aviation control, opposed to a fleet without 
aviation control. By reason of the immense disparity 1n 
numbers the fleet succeeds in getting within efficient 
range of the individual vessels. As the battle progresses 
the smoke from their funnels and from the guns (by no 
means negligent) is likely to obscure the vision of the 
‘ren in the topmasts and continue the advantage given by 
the aviators to the weaker force, even after the range ts 
near enough to be effective with clear air and the use ot 
ordinary range-finders. If, now, the single vessel car 
put an island or fogbank between itself and the enemy, 
or if either of the forces is in the fog the vessel assisted 
by aviators will be greatly helped. A fog bank seldom 
is so high as to prevent the smoke of battleships or hut 
air from their funnels from being visible to aviators. 
Therefore, if in fog, aviators could attack with torpedoes 


with little danger of being hit themselves. 

Set each’ one of the readers consider what, if any- 
thing, he can do as an individual to induce Congress to 
grasp this vital oportunity at this critical period in our 
international relations. The ironclad, machine-gun, tor- 
pedo, the submarine, the flying machine, were all first suc- 
cessfully put in use by Americans; have all been within 
ne grasp of this country under such conditions as would 
have made it possible to keep America in the lead. And 
i1 each case foreign governments have greedily seized 
the opportunity first offered to our Congress. Nor is 
Congress one whit to blame, for Congress is simply a 
nurror, or, to be more accurate, a composite photograph 
of Congress’s constituency. If individual voters will 
imake known to Congress that they’re alive to strengthen- 
ing national defence and put the United States in the lead, 
then Congress will do the rest. 

“It is probably physically impossible for the United 
States in five years to take the lead as a naval power or 
as a military power on land, so far as the construction ox 
battleships is concerned, but it is perfectly possible and 
with an expenditure not so great as one year’s pensions, 
to place the United States in the lead in air-fighting craft.

Fox Hunting In America Ever on the Increase 


A SPORT that is yearly assuming greater proportions 

is that of “following the hounds.” Numbers of prom- 
inent men in kindred lines of sport have become fox- 
hound enthusiasts and welcome members of the dog 
fancy, for fox hunting is actually but a branch of the dos 
fancy, combining also a love for the horse. It is a branch 
capable, however, of being developed to such magnitude 
as to become a distinct line of sport. 

Too much encouragement cannot be given to the 
various hunts, for they are also stanch supporters of the 
bench shows. 

Taking the dog end of fox hunting only, Americans 
in the few brief years since they Radertook the breeding 
and the hunting of foxhounds have established a recor! 
that can be contested only by the Boston terrier. The 
American foxhound, as he is today, stands as a monu- 
rent to that group of enthusiasts who, daring all oppo- 
sition, brought to this country one of England’s oldest 
sports and the English foxhound. Having the whole 
weight of centuries of tradition to bear did not daunt 
those who undertook the evolution of the American fox- 
hound. ‘Today he is supreme, and only lacks the number 
of organized hunts. 

Credit also must be given to the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association, for it has brought the horse 
and dog lover together in a sport where both stand on a 
par. It is the governing body, and has approved the fol- 


lowing recomnized hunts for 1916:—Brandywine Hounds, 


Rhester pe Hunt, Elkridge Hunt club, Essex Fox- 
hounds, Glen Arden Hunt, Glen Moore Hunt, Grafton

music of different kinds of shell and act accordingly. 

“It is a wicked war, everything goes into the army, 
cutting down lots of their woods to make trenches and 
dug-outs (bomb proof) ; we sleep, eat and keep our cars 
in one. ‘They are wonderfully constructed, some iron, 
then logs, stones about six or seven feet thick. Unless a 
shell hits them squarely they stop shrapnel and eclat. 

“Good deal of warfare in the air here also—very in- 
teresting to see them chase each other firing all the time, 
both from the aeros and bills. Lots of shrapnel fell near 
me the other day, so I just got under my car until they 
passed on; never had good fortune to see them bring one 
down. The latest addition is a dirigible, out about every 
night, flash lights on it, shooting at it. You hardly for- 
get for an instant that it is war. 

“You may be pleased to know that I have been 
recommended fer the Croix de Guerre (same as Victoria 
Cross), and very little doubt but what they will give it to 
me with a kiss on both cheeks. I feel very proud of i: 
because it is heralded and everywhere I go the officers 
congratulate me. 

“A shell exploded about ten feet from the ambulance 
while going for wounded, hit her in about a dozen places, 
didn’t touch me at all. The Medicin Auxiliar, who goes 
with you (as the wounded are brought right out, we gen- 
erally have to wait for them) was either knocked off or 
jumped, I went right over him but did no damage. ‘Then 
one of my wounded was dead when they got to me, ttie 
other we took. On the way in we got shelled more or 
less for about six miles. 

“Tt certainly has the effect of making a Ford go, but 
with it all is a ghastly feeling, wondering if they will gez 
you.

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Information About Swimming—For Women 


N° doubt there are a goodly number of persons who love 
the water and yet magnify the difficulties which pre- 

vent them from learning the secrets or enjoying the bene- 
fits, and for such these lines are written. 

Do you fear the force of the wind, 

The plash of the rain? 

Go face them and fight them, 

Be savage again. : 

Go hungry and cold like the wolf, 

Go wade like the crane; 

The palms of your hands will harden; 

The skin on your face will tan; 

You’ll be hungry and ragged and weary, 

But you’ll walk like a man, 


“JF you want to be a swimmer, get a wash basin full of 

water, bob your face up and down in it, reversing the 
usual manner of breathing, and you have the most import- 
ant lesson in swimming. Any woman flung into the ocean 
by submarine warfare, motorboat accident or even from 
an upset canoe can save her life if she will do absolutely 
nothing but lie perfectly still on the water until hel» 
comes.” 

This is the advice of George H. Corsan of the Brook- 
lyn Y. M. C. A., who has taught more than 250,000 per- 
sons to swim in the United States and Canada. He said, 
recently: “that 99 per cent of the cases of drowning are 
due to the lack of knowledge of proper breathing in the 
water. I have never known of a person’s drowning from 
cramps alone. Upon being thrown in the water the first 
thing a non-swimmer does is to struggle and flop around 
in the wildest manner. 

“The thing to do and the one real chance to keep 
afloat till help comes is to lie perfectly flat on the back, 
legs and feet together and well extended, arms to the side 


and with the back of the head well submerged. Above 
all, inhale through the mouth and exhale through the nose, 
entirely reversing the manner of breathing on land. | 
have known of many cases where a person has been 
drowned when apparently provided with a good life pre- 
server. In these cases the foam from the waves dashing 
in the mouth has caused strangulation. A woman can 
float more easily than a man, and I wish this idea could 
be vividly impressed upon all of them.” 


HE, National Wemen’s Life-saving League, an active 

organization with a membership of more than 1500 and 
branches in several states, is conducting a country-wide 
campaign to have fair natatores take up and play water 
soccer. 

The officials of the association fully agree with the 
college directors of physical education, who recently went 
on record as advocating athletic games in preference to 
formal gymnasium or natatorium work, and they believe 
soccer to be an ideal indoor sport for the sex. 

Soccer turns work into fun. And the officials sav 
that they have yet to see the girl who didn’t become an 
enthusiast after once trying It. 

And along with this comes water baseball whica 
promises to become a popular aquatic sport. It is just 
as exciting and just as interesting as the great America‘ 
pastime on land. Two or three snappy games were played 


last season in the North Shore Swimming Pool at Mag- 
nolia. 

Water polo is a clever game that savors of football, 
but in water baseball we have a game that will delight 
all, and is bound to become a popular pastime at all our 
famous bathing resorts.

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The Search for “El Dorado”—Smithsonian Pamphlet De- 
scribes Early Maps Relating to It. 


THE name “EI Dorado,” which dates 
back to the first part of the 16tn 

century, is Spanish for “the gilded 
one,” and an abbreviation for “the 
gilded man” (el hombre dorado). It 
was first applied to a native South 
American ruler or priest who, so 
early Spanish writers state, was gild- 
ed at a certain annual ceremony “and 
then bathed in a lake near Santa Fe 
de Bogota, Colombia. The name next 
came to signify a legendary golden 
city, also called Manoa or Omoa, 
much sought after but never found. 
Later it was used to indicate a myth- 
ical country somewhere in South 
America where gold and_ precious 
stones were to be found in great 
abundance, and for which many ex- 
peditions searched in vain, among 
them those of Ordaz, Orellana, von 
Hutten, Quesada, and Sir Walter 
Raleigh. ‘Today El Dorado is used 
metaphorically to designate a place 
where wealth can be rapidly acquired. 

A phamphlet just issued by the 
Smithsonian Institution relates to the 
recent investigations of Dr. Rudolf 
Schuller, who writes on two sixteenth- 
century maps which relate to the 
Ordaz and Dortal expeditions i 
search of El Dorado. The first map 
he attributes to Oviedo, placing the 
date after 1542, and the latter, which 
is anonymous, Dr. Schuller believes 
to have made about 1560. 

Diego de Ordaz, a former com- 
panion of Cortez, also credited as the 
first person to ascend the great vol- 
cano Popocatepetl near the City of 
Mexico, was granted a tract of land 
in South America by the Spanish 
Crown in 1530. His concession was 
for the colonization of the then very 
indefinite district of Maranon on the 
mainland. Ordaz sailed for South 
America, October 20, 1531, with 450 
men in three vessels; he was met at 
the Canaries by another vessel and 
150 men, cies owing to severe storms 
the Admiral’s ship was the only one 
to reach the coast in the neighborhood 
of the mouth of the Amazon. Thence 
he sailed northward to Paria, where 
he found and captured a fort built by 
Antonio Sedeno, justly claiming tiat 
this fort was on his concession where 
Sedeno had no right. Being dissatis- 
fied with the region of the mouths of 
the Amazon and the coast of southern 
Guiana, however, Ordaz abandoned 
all attempts to colonize there and sail- 
ed north to the mouths of the Orinoco 
to explore the delta. 

Two of the inscriptions on the old 


Spanish map refer to this exploring 
expedition, which set out from Paria 
on June 23, 1532, with 280 men, 18 
horses and one mule, in seven galleys, 
and finally arrived at an Indian vii- 
lage called Huyapari or Aruacay. A 
translation of the legend reads: “The 
large village of Huyapari is situated 
two leagues inland from the Orin- 
oco.” ‘According to Indian inform- 
ants the source of the river was in a 
large lake lying in the mountains, the 
route to which lay through a province 
called Meta, where gold was abund- 
ant. This was El Dorado. 

But the second legend inscribed 
above the mountains in the upper- 
right-hand corner of the map, informs 
us that ‘“Ordaz could not pass this 
chain of mountains (by the river), 
on account of the bad condition of the 
water, and from this mountain he re- 
turned down the same river to the 
sea.” Another inscription states that 
“To this side (west of the moun- 
tains), or the other end of this rock, 
Christians had not (yet) come,” while 
an added note by the cartographer 
Oviedo mentions the accident on the 
return trip from the expedition im 
search of Meta—EIl Dorado—“Ordaz’s 
large canoe remained (here) on dry 
Clanrct a0 

Although he later tried an overland 
route, Ordaz never located FE] Dorado ; 
he suffered misfortune, lost his hold- 
ings in South America, and finally 
died on the way to Spain in 1533. 

In 1533 Geronimo Dortal, treasurer 
of the Ordaz expedition, was granted 
the position formerly held by “Ordaz, 
and also made governor of Paria. 
Shortly after his arrival, in 1534, 
Dortal equipped a new expedition to 
search for the famous Meta—Fl 
Dorado—under the command of 
Alonso de Herrera, a former lieuten- 
ant of Ordaz, and the itinerary of 
his ill-fated voyage is described on 
Oviedo’s map in several legends, the 
last of which tells pathetically of his 
end: “Here they killed Alonso de 
Herrera, lieutenant of Governor Dor- 
tal; and to this place came afterwards 
the said Dortal and found true marks 
of the death of the aforesaid Herrer: ; 
and there were found among ot! er 
things, a little bell and a tin-cup.” 

In 1536, about a year after Her- 
rera’s death, Dortal organized another 
expedition which is said to have dis. 
covered the domain of the female 
chief Orocomay, an independent com- 
munity of Indian women, locat€d on 
Oviedo’s map between the Huyapari 


and the Barrancas rivers. This leg- 
end reads: “Here are the villages 
and domain of Queen Orocomay, who 
employs only females.” Similar 
Amazons were also reported by Oret- 
lana in 1542, but today science does 
not credit such communities to South 
America. 

One other legend relating to El 
Dorado reads: “Beyond these chains 
of mountains of the river Huyapari, 
there are vast plains which are be- 
lieved to be the land of Peru, and the 
Indians say that beyond these chains 
of mountains there are great treas- 
ures and much gold.” Contrary to 
some students of history Dr. Schulle* 
places the date of this early map as 
after 1542, believing that it could not 
have been’ made until two or three 
years after the latest date recorded. 

The second map, showing the rivers 
Amazon and Orinoco and the adja- 
cent shores, is believed by Dr. Schul- 
ler to date about 1560. It includes 
two references to the Ordaz expedi- 
tion on 1532, and much other inter- 
esting information to students of geo- 
graphy and history. 

The region where on other maps 1s 
generally shown the legendary lake of 
Manoa, is here occupied by the fol- 
lowing inscription: “This chain of 
mountains extends from the kingdom 
(of New Granada) and from Pern: i in 
Peru it is rich in silver; and in the 
kingdom it is rich in gold; and this 1s 
what they call El Dorado.” 

The author feels that: “The in- 
fluence of El Dorado and other simi- 
lar traditions of genuine Indian 
origin, on the cartography of South 
America during the second half of 
the 16th century has not yet been 
studied with the care and attention 
which such an important historical 
and geographical question deserves.”

Early in the week the clerks made repre- 
sentations to the New Haven road and a strike was 
averted. On the Boston & Maine railroad the track 
workers and foremen presented a grievance which is now 
being considered.

Verdun appears 
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‘PREPAREDNESS Has Founp its way into state legis- 
lation—notably in New York,” says The Outlook. “dhe 
legislature of New York State has adjourned, leaving for 
the Governor’s approval or disapproval five military bills. 
Three of these have to do with the State militia. The 
other two bills relate to the physical and military train- 
ing of boys and girls. One of these bills, known as the 
Welsh Bill, is good in that it provides for an experiment 
worth trying; the other known as the Slater Bull, is bad 
and ought to be vetoed. 

“The Welsh Bill provides that after the first of next 
September all boys and girls over eight years of age in 
public and private elementary and secondary schools of 
the State shall receive physical training. ‘This shall in- 
clude not only training in physical posture and bearing, 
mental and physical altertness, and so on, but also train- 
ing that will develop ‘self-control, disciplined initiative, 
sense of duty, and spirit of co-operation under leader- 
ship.’ The courses of instruction shall be determined by 
the Regents in conference with the Military Training 
Commission.” 


Ler ir BE Hopep now that Carranza is strong enough 
to carry out the agreements made with and the promises 
made to our governement. If a stable native government 
once gains control of Mexico one great step toward a 
peaceful adjustment of the difficulties there will have 
been taken. 


HE Outlook says: ‘‘The ‘Plattsburg idea’ is growing. 

It originated, we believe, with Major-General Leonard 
Wood. Its primary purpose is to train men in civil life 
by giving them instruction in summer camps so that we 
should have in this country a reserve body of civilians 
competent to furnish officers for volunteer regiments in 
time of military need. It is a volunteer and civilian move- 
ment, although it has the approval and supervision of the 
War Department of the Federal Government. It is a 
successful attempt to put into practice by voluntary action 
the principles of military and civic training which the 
Swiss people have adopted as a part of their fundamental 
political structure. These military training camps, which 
are popularly known as “Plattsburg Camps,” because of 
the great success last summer of the camp at Plattsburg, 
New York, are peculiarly American because they are at 
once voluntary, civil, and military. Although promoted 
by associations of citizens, they are directed and man- 
aged by the Federal Government, through the War De- 
partment. ‘The function of the citizens’ associations is to 
distribute information, arouse public interest, and obtain 
the volunteers; the function of the War Department is to 
have control of the moral, intellectual, military, and dis- 
ciplinary education in the camp. 

“As originally planned, an age limit was set for 
the Plattsburg camps this summer. No applicant under 
eighteen or over forty-five was to be accepted. But some 
of the headmasters of the prominent preparatory schools 
of the country believed that school-boys under eighteen 
years of age should receive the benefits provided by the 
Plattsburg camps. Under the leadership of Dr. Drury, 
of St. Paul’s School, Concord, New Hampshire, a com- 
mittee was organized some weeks ago to plan a training 
camp for school-boys between fifteen and eighteen. The 
plan has been approved by General Wood and by the 
War Department, and such a camp will be maintained on 
the Government reservation at Fort Terry, on Plum Is- 
land, Long Island Sound, New York. The Fort Terry 
Camp is an extension of the Plattsburg idea and will be 
managed on the same basis and under the same general 
regulations as the camps at Plattsburg.. It will be held 
from July 6 to August 10, inclusive,”

blue with cuffs, collar, pockets, beit 
and buttons of white it was more 
than usually attractive. This sweater 
came in the other desirable shades of 
the season, rose, green, and gold, for 
instance. Just to show how beautiful 
a sweater may be without having any 
of the homely qualities of warmth or 
durability the same shop had an im- 
ported sweater of brushed silk. This 
one was longer than the jersey, had a 
sash with tasseled ends instead of the 
severe, buttoned belt, wide revers and 
an upstanding collar and gathered 
sleeves. Sport coats are being shown 
in duvetyn and wool velours in the 
most becoming shades of rose im- 
aginable, and also in wool cheviots, 
and a few in corduroy. 

Just a little about the sport shoes, 
which are to be the most elaborate 
we have ever seen, as has been the 
way of all boots for a year and more. 
The sport shoes may be pumps, ox- 
fords or boots. They may be made 
of buckskin, leather or canvas and 
may be all white, white combined 
with black, tan, gray, green and 
snakeskin — effects. New _ sneaker 
pumps have moderately high or evea 
very high heels of rubber and soles 
of rubber. Interesting are the sandal- 
like pumps which are made of white 
buckskin in combination with gray 
for the back and the straps of the 
pumps. The “snakeskin” shoes are 
the most daring things that even boot- 
makers have shown to a_novelty- 
loving American public. They are 
bewildering in color and cut, and will, 
probably, attain a considerable popu- 
larity with lovers of the bizarre b2- 
fore the summer is over. The color 
effect is usually repeated in the trim- 
ming of the hat,—to give a raison 
d’etre, mayhap. 


Mid-Day Dishes for May. 


OF all the dishes of spring, probably 

none is more agreeable to the jad- 
ed palate than asparagus. It is one 
of the first of the green things for 
the table and after the need for pur- 
chasing the more expensive hot-house 
kind is over, our own gardens may 
supply us with this delicacy until late 
in the summer. The best known 
manner of serving asparagus is un- 
doubtedly “on toast,” but there is still 
a delicious way and an indifferent way 
of preparing this. The delicious way is 
to dip the toast in the water in which 
the asparagus has been boiled and then 
serve very hot in the usual manner 
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and with plenty of good butter; the 
indifferent way—well, who is inter- 
ested in the indifferent way, anyway? 

Asparagus omelet is delicious. The 
asparagus is boiled until tender and 
the tips cut in small pieces, these are 
mixed with four well-beaten eggs and 
seasoned with salt and pepper. This 
mixture is poured into an omelet pan, 
well buttered, and stirred until thick. 
When ready to serve it is folded over 
and served with clear brown gravy. 

Salad is always appreciated, espe- 
cially for luncheon, as it is not oniy 
refreshing, but easy to prepare unless 
one attempts the more elaborate sort. 
The following chicken salad is as sim- 
ple as can be to prepare and is always 
good. Take breast meat, cut in smail 
pieces, mix with an almost equal 
amount of celery, also cut fine. Mix 
this with mayonnaise dressing and 
serve on fresh, crisp lettuce leaves. 
Apple is a pleasing addition to the 
salad if desired. 

Ripe tomatoes used alone or in com- 
bination with other ingredients make 
excellent salad. Tomatoes and cucum- 
bers served on lettuce and with may- 


onnaise are very good. Tomatoes 
may be combined with cold meats, 
perferably veal, and mayonnaise 


dressing for a substantial salad. Meat 
and tomatoes should both be cut inco 
dice and mixed well with the dressing 
and served with lettuce. 

Stuffed tomatoes have for long 
been favorites and at this time of the 
year, mushrooms make _particulariy 
acceptable forcemeat. To prepare 
the tomatoes for stuffing, cut a slice 
from the stem end, scoop out the 
seeds, sprinkle the inside with salt 
and invert. Let them drain for about 
twenty minutes. Then fill with the 
following mixture: 2 tablespoonfuls 
butter, 2 teaspoonfuls minced onion, 
cooked together with 1 cup: fresh 
mushrooms, sliced. Saute for ten 
minutes, add 1 cup breadcrumbs, and 
season rather highly with salt and 
pepper, then place in the tomatoes 
with buttered crumbs sprinkled over 
the top. Bake in a buttered dish at 
least half-an hour. Serve hot.

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PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 


SPEAKER FROM ASSOCIATION TO 
ABOLISH WAR IS FOR PEACE 
at Any ‘Cost. 


MANCHESTER has heard many 

sides of the preparedness ques- 
tion presented during the past winter, 
but until Wednesday evening it had 
yet to hear a “peace at any price” 
advocate. Rev. Wilbur K. Thomas 
of Roxbury, who spoke to the mem- 
bers of the Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion in Price school hall, Manchester, 
on Wednesday, presented some phases 
of “preparedness” seldom discussed 
these days. In his introductory re- 
marks Mr. Thomas said that he was 
“not neutral on the question of peace.” 
He explained that the views he ex- 
pressed were his own convictions and 
that he was perfectly willing to have 
others differ with him. 

Mr. Thomas said there was a uni- 
versal demand for peace after seeing 
the horrors of war. ‘We all look 
forward to the day when there will be 
no more wars, when there will be a 
parliament of peace, a federation of 
the world.” He said practically all 
the newspapers and magazines in the 
country were advocating prepared- 
ness and the advocates varied frora 
those who believed in moderate pre- 
paredness for defense to those who 
wanted our forces strong enough to 
withstand the combined attack of two 
or three countries. 

“Usually the man who shouts loud- 
est for preparedness wants to send 
someone else’s boy,” he said. “How 
many of those, who will march in the 
preparedness parade in Boston on 
May 27, will end up at the recruiting 
station? I believe the way to the 
peace of the world is not through 
preparedness, but through disarma- 
ment and the substitution of construc- 
tive service. Wars may be avoided 
by cultivating a spirit of friendliness 
among nations.” 

All of the European nations were 
prepared at the outbreak of the war, 
and had been for years, yet that did 
not prevent war, he said. Going over 
the history of the great nations, Mr. 
Thomas said that each in her day was 
prepared in a military way and that 
to this was largely due the downfall 
of each. “What reason have we to 
believe that we shall exist as a nation 
1000 years from now unless we 
change our course of action?’ he 
asked. 

He said that preparedness caused 
the war with Spain. Politicians 
would use the military power on some 
pretext for agression if we were pre- 
pared. “Civilized men should reason 
and not fight,’ continued Mr.

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Thomas. ‘My boy is worth more to 
me than Hearst’s oil wells in Mexico.” 
He said that the Mexican agitation 
was due to the Hearst papers. 

“The price of one battleship would 
build 1oco churches, buy 5000 farms, 
or send 40,000 men and women to 
college for a year. Preparedness 
must be regarded as a source of irri- 
tation and be removed. We must sub- 
stitute constructive service. We have 
stripped the Mexicans of their land 
and our financiers have stripped them 
of their property. One thousand 
school teachers would do more to cul- 
tivate good will than would 100,000 
soldiers to kill. 

“T know our shores are defenseless, 
I know our army is inadequate for 
defense. You could put our standing 
army in the Yale stadium. I will not 
say that we would not be devastated 
if we are not prepared. We may be 
destroyed as a nation, but the loss 
will not be so great and in the end we 
will get peace.

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BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


SINCLAIR KENNEDY OF BROOKLINE 
TALKED OF PLATTSBURG IDEA 
AND PREPAREDNESS. 


Sinclair Kennedy of Brookline, a 
graduate of the Plattsburg training 
camp, spoke to about 100 members of 
the Brotherhood in the Manchester 
Baptist church vestry on Monday 
evening. Mr. Kennedy is no half- 
way advocate of “preparedness for 
peace,” but favors “preparedness for 
war.” At the outset he pictured a 
dark future for America unless she 
was prepared... He referred to the 
hymn which was sung at the begin- 
ing of the meeting, ‘Work for the 
Night is Coming,” .as very appro- 
priate. 

“Appeals have been made to us +o 
aid Belgian babies, Polish babies and 
even German babies,” he said, “but | 
want to say a word for American 
babies.” 

All wars are fought for the protec- 
tion of women and children, Mr. 
Kennedy said. In the days of the 
cave men when the woman called to 
her man for protection he ventured 
forth to combat neighboring tribes 
with a stone axe. Today all the skill 
and science of modern civilization 1s 
used in warfare, and if the woman 
does not call to’ the man two years 
ahead of time she need not call at all. 
Tt will be too late. 

“Tt is humiliating to know that we 
are enjoying our local self-govern- 
ment only because of the protection 
afforded us by the British fleet. It is 
futile to count on that protection to 
last forever.” 

Speaking of the “Plattsburg idea,” 
Mr. Kennedy said that it embodied 
more than the physical bounds of the 
military camp. “It is an aspiration on 
the part of the men who graduate 
from the camp to arouse Americans 
to the fact that a man’s duties to his 
country come before the privileges 
which he enjoys,” he said. 

Mr. Kennedy recommends that the 
men on the coast join the naval train- 
ing cruise rather than the Plattsburg 
camp and leave the military training 
to the men from the inland states 
He discussed the possibilities of de- 
fense with America’s present facili- 
ties and compared them to those of 
the little Swiss republic. In Switzer- 
land at an expense of one-twentieth 
of what our standing army and na- 
tional guard costs us they mobilized 
an army of 100,000 men in 24 hours 
after war threatened and had 300,000 
more men on the way. America can 
mobilize according to the best esti- 
mates 90,000 trained men in 30 days. 
Mr, Kennedy said he was glad to 
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note the work being done by the Es- 
sex county men in rifle practice.

He asked how many had _ written 
their Congressman asking him to sup- 
port preparedness measures and the 
President in international relations.

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VILLAGE CHURCH 


Dr. L. Lincorn Wirt LEcTURES IX 
MAGNOLIA ON “IN THE WAKE 
OF THE War.” 


Peo tLNCOLN WIRT of Wel- 

lesley Hills delivered a most stir- 
ring lecture on the European war and 
its consequences at the Village church, 
Magnolia, last Sunday evening. H's 
subject was “In the Wake of the 
War” and the little church was filled 
to its capacity with an audience that 
listened intently to Dr. Wirt’s vivil 
word pictures of scenes in the war 
zone. 

Dr. Wirt sailed from New York 
about a year ago on the first of May, 
the same day that the ill-fated Lusi- 
tania departed from port. He was 
booked to sail on the Lusitania, but 
at the last moment was influenced to 
sail by another route. When he ar- 
rived in London sometime later he 
found his friends mourning his death, 
as his name was included in the list 
of Lusitania victims. Dr. Wirt was 11 
Rome when Italy decided to go to 
war. He described the dramatic 
scenes on the streets of the Eternal 
City as 100,000 war-mad_ Italians 
waited for the decision of the king. 

“The next day,” he said, “Along 
the line of battle from Flanders to the 
snows of Switzerland the Italian flags 
intermingled with those of the Allies 
and millions of men thundered the 
chorus of ‘The Marseillaise’ in de- 
fiance to the Germans. And over the 
hills appeared the spiked helmets of 
the Germans. They saw the battle- 
flags of Italy, knew she had thrown 
her lot with the enemy, and hurled 
back in answer their ‘Wacht Ain 
Rhine’ Think of it 6,000,000 men 
singing their battle songs in derision.” 

Dr. Wirt told of conditions in Lon- 
don during three successive air raids 
by the Zeppelins and of the state of 
mind of the people. He crossed the 
English channel on the twin vessel 07 
the Sussex which was sunk by a sub- 
marine recently. Air craft of every 
type were circling overhead, the per- 
iscopes of the submarines ( Allies’) 
were cutting the water and in the dis- 
tance huge dreadnoughts were ma- 
neuvering. As land was approached 
masses of troops were visible march- 
ing on the beaches. Dr. Wirt was 
loud in the praises of the French sol- 
dier. Not one of them had any com- 
plaint to make. They fought cour- 
ageously and never criticized. In every 
other land America was denounced 
and ridiculed as ‘‘too proud to fight,” 
but in France there was the most 
friendly feeling expressed for Amer- 
ica. 

In England the better educated 
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people approved of the attitude of 
America in regard to the war and 
said, ‘We look to America to keep her 
hands clean and in the end to lead us 
out of this.” He described the means 
used to get young men in England to 
enlist and told of the catch phrases 
used. In a cemetery he saw written 
on the wall by some wag, ‘Wake up, 
your King and Country need you.” 

Dr. Wirt was with the American 
Ambulance corps in France and said 
that of all the wounded brought in to 
the hospitals only five percent were 
injured by bullets. The balance were 
the victims of gas bombs, liquid fire, 
hand grenades or other devises which 
modern civilization has devised. 

He described the destruction occa- 
sioned by the big shells, the effects of 
the fighting upon the men in the 
trenches and of the horrible methods 


of destruction used by both sides. He 
said: 
“This war will settle nothing. At 


the close of it they will be where they 
started. Neither side will have gain- 
ed anything and the losses will be in- 
estimable. In a whole year there has 
been no gain on either side.” 

He said Henry Ford was called a 
Don Quixotte by the people of this 
country and rediculed because of the 
voyage of the Oscar II, but that the 
very ridicule had been the very means 
of carrying around the world the 
news of the voyage. ‘The men in the 
trenches cheered when they heard of 
the trip and “today the thrones of 
Europe are tottering because of the 
‘Peace Argosy’ of the modern Don 
Quixotte.’ Two names would go 
down in history as the world’s great- 
est protestants, said Dr. Wirt, those 
of John Brown and of Henry Ford. 

Dr. Wirt ridiculed the idea of 
Japan’s ever attacking America and 
said that no nation in the world had 
ships enough to land more than a 
quarter of million of men on our 
shores and in the space of two months 
which must elapse before reinforce- 
ments could arrive, he said the 100 
million Americans would have dis- 
posed of an invading army. Germany 
and England would lay for and 
watch each other until the end of 
time, he said, so that there was noth- 
ing for us to fear from either of 
them. He approved the preparedness 
program of the present administra- 
tion and is in favor of a “league to 
enforce peace.”

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The Romance of Shoemaking 


A Marvelous Tale—The Birth of the Industry in This Land was in New England and On Our Own 
North Shore 


KATHERINE GAUSS 


S a general rule one does not connect romance with 
shoemaking, but it is, nevertheless, a truly marvelous 
tale, this rise of the shoemaking industry in the eastern 
part of New England. From the time of the settlement 
of the first small colonies on these shores, this section has 
corraled the leather business and has built up a system 91 
shoemaking that is far ahead of that of any other country. 
When the early settlers came over from England, 
each man brought with him good bark-tanned leather and 
also four pairs of stout boots. However, with a country 
as rough and rocky as ours was, it was not long before 
this supply was exhausted. On the occasional ships ar- 
riving from the old country, leather supplies were brought 
and even though the colonists took to making moccasins 
of buckskin leather, the total supply of footwear was 
soon exhausted. 

Then the first shoemakers began to put in an appear- 
ance, for truly necessity is the mother of operation as well 
as invention, and these men made the rounds of the ccun- 
try-side, with their leather on their backs, and made shoes 
for the family. Finally these shoemakers were granted 
land in the various towns where they settled and they 
grew quite well-to-do in their trade; finally many of them 
were able to open shoe shops, making the shoes for a 
whole town. 

~The early settlers were jacks-of-all-trades; they 
hunted deer, bear and other creatures of the woods, ate 
the flesh for food, and made the ,pelts into leather for 
articles of clothing. Farmers raised cattle, sheep and 
goats, and ate their flesh, and tanned the pelts into 
leather in pits in their own yards, using the bark from the 
nearby trees. Thus the early settlers began to be their 
own shoemakers. 

In New England it was common for these early 
settlers to combine the occupations of farming, fishing 
and shoemaking. During the stormy weather the farmers 
were unable to cultivate the soil, and the fishermen were 
unable to go to sea, and so they gathered in little work- 
shops, most of them placed at the rear of the dwelling, 
and they made shoes, first for themselves, then for their 
families, then for the neighbors, and if many rainy days 
cr cold days came during the year, oftentimes there would 
be enough shoes to sell to the people of the near-by town. 

Now the early shoemakers’ shop, a model of whica 
is in the garden of the Essex Institute, Salen, was put 
to use about the middle of the 19th century and was calle:| 
a “ten-footer” because it usually measured about 10 feet 
in-length and 10 feet in width. They were generally fin- 
ished off about 6% feet high and the garret, left unfin- 
ished, became a common receptacle for all kinds of litter. 
Usually about six persons could work comfortably ‘a 
this house, which held nothing but the benches, stove and 
shoemakers’ kits. 

These little shops were the meeting places on rainy 
days and in the long winter evenings of the men of the 


town and here many heated questions were discussed 
and many grave situations passed upon. ‘The minister’s 
recent sermon and the latest political news were topics of 
debate. Often one shoemaker would pause in his work 
to read aloud from a newspaper or a book. It has been 
said that tne printers and uie snoemakers of those times, 
were the most learned men of tueir time. Roger Sher- 
man, signer of the Declaration of Independence, studieJ 
from open books as he made s.ioes in one of these shops. 
Henry Wilson, “The Natick Cobbler,” who became vice- 
president of the United States, mastered the rudiments of 
debating by discussing problems of the day with fellow 
shoemakers in Natick shops. 

There were also many good musicians among those 
shoemakers of other days and the fame of “The Musical 
Shoemakers” of Salem still lingers in the minds of the 
older inhabitants. These shoemakers entertained them- 
selves and visitors with music while they worked. One 
day, so the story runs, the manager of a circus then in 
town, heard of the ‘Musical Shoemakers,”’ contracted 
with them for a goodly sum and they closed their shop 
for the summer and went with the circus. 

Shoemaking in the olden days was not always one 
sweet song; through poor ventilation, stale tobacco fumes, 
cramped positions necessary, and foul odors from the 
shop-tub, used for soaking leather, consumption was 
spread with great rapidity and many were the deaths 
amnong those who plied this trade. The shoemakers com- 
monly drank liquors in those days and it was customary 
to serve grog in all these little shops. This habit, too, 
tended to weaken otherwise strong men. 

The manner of conducting the shoe business fifty 
years ago was very unlike the methods of today. In 
those days, when the shoe shops had multiplied all over 
eastern Masachusetts, there was a person known as the 
“bag boss.” A dozen or two dozen pairs of shoes were 
packed in a bag and taken to Boston to be traded off for 
whatever could be got in exchange. As there were no 
steam cars running, the methods of carrying these bags 
of shoes to Boston were as various as the circumstances 
of the ‘bag bosses.” Some took then in a pack on the 
back and trudged off to town, making the trip last two 
days, returning the second day, with the supplies or 
leather gotten in exchange for the shoes. Others took 
the pack on horseback, considering the trip a good day’s 
journey. Others went by stage coach and oftener than 
not, when a bag boss was a man of means, the trip was 
made by private carriage. 

Only within the last thirty vears has come the great 
revolutions. in the shoe business throughout the. country. 
The stitching machine was the first great invention, the 
work of Elias Howe of Lynn. Soon after the installation 
of these machines, the factory system was gradually in- 
troduced. One _ by one the little shoemakers’ shops were 
abandoned, as the factories of the manufacturers were 
enlarged and fitted up so that the work, both of the 
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stitchers and makers, done under the 
vision of the employers. 

‘hen came invention after invention, all tending to 
make the shoes more perfect and simpler to make. But 
perhaps the second greatest invention was the McKay 
machine for stitching the bottoms. This machine took 
the place, in a large degree, of the ancient method of thc 
old-time shoemaker, as, with the shoe held on his knee 
by the stirrup, and his awl in his hand, his picture has 
core down to us from a remote antiquity. 

Another interesting development: Up to 1840 paper 
shoe boxes were unknown, but after this date shoe boxes 
came into general use and as shoe trade increased, the 
practice of double packing fine shoes, first in paper boxes, 
which were then packed in wooden cases, became general. 

Despite the rapid development in shoe machinery, 
still, there was yet to come some sort of arrangement for 
pattern cutting. Up to this time there were only a few 
styles of shoes, all made on the same general last, and 
needless to say, that oftentimes the fit was not exactly 
perfect. No single machine was sufficient to meet the 
ae: requirements of the unequal and irregular pro- 
portions found in human feet. 

As late as 1871 Israel G. Sutherland began the busi- 


might be super- 


ness of pattern making. He was an excellent mechanic 


and saw what was required to make the improvements 
more perfect. He carefully studied the subject and with 
the assistance of other skilled mechanics he devised a 


system of models which were well nigh perfect and suited 
to the ever different human foot. ‘Thus the three great 
steps in American shoemaking were taken, with the many 
smaller improvements which have tended to make up a 
perfect system of factory shoemaking. 

There is nothing surprising in this wonderful growth 
of the leather business in New England; the results are 
those naturally coming from a business which was estab- 
lished by the need of the people and the success was as- 
cured from the earliest beginnings. Capital was attracted 
to it, genius of our people, skill of our mechanics and 
enterprise of the men interested served to carry along to 
the top-notch of success the product of the machines in 
the factories of the manufacturers. 


No wonder is it, then, that the shoemaking industry 
of the country centers in the New England states, with 
our own Lynn, Salem and Beverly leading as shoemaking 
and leather centers. North Shoe visitors often regard 
it a rare privilege to visit some of the vast factories in this 
vicinity while they are on from the West and South. 


Preparedness and Common Sense 


GIFFORD PINCHOT 


CERT AIN pacificists assure us that Preparedness is use- 

less because there is no danger of war. Do they know, 
or are they merely asking us to accept their guess in a 
matter which vitally concerns the safety and welfare of 
the Nation? Millions of pacificists in the past have given 
the same assurance, and have been mistaken. Wars have 
come in spite of them. England was full.of people who 
affirmed that the present war was impossible up to the 
very moment of its breaking out, and who opposed with 
all their might any increase in armament until war actual- 
ly began. Preparedness is insurance against war. It 1s 
not militarism, and must not be confused with it. aath 
tarism is making ready for aggressive war. Any one 
who believes that. the people of the United States can Ais 
driven or dragged into aggressive militarism must have 
forgotten the whole trend of our history, and in particular 
our recent voluntary retirement from Cuba. 

The pacificists assure us that such military training as 
the Swiss people are giving themselves endangers demo- 
cracy, and that our young men will be hurt by learning to 
obey. But neither democracy nor personal independence 
have been injured in Switzerland, which is the most demo- 
cratic country of Europe. Universal military service 11 
New Zealand and Australia goes hand in hand with the 
most thorough-going — labor- ~controlled democracy on 
earth. 

The American people have a way of reaching com- 
mon sense decisions after long and often bitter discussion. 
There is hope that this is about to ha ppen in the present 
case. The reasonable advocates of National defense aad 
the reasonable pacifists seem to be on the verge of a 
reasonable agreement of views. For example, the papers 
of April 23 report, that Henry Ford said, in an, interview 
in New York: ‘I believe in reasonable Preparedness, 
end I wouldn’t object to an army of say 250,000 men. 
Less than a week before this statement of Ford’s, I asked 
Colonel Roosevelt what he would consider reasonable 
Preparedness. He replied: “The second navy in the 
world and an army of 250,000 men.” 


In this case, pacificist and advocate of Preparedness 
are in agreement as to the size of a reasonable army. An 
arny of 250,000 men means one soldier to about 430 
people. ‘There is one policeman for every 416 people iu 
Philadelphia, and one to every 429 people in New York, 
To me at least an army of that pro portionate size carries 
with it no threat that militarism is about to overwhelin 
democracy. 

Last year I was in Belgium. What I saw there I 
will never forget. No sacrifice can be too great to pre- 
vent our people or any part of them from being ruled by 
foreign bayonets. Talk is always cheap, but never cheap- 
er than when it sets guesses and wishes against the tre- 
mendous facts of the “world war. Guessing and wishiny 
are no defense. Guessing and wishing can not even keep 
the peace between our citizens. The force behind the 
law does that. How then can we trust them to keep the 
peace between the Nations? I am for Preparedness be- 
cause I believe it offers the best chance to escape war. 
It is cheap insurance at the price. 


Amip THE VARIED INTERESTS and contests involved 
by the war it is difficult to keep in mind all of the issues 
arising. One cannot think of the war as a single-barrel- 
ed affair. Its ramifications are varied and in the issue 
of the conflict hang the destinies of the entire world, 
America included. At present, however, the world in- 
terests are focussed upon Ireland and Italy. The Irish 
difficulty has but little bearing’ upon the main issues in- 
volved. Italy, however, is now fighting a war for national 
existence and maintenance of the national unity so dearly 
purchased by the struggles of the late years of the last 
centuries. Upon the success of her army against Aus- 
tria her whole future is dependent. The world war is 
being fought and every step is being contested fiercely 
and no concessions made without a struggle. Will Italy 
win against Austria? To the Italian this is a more per- 
sonal problem than the possible ieee of Allies against 
Germany.

TOMORROW THE ORGANIZED ENDEAVOR to present the 
demands of New England for a reasonable preparedness 
will be made.

Pacificists are registering there ob- 
jections; but why? Preparedness and pacificism may be 
one in purpose and result. No sane man of this genera- 
tion believes in war, blood-shed or the demoralization ot 
mortal conflict. Were not the priceless inheritances .1 
America won by enduring hardship, severe fighting and 
mortal conflict? What ot the French and Indian wars? 
What shall we say of the Revolution? Shall this genera- 
tion so soon forget the lessons of the Civil War?  Pre- 
paredness means merely an organized effort on the pari 
of the men and women of the present age to express 
their. determination that the inheritances of this nation 
shall not be jeopardized by slothful unpreparedness and 
that they are willing to defend this country and its in- 
herited institutions at the point of the bayonet if neces- 
sary? Who can forget that the Battle of Verdun is still 
being fought and is yet to be won! Can Americans forget 
Belgium?’ Preparedness does not mean militarism. A 
preparedness parade need not necessarily be an assembly 
of thoughtless folk passing in review. In eyery move- 
ment there must be planners. The pacificist propaganda 
is one of the most reprehensible in the whole country 
when it comes to organized efforts without a great fol- 
lowing. Reprehensible is not meant as a condemnation; 
the word is used because in the pacificist view the pre- 
paredness movement is reprehensible because organized. 
If organization involves reprehensible what can be said 
of the great peace endowment? Neither organization is 
reprehensible. ‘This is a land of freedom and ideas must 
govern. both parties may organize and reorganize, but 
the American people are discerning. They can and will 
think for themselves. ‘The two movements serve as a 
check, the one upon the other. Preparedness needs to 
be saved from the perils of militarism and the pacifist 
movement needs to be saved from the calumny and dan- 
ger of slothful inertia. There is no doubt that many care- 
less, shallow men will view the parade and even march in 
line, but in the main the demonstration will be thought 
provocative and compel discussion.

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Four Hunprep THousAnp MEN in fighting mood 
have been threatening an attack upon the American public 
for some time. ‘The blow, which has several times been 
averted, has in it more present danger than has the bogey 
of a foreign invasion. Lhe threatened concerted strike of 
the men in the train service of all of the railroads of the 
country would more effectively cripple the nation than 
would a war, and it is nearer at hand. And the pitiful 
aspect of the affair is the absolute helplessness of the 
public to intervene in its own behalf. There is little jus- 
tice in the latest request of the men in the train service. 
They ask for an eight-hour day, but that is not what they 
want; the manner in which the demand is framed is mis- 
leading. Men in the train service of the railroads work 
on a ten-hour day schedule and are the best paid work- 
men of any class in the country. They would be the 
first to protest if compelled to work but eight hours a day. 
What their demand really means is that they want aa 
increase in pay of twenty-five percent, or ten hours pay 
for every eight hours they work. ‘The men in the train 
service are notoriously unsympathetic with the other work- 
ers in the railroad service, many of whom are outrageous- 
ly underpaid in comparison with the men in the motive 
department. If the railroads of the country were in such 
a prosperous condition as to be able to stand an added 
expense of $100,000,000 a year, the public might be but 
little interested in the controversy between the men and 
the roads. As the case stands the granting of the de- 
mands would mean an increase in freight and passenger 
rates sufficient to cover the increased cost of operatioii. 
And that the public must pay. The consequences to the 
public if the differences are not arbitrated or if the men 
co not withdraw their unreasonable demands, are appall- 


ing. 


OneE-CENtT Lerrer Postacr is again attracting the 
attention of Congress, 50 bills calling for the inauguration 
of a one-cent rate on local delivery letters having been 
introduced. Many newspapers throughout the country 
are advocating the lower rate, and the inauguration of a 
so-called “zone” system for the transportation of period- 
ical literature of all kinds. It 1s proposed, and will be- 
come part of the readjustment of postage rates whe. 
such are made, that a zone system be established so that 
a certain rate shall be charged for all classes of publica- 
tion for the first fifty miles, another for 50 to 150 miles, 
another for 150 to 300 miles, and so up to a haul whica 
would extend across the continent. In this way the pub- 
lishers of big magazines would be required to pay the 
government what it actually costs to transport their 
product.

Mushrooms as a Spring Dish. 


HE common mushroom, which is 

cultivated for the market is us- 
ually raised in hot-houses, but is also 
It is a member of the 
same family, however, as the poison- 
ous “death cup’ and one needs to be 
very proficient in determining the 
different species of this family, for 
many of the characteristics are so 
similar that none but he who has 
made a study of it may distinguish 
with any certainty between the edible 
and the poisonous. The exception 1s 
the mushroom known as the puffball 
which grows very plentifully along 
the North Shore and which may he 
distinguished by the amateur. ‘This 
belongs to a family in which there is 
no known poisonous species. 

The flavor of mushroms depends 
so much upon the preparation for 
cooking that this.seems to call for a 
few words here. The cleaning is, of 
course, the first step and also the one 
where the cook too many times make 
a mistake. Mushrooms should not 
be washed, as the soaking in water 
takes away the flavor. When the end vi 
the stalk has been cut away, the cap 
should be wiped with a damp cloth 
and the skin removed by peeling. 
This should be done with the fingers 
and the peel should be very, very 
thin. Stems and caps should he 
cooked separately, as the former (in 
the common mushroom) are so tough 
as to require a longer cooking. Dif- 
ferent varieties of mushrooms need 
different methods of cooking. The 
flavor may be brought out by saute- 
ing before the final cooking and the 
color may be kept by squeezing on a 
little lemon juice. 

Stewed Mushrooms are a favorite 
dish, easily and quickly prepare 1. 
Saute the caps, peeled and, if large, 
broken in pieces, in hot butter. Place 
in a saucepan with cream enough 190 
about half cover, cover the pan anil 
let simmer about twenty minutes. 
Milk or stock may take the place of 
the cream and a little roux added 
when the mushrooms are nearly 
cooked. Serve on crackers or toast.

‘The 
mushrooms are minced fine and stew- 
ed with cream and pepper and salt. 
When cooked, they are piled on rounds 
of toast, sprinkled with Parmesan 
cheese and browned. 

Scalloped Mushrooms make a splen- 
did luncheon or supper dish. Peel 
the mushrooms and break in pieces. 
Saute in hot butter. To two cupfuls of 
mushrooms, add three tablespoonfuls 
of flour and one-half teaspoonftl 
parsley. Cook and stir until smooth 
and then add one cupful cream. St'r 
until it has reached the boiling point, 
then let simmer ten minutes. Seaso1 
with salt, paprika and a little lemon 
juice. Remove from the fire and adi 
the yolk of an egg beaten with two 
tablespoonfuls cream. Fill buttered 
shells or a buttered baking dish wita 
the mixture. Stir one-third cup 
melied butter and one cup cracker 
crumbs together and sprinkle over 
the mushrooms. Brown in the oven 
and serve very hot.

Every Alderman in Beverly is at- 
tempting to secure as much of the 
sidewalk improvement for his ward 
as possible.

LARGER PostAL SAVINGS WiLL, Now 
BE ACCEPTED. 


Larger postal savings deposits will 
now be accepted at the post office 
This is made possible by an important 
amendment to the Postal Savings Act 
just approved by President Wilson. 
A postal savings depositor may now 
have an account amounting to $1,0c0 
upon which interest will be paid. 
Formerly $500 was the maximum 
amount he could have to his credit 
This enlargement of postal saving; 
facilities will be very gratifying to 
thousands of depositors who have al- 
ready reached the old $500 limit anid 
are anxious to entrust more of their 
savings to Uncle Sam. Another fea- 
ture of the amendment that will avoid 
further embarrassment to the public 
and to postal officials is the doing 
away with the limit on the amount 
that could be accepted from a deposi- 
tor monthly. Under the old law only 
$100 could be deposited in a calendar 
month. ‘The amendment abolishes 
this restriction. While the Postal 
Savings System has already prove! 
a signal success as is shown by the 
fact that more than half-a-million de- 
positors have over eighty million dol- 
lars standing to their credit, still 1% 
has fallen short of meeting the fu'l 
demands of the public because of the 
restrictions which have now been 
eliminated. Postmaster General Bur- 
leson and Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Dockery have been tireless 
in their efforts to secure a modifica- 
tion of the limitations and the new 
liberalizing legislation is particularly 
gratifying to them,

Beautiful Scenery, Wonderful Bathing Beach, Landlocked Harbor, Smooth Motor Roads and Woodland 
Drives Offer a Few of the Attractions 


O WANDER for a day among the many beauty spots 

in the vicinity of Manchester with their rare wood- 
land scenery, balanced by choice glimpses of the ocean’s 
blue among the trees, is a delight never to be forgotten. 
While drinking in the wondrous natural beauties of the 
surroundings it is hard to realize that for over two hun- 
dred years they went practically unappreciated. © Who 
was the first keen observer of the scenic beauty of the 
North Shore is an unrecorded fact. It is evident that 
none of the early settlers found much to be desired in 
the picturesque scenery of the section. ‘Theirs was a 
problem of existence, not of enjoyment. But even the 
succeeding generations appear to have been blind to the 
beauties and the possiblities of the North Shore. 

As a matter of fact it was not until well along in the 
last century that the poetic beauty of this region com- 
menced to be realized. What the land of wondrous 
scenery awaited was a poet with the vision of Whittier, 
who would sing to the less romantic souls of the natural 
charm of surroundings. Back in 1835 the celebrated 
Harriet Martineau, as guest of Hon. Stephen C. Phillips 
of Salem, rode to Manchester and was so impressed 13 
to exclaim, “It is enough to make a poor man envious.” 

The pioneer of “summer residents” of Manchester 
was Richard H. Dana, the poet, who in 1845 purchase:l 
thirty acres between the county road and the waterfront, 
bordering on what is now known as Dana’s Beach (pri- 
vate). The land was covered with a luxuriant forest 
growth and in its seclusion he built the first summer 
house of this section of the North Shore, if not the first

Succeeding generations of the illustrious family have 
made Manchester their summer home. With the Dana 
estate as the nucleus the summer colony rapidly grew 


until today Manchester is among the most fashionable of 
America’s watering places. 

The coming of the summer resident has worked 
wonders in the development of Manchester. The visitor 
to the little village by the sea is amply repaid, in the coin 
he seeks, for the benefits he brings to the town. Beauti- 
ful scenery, a wonderful bathing beach, a landlocked har- 
bor, smooth motor roads winding along the shore and 
amid the woodlands, are a measure of the advantages 91 
Manchester as a summer resort. The summer resident 
has unquestionably brought prosperity to Manchester an‘ 
made possible its deve lopment into one of the most mod- 
ern towns of its size in the country. 

The increased wealth of the ‘Town of Manchester has 
made it possible for the construction of miles of splendid 
motor roads, the expenditure this year to be over $68,000 
in building or repairing highways. Manchester spends 
$10,000 yearly for its street lighting system, which is 
second to none.

While Manchestér has received these later blessings 
through its increased resources it has never lost sight of 
the fact that it was originally its wonderful natural beauty 
that brought to it hundreds of seekers after rest amid the 
beauties of nature. For that reason the people of Man- 
chester spend a good deal of time and money in the de- 


velopment of these natural resources. A goodly sum is 
spent each year for the care of the famed Singing Beach, 
for the upkeep of the harbor, the provision of a source 
of pure water supply and a high pressure water system, 
and the maintenance and enlargement of public parks. 
Manchester has added the modern and material blessings 
while retaining the natural and the beautiful. 


New Public Library Building at Beverly Farms 
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Beverly Farms New Public Library 


EVERLY FARMS is proud of its newest institution, 

its public library. The Beverly Farms public library 
is one of the most attractive types of modern community 
building in Eastern Massachusetts. It was built through 
the generosity of Misses Katherine P. and Louisa P. 
Loring of Pride’s Crossing, who gave the site, and the 
City of Beverly which: appropriated $30,000 for the con- 
struction. The building is absolutely fireproof through- 
out. It is of brick and terra cotta construction and the 
style of architecture is colonial. 

' Besides the land given by the Misses Loring the city 
bought another lot adjoining which it is now being urged 
to use for a public park as proposed at the time of pur- 
chase. The park will give an ideal setting for the new 
library building. The library sets back 35 feet from 
Vine st., has a frontage of 60 feet and when the grounds 
are completed will be one of the beauty spots of Beverly 
Farms. 

The main floor contains the reading room for adults 


and children, the librarian’s room and the stack room. 


In the basement a comfortable hall, with a seating capa- 
city of 150, is located. ‘There is a stage at one end, mak- 
ing the building ideal for all sorts of community activity. 
The building has a modern heating and lighting system 
and is up-to-date in every particular. 

Since 1893 there had been a branch library at Beverly 
Farms when the books which were used for the “Neigh- 
bor’s Library,” collected by Mrs. Henry Whitman and 
those that Miss Louisa P. Loring of “Burn-Side,” Pride’s 
Crossing had circulated from her home, were given to 
Beverly. Beverly was then operating under the town 
form of government and the gift was made on condition 
that the town provide a reading room, magazines and a 
librarian. For a long time the library was maintained ir: 
the Grand Army hall, Central square, but many additions 
to the library had created cramped conditions. The new 
library is handy to Central square and is a decided assest 
to the Farms.

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New Residences and Recent Improvements Along the 
North Shore 


CHARLES ELMER ALEXANDER

Handsome Residence for Wm. A. Gardner 
RIDE’S CROSSING.—Work has been started on the 
foundation of a house for William Amory Gardner, 
of Groton, who eventually will have one of the finest 
places along the North Shore. It is to be built on the 
Gardner estate on Hale street, directly opposite Mingo 
Beach, about halfway between Chapman’s corner at Bey- 
erly Cove and Pride’s Crossing. A house built long ago 
on this site was recently demolished to make way for the 
new residence. Mr. Gardner, as a boy and young man, 
used to spend his summers there, as did his younger 
brother, Congressman Augustus P. Gardner, of Hamilton 
and Washington. Formerly, for some years their uncle, 
the late John L. Gardner, and their aunt, Mrs. Gardner, 
made this place their summer home. 

The site is ideal for a summer home, as the beach an: 
nearby surroundings make~a fine setting and the views 
across the water are widespread. The house, in its high 
situation, will suggest a castle, as it is to be constructed 
of stone and its main part will be high and square on top 
and on the waterfront it will be five stories, including a 
mezzanine story and a basement. It has been planned 
by Henry Richards, an architect of Gardiner, Me., and 
the work is to be carried out by W. F. Ross Company, of 
Cambridge, as general contractors. 

This mansion will be so constructed that it will have 
a most substantial look, gained not only through the use 
of stone, but because of its general design. ‘The central 
portion of several stories with its square top will be flank- 
ed by right and left wings, one for rooms for the master’s 
portion of the house and the other the service departments. 
On the water side there will be a broad terrace upon which 
the drawing room will open and this terrace will be carried, 
at less width, across the elevation and massive stone steps 
will lead to a lower terrace. It all will be finished with 
a heavy balustrade of ornamental design. The two wings 
will have a pitched roof, the lines broken by dormer win- 
dows, and at the end of each wing there will be a broad 
chimney. Throughout the house the windows will be out 
of the usual, with leaded panes in mullion treatment, and 
the range of windows on the various stories has been 
varied as to groups, so that a quaint appearance will be 
gained. Some of the more important windows, those in 
the dining room and drawing room, especially, are of the 
Tudor type. The treatment of the big chimneys is also 
suggestive of that period. 

The main entrance, with its spandrel-arched doorway, 
will be reached by an avenue to be built from the main 
highway leading to what might appear to be the rear of 
the house, if the elevation facing the highway and water 
be considered as the front. The entrance and stairway 
halls will be of big size, the main hall about fifty feet long 
by twelve or more wide. From it will open the library, 
about twenty by tyenty-four feet in size, and the draw- 
ing room, thirty-four by twenty-four feet in dimensions. 
On the opposite side will be the dining room, twenty- 
seven by twenty-four feet in size. All of these will have 
deep fireplaces. The stairway hall, twenty-eight by eig- 
teen feet in dimensions, will show an ornaimental stair- 
way with square turnings. Coat and other rooms make 
up this lower floor. The halls will be marble tiled and 


the walls will be panelled in an ornamental way. In the 
larger wing will be the general service part of the house, 
including a kitchen, laundry, servants’ hall, butler’s roonis 
and other equipment, all opening upon a long corridor. 
On the second floor will be a large hall and gallery 
of stone construction, a master’s suite of several rooms, 
guests’ rooms with baths and dressing rooms, a boudoir, 
while in the wing will be the housekeeper’s rooms, and 
other rooms for use of servants. The mezzanine floor 
will contain rooms and baths for use of guests, a sewing 
room and several service rooms. ‘The third floor will not 
be finished until some future time, but it is spacious 


enough to provide several good- sized chambers, baths, 
storage and other rooms. 
The interior finish planned by Mr. Ross, the con- 


tractor, will be notably in keeping with the solid character 
of the exterior, The drawing room will be panelled 
about two-thirds up and the various doorways, extending 
to the ceiling, will be of the Tudor style, with consider- 
able carving in the arches. Some of the windows show 
similar treatment. The panels of the hall, dining room 
and library will add immensely to the appearance of these 
places, as will mantels everywhere, of carved stone in 
impressive designs, with fluted columns and other details 
of finish. It is not expected that the house will be fin- 
ished until about a year from this time, or perhaps a little 
earlier. 


Flere and There at Pride’s 

ACH season finds usually some new work in the gen- 

eral improvement of the H. C. Frick estate at Pride's 

Crossing, where just now a small cottage is nearing com- 
pletion for use by the gardener. It is just off of Hale 
street and is placed near the extensive kitchen and other 
gardens which form so important a part of this big estate. 
The cottage is of modest size, with plastered exterior and 
“snub-nosed” gabled roof. It contains about the usual 
plan of rooms found in houses for its intended purpose. 
It was built by Howard A. Doane of Pride’s Crossing and 
the stone and masonry work, including the building of a 
short avenue from the ace highway, of stone construc- 
tion, was done by the J. ft Linehan Construction Com- 
pany of Pride’s. 


A new wall with entrance posts is being built to en- 
close the Oliver Ames estate on Hale street at Pride’: 
Crossing. It is a reproduction of the wall originally built 
when the mansion on the estate was erected, is of con- 
crete foundation and plaster finish and has a substantial 
Jook. Jt has been built by J. T. Wilson & Son, Inc., of 
Nahant. A new forecourt is a part of the plan of im- 
provement. 


At “Swiftmoor,” at Pride’s Crossing, the summer 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. Aksel C. P. Wichfeld of Wash- 
ington, D. C., some improvement of the interior has been 
made, especially in the kitchen and service part of - 
large mansion. ‘These changes have been made by J. 
Wilson & Sons, Inc., of Nahant. The tennis courts ‘oe 
been rebuilt and some other work on the extensive grounds 
has been carried out by the J. H. Linehan Constructica 
Company of Pride’s Crossing. 
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Along the Beverly Shore 


A NOTABLE addition to the house of John L. Salto.1- 
stall on Hale street at Beverly is in the form of : 
music room about 25 feet in dimensions, which is subred 
in green and gold and is decorated and furnished in the 
period of Louis Seize. It has deep windows and in its 
whole appearance is exceptionally attractive. At one end 
there are steps leading to a terrace and rose garden. ‘The 
music room was designed by Richardson, Barott & Rich- 
ardson, the Boston architects. 


Improvements which mark the estate of A. Kosh- 
land on Ober street in Beverly, near the Burgess Point 
section, include a new garage and greenhouses, as well as 
minor changes in the house. _ The garage and greenhouses 
are placed in the garden on the opposite side of the high- 
way from the residence. The garage is of two stories, 
with pitched roof and dormer windows, and is of brick 
and cement construction. It provides room for four cars 
and has the usual°modern equipment for tneir proper 
care. The building includes, entirely separated, a tene- 
ment for use of the chauffeur. The greenhouses, about 
60 feet by 25 in dimensions, include a grapery, vinery, 4 
melon house, and section for salad vegetables.  Drive- 
ways have been changed, requiring the felling of a few 
trees, and there has been replanting of trees ‘and shrub- 
bery, and other work of minor character. The changes 
were planned by ae & Davidson, Boston architects, 
and were carried out by William Galloupe of Beverly. 


New Residence for Miss Amory About Finished 
EVERLY FARMS has this season only one new house 
among the summer residences, that built for Miss 
Susan C. Amory of Marlboro street, Boston, from plans 
by Andrews, Jacques & Rantoul, the Boston architects. 
It is on the former property of Mrs. Frederic Dexter and 
is situated just off of Hale street, near the Allen Curtis 
place at the corner of Hale and Oak streets. The house 
is of the English cottage type, with gabled roof and 
plastered exterior. Its main entrance shows simple yet 
effective treatment, its porch with fluted columns and a 
pediment. Windows with shutters give a quaint look to 
the house. Its first floor provides for Miss Amory a small 
hall with stairs inconspicuously placed, a spacious living 
room, a library of good size and dining room, each having 
an ample fireplace. ‘That in the dining room is in a corner 
and opposite is an old-fashioned corner cupboard. One 
end of this room shows a rounded bay window with num.- 
erous very small leaded panes. There is a glazed-ini 
porch, or sun room. The service department, “kitchen, 
butler’s rooms, laundry, etc., have been carefully planned. 
The second floor gives the owner four chambers, two 
baths, a sleeping porch and linen closet, as well as rooms 
for servants’ use. The third floor is an unfinished attic. 
The interior finish is thoroughly in keeping with the at- 
tractive exterior appearance of the cottage. Much work 
on the surrounding grounds to make a terrace has been 
done and there will be a formal garden, with lawns, shrub- 
bery and flower plats. There is a garage and chauffeur’s 
cottage corresponding in finish to the house. There is 
space for two cars and the tenement is conveniently plan- 
ned. Well-grown trees near the house lend their value 
to its situation. E. A. Abbott Company of Boston has 
done the building, grading and other work of carrying out 
the plans of the architects. The house forms a neable 
addition to the summer cottages at Beverly Farms. 


To Build on the Old Lee Estate 
LANS have been made for a summer residence at Bev- 
erly Farms for Mr. and Mrs. George A. Dobyne of 
Bay State road, Boston, whose place will be just off of 
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West street, a part of the original Henry Lee estate. The 
house will. be between the old-time Lee mansion and the 
comparatively new and attractive house of R. Paul Snell- 
ing. The plans have been prepared by Smith & Warren, 
Boston architects, and work is about to begin. A new 
avenue from West street, just beyond the bathing beach, 
has been constructed and a wall of plaster finish, wita 
square posts, each surmounted by a ball, marks the en- 
trance to the estate. The Dobyne residence will be of 
two and a half stories, with gabled roof, showing big 
chimneys, and the windows will have many small panes 
Gf glass. Directly over the front entrance there will be a 
series of four windows and above these a dormer breaks 
the roof line. A brick chimney of big proportions rises 
iv an ornamental way beside the front door. From a 
small vestibule, the main hall and stairs are reached. A 
leng living room with an alcoved fireplace has been plan- 
ved, with a loggia adjoining, to connect with a terrace 
and garden, to be provided with a pool, basin and other 
features. The dining room will be ample in size, with 
deep fireplace, and connecting there will be a flower room. 
The long L will contain the service part, which has been 
carefully planned. On the second floor there is a master’s 
suite of several rooms, and from a long corridor three 
rooms and the baths are reached, intended for use of 
guests. Rooms for maids are in the L. The exterior 
finish will be of brick with architectual stone trimmings 
and the house will be attractive, when completed. 


McKean Place Greatly Improved 


FROM plans by Richardson, Barott & Richardson, Bos- 
ton architects, changes have been made for H. P. Me- 
Kean, Jr., on Hart street, at Beverly Farms. The old- 
time house there has been removed to a new site and has 
been enlarged, and in its new setting among pine trees 15 
more advantageously placed. From Grape Vine road 
new avenue has been built, winding in and out under the 
trees. In the changes in the house effort has been made 
to secure the effect of the old-time mansions in Salem and 
elsewhere in Essex County. The new entrance hall, with 
fireplace, anda large living room, also with deep fire- 
place, are first impressions, and there has been gained 
from the roors formerly used as a parlor and a library a 
big hall with floor of old-time slate, the flags measuring 
about three by four feet, and there is a wonderful stair- 
way of Colonial design, the vamp mahogany rail and the 
uprights of which came from the old Lee mansion in 
Salem, the home of the grandfather of Mrs. McKean, 
who before her marriage was Miss Elizabeth P. Lee. 
Panels which are used in the finish of the room and an 
old corner cupboard also came from the same Salem man- 
sion, as did the panels which in part finish the various 
rooms. From the dining room one reaches a glass en- 


closed piazza, above which there is a sleeping porch. A 


new wing for the service part of the house is among the 
changes, ‘and its-various rooms have been carefully plan- 
ned, including its second floor for use of servants. ‘The 
changes provide on the second floor a new day and also a 
night nursery, a children’s dressing room and a kitchen- 
ette for their welfare, adjoining a nurse’s room. A new 
master’s bedroom and bath and a like suite for guests 
have been gained in the addition. On the third floor, in 
addition to a large storage room, there are two bed rooms, 
a bath and a child’s room, which is planned with every- 
thing on a small scale to especially interest children. The 
exterior is of the Colonial farmhouse type, the doorway 
of modest desigh with columns supporting a pediment. 
Small panes for the casement windows and a big chim- 
ney which at its base indoors is ten feet square, are dis- 
tinguishing features. The broad foot-faced shingles are 
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painted white. ‘The work is nearing a finish under Job 
F. Hurlburt of Beverly Farms. 


Other Changes at the Farms 
0’ the J. A. Lowell Blake place at Beverly Farms, situ- 
ated near the West Manchester line, a new garage has 
been built which is a little out of the usual. It is of two 
stories with hip roof of slate, in graduated widths, in 
English effect, and plastered exterior finish, on terra 
cotta tiles, and takes on an old-time old-stone effect. it 
will accommodate three cars. An outside stairway of 
stone leads to an upper stone-paved piazza opening upon 
several rooms comfortably planned for use by a chauffeur. 
Trellises add to the appearance of the building. The 
work is nearly finished, under the direction of the Holt- 
Fairchild Company, Boston. The little creek which runs 
through this estate has been crossed by a bridge of stone 
and oak timber designed by Boston architects, Richard- 
son, Barott & Richardson, who planned the garage. Con- 
nolly Bros., of Beverly Farms, built the bridge. 

A house on Hale street at Beverly Farms, which 
was purchased last year by Dr. J. H. Lancashire, 
of Manchester, has been remodelled to make it more com- 
fortable and also far more attractive than in the past for 
purposes of summer occupancy. It is situated near the 
residence of Dr. Lancashire’s son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. E. Laurence White, on Grove street, just 
off of Hale street, whose picturesque house was new lasi 
year. The remodelled house gains new piazzas and sev- 
eral new rooms, with considerable change of arrange- 
ment of the interior. The work has been done by Roberts 
& Hoare, of Manchester. 


Manchester's Changes Are Not Many 
ORK is well along on the foundations of the new 
house to be built at Manchester for William H. Cool- 
idge of Newton Centre, whose summer estate is on Sum- 
mer street, so near the Magnolia line that it seems really 
a part of Magnolia village rather than the Manchester 
colony of residences. It was formerly the old-time Blyn- 
man farm and until Mr. Coolidge bought the place the 
Hotel Blynman stood on the site.

The first floor will give the owner a small vesti- 
bule leading to a large hall, perhaps forty by twenty or 
more feet in diniensions, with a deep fireplace. ‘The stairs 
have square midway Jandings. <A reception room, a dea, 
a library of spacious size, provided with a deep window 
alcove, a fine fireplace and other features and a large 
dining room and a breakfast room with tiled floor will 
make up the main part of the lower story. There will 
be a fine loggia between the library and dining room and 
at one end of the house will be found a covered piazza. 
The butler’s quarters and general service department 
have been well planned, as have the various rooms for 
servants. The second story will provide three or four 
master’s bedrooms with baths and dressing rooms, a sew- 
ing room, a sitting room of good size, several chambers 
with baths for guests, and the third floor will contain 
several rooms for maids’ use and a storage room, 
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Foster Cottage Undergoes Changes 
OR Reginald Foster, the present owner of what form- 
erly was the Bulkeley Wells estate on Coolidge Point 
in Manchester, Roberts & Hoare have added a new din- 
ing room which is of big size, designed by Wilham G. 
Kantoul of Boston. It adds much to the general appear- 
ance of the house. ‘lhe room is about thirty feet long 
and fifteen wide, with oval ends and panelled walls, a 
deep fireplace forming one end, the opposite of which 13 
wholly ot windows. <A new glazed-in piazza with tiled 
floor adjoins and there is a wide terrace reached by steps 
leading from a lobby opening upon the dining room and 
the den, which room is octagonal in shape. 
Lancashire Residence Improved 
UCH has been done to change the interior as well as 
exterior appearance of Dr. J. H. Lancashire’s fine 
summer residence in Manchester, formerly the home of 
the late Charles Head, the Boston banker, for whom the 
house originally was erected. It is in the Dana’s Beach 
section, otf ot Summer street, the highway leading to 
Magnolia. A new library has been gained and is twice 
the former size, with panelled walls, the doorways show- 
ing fluted pilasters; more of these mark the big fireplace, 
which is especially well designed. The room, by demol- 
ishing two smaller ones, gains 22 feet over its former 
lengtno. Upstairs, changes have been made in the cham- 
bers, which now have panelled walls, for one improve- 
ment. The service part of the house has undergone al- 
terations to make it thoroughly modern in its general 
equipment. The changes were all planned by the Boston 
architects, Bigelow & Wadsworth, and were carried out 
by Roberts & Hoare of Manchester. 

The garage on the George R. White estate, ‘‘Lillio- 
thea,” on Smith’s Point in Manchester, has been made 
fireproof and fitted with tiled floors and in various other 
ways has undergone improvement. It formerly was a 
stable, until converted to its present use from plans by 
Lawrence & Wambolt, the Boston architects. 


Changes at West Manchester 

ORDON ABBOTT'S summer residence at Glass Head,

Building Operations and Improvements Along the Marble- 
head Shore 


DIRECTLY on the water front at Marblehead Neck 

there has been built for Paul Crocker, of Fitchburg, 
a “bachelor’s bungalow,” which, while of this generai 
type of building, is constructed of brick and theretore ts 
unusual for a bungalow. It is situated on Ocean avenue, 
well back from the highway and at the entrance to the 
driveway a garage has been built. The bungalow, which 
is of only one story, with a low, hip roof of slate, shows 
two front projections between which is a paved porch, 
with pergola top, supported by brick columns. On the 
water front there is a small brick porch, uncovered. The 
interior provides the owner with comfortable bachelor 
quarters for his own and guests’ use, and with rooms 
for his butler. The garage, also of brick, is a larger build- 
ing, as it has a second story with two or three rooms for a 
chauffeur; below these there is a large billiard room. 
The garage will accommodate two cars and has a most 
modern equipment and finish. Considerable work has 
been done on the surrounding grounds. Mr. Crocker’s 
work was planned by Page & Frothingham, Boston archi- 
tects, and was carried out by Gascoigne & Goddard, Inc., 
of Boston. 


House is of English Type 

ROM plans by Henry F. Keyes, a Boston architect, a 

house is nearing completion at Marblehead Neck for 
B. Devereux Barker, of Boston, whose place adjoins that 
of Paul Crocker, on Ocean avenue. It is of the English 
cottage type, with low roof showing merely an “eye- 
brow” window to break its length. The simple porch at 
the entrance shows a hood, also “eyebrow” in treatment. 
The windows just at the left of the doorway are orna- 
mental and afford light for the stairway hall. The ex- 
terior is of plastered finish. From the square hall one 
reaches a living room of good size and from this there ts 
a large sun room, brick tiled with a deep, rounded bay 
window end. Each-room is provided with a fireplace. 
The rooms are separated only by a spandrel arch. The 
dining room, which has an unusual fireplace of carefully- 
selected field stone, opens onto a piazza overlooking the 
rocks and the water. ‘There is the customary service 
department, planned for efficiency. The second floor has 
five bedrooms of good size and three baths. Fine views 
are obtained from all windows of the house. It has 
been built by the George A. Fuller Company. 


Bungalow and Greenhouse Built 


‘OR Richard E. Traiser, whose summer cottage on 
Ocean avenue at Marblehead Neck is one of the most 
picturesque on that shore, a gardener’s bungalow has 
been built, as well as a greenhouse. ‘The cottage is of 
stucco exterior finish and shows a snub-nosed gabled roof. 
Quaint windows with shutters and an attractive doorway 
are of interest. The interior provides a well-arranged 
tenement and there is a brick-paved piazza. The green- 
house is about 75 by 25 feet in size, with all modern 
equipment introduced. The work for Mr. Traiser was 
planned by Peare & Quiner, Boston architects, and was 
carried out by Thomas Snow of Marblehead. 


Will Join Marblehead Neck Colony 


ROUND is being broken, with considerable blasting 
necessary, for a bungalow at Marblehead Neck for 


Samuel D. Stevens, from plans by Charles M. Baker and 
Allen W. Jackson of Boston. It is to be situated on Fos- 
ter street, not far from the causeway connecting the 
Neck with Devereux. It will be of two stories witi 
pitched roof, a part of which extends much like the old- 
time “lean-to” fashion to form a cover for the modest 
entrance. It will have a stucco outside finish. A small 
hall with stairway, living room and dining room, also a 
breakfast room, a bed room and bath, with the usual 
kitchen department, will occupy the first floor. The 
second will contain three large chambers, two baths and 
two rooms and a bath for maids. ‘Two sleeping balconies 
are provided. Across the front a piazza will be placed 
to extend around the side to the dining room. <A smaitl 
garage is included in the plans. A new driveway from 
the highway involves removal of much rock. The work 
on the grounds and foundation is in the hands of John 
W. Duff, of Boston. , 


Remodelling Well-Known Residence zn 

HE Frederick Fletcher house on Foster street, at the 

Neck, is in process of extensive remodelling, to about 
double its former size by means of two new wings, placed 
at an angle with the main part. The roofs are gambrel. 
The place was formerly the Charles W. Parker estare 
and Mr. Fletcher, after becoming its new owner, carried 
out considerable work last summer, when the stable was 
rebuilt and made into an attractive summer cottage, well 
placed on the harbor front. In addition, a large garage- 
was built on the estate. The remodelling of the house 
this season will give a large living room with a cove ceil- 
ing and provided with a fireplace, a small square hall with 
square-turned stairway, and on the second floor a large 
bed room with dressing room and bath. The other wing 
increases the service department and provides rooms and 
bath on the second floor. There are enlarged piazzas 9on 
the water side. The exterior is treated with a plaster 
finish, to replace the former clapboards. The front en- 
trance has been changed in part. A small garage just 
completed is of a single story and is shingled all over.  {t 
has room for two cars and a workshop. Mr. Fletcher’s 
architect is E. L. Phillips, of Gloucester, and Jabish 
Doane of Marblehead is doing the work. 


Ts on Lighthouse Point 

N THE lighthouse point of Marblehead Neck a house 

is under construction for Rev. Charles A. Bidwell of 
Brookline, from plans by Nathan Douglas, a Cambridge 
architect. It occupies the site of a small cottage long on 
the ground which has been removed just back of its 
former position. The new house is of two stories with 
hip roof, and is placed high and is of Colonial style, with 
two tall fluted pillars at the front entrance to support a 
gabled pediment on the roof line. The outside finish is of 
plaster. Covered and uncovered piazzas surround three 
sides. A living room, with its big fireplace, extends wholly 
across the front, the main entrance opening directly into 
it, without a vestibule. This room is provided with nine 
or ten windows, so sunlight is freely admitted and views 
are widespread. ‘There is a modest dining room and the 
servants’ rooms beyond. The second floor is reached 
from a stairway almost hidden between the living and 
dining rooms. There are several good-sized chambers, 
bath and other rooms. R. W. Prescott of Danvers is the 
builder.—(Reprinted from Boston Transcript.)

Elsewhere at Nahant, one finds a slight addition to 
the residence of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, at East 
Point, where a new room has been gained; a commodious 
sleeping porch added to the Samuel Eliot Guild place; 
terraced gardens with latticed arbors on the W. K. Rich- 
ardson place; a dining-room extension, new baths and 
sleeping porch tor the residence of Douglas Thomas on 
Winter street, and minor improvements on the former 
Wilson cottage, recently bought by Louis Bacon. All 
these changes have been brought about by J. T. Wilson 
& Son, Inc., who have to some extent remodelled for 
L, C. Goodhue the cottage on High street which was own- 
ed by Dr. Augustus Thorndike and purchased by Mr. 
Goodhue. The same Nahant builders have done con- 
siderable work to improve the Alfred Dabney cottage for 
its new owner, J. Harleston Parker, the Boston architect. 
New chambers, a deep bay window overlooking the water 
and other interior changes have been made which will 
give added comfort to the occupants. “Edgehill,” on 
Nahant road, shows a new entrance porch of attractive 
design, with tiled floor, and a large bay window has been 
built above this. New walks add to the improvements of 
the place—Boston Transcript. 


Make a few friends, but of the best quality. 
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Notably Fine Residence at Swampscott 


NDOUBTEDLY, among the more important work this 
season on the North Shore is the house in process o7 
building for Herbert E. Gale of Haverhill, together with 
much -incidental work, on his new estate in Swampscott. 
It was formerly a part of the extensive Lodge estate, 
situated off of the old-time Puritan ro% id, about midway 
between Tedesco Point and Little’s Point. The situation 
is ideal for a summer residence, with picturesque rocks 
in the foreground where the water dashes up and with a 
few scattered pines and other trees lending their value .o 
the scene. A group of well-grown elms at one side 91 
an extensive terrace, now in process of building, is a na- 
tural advantage which Mr. Gale secures in his purchase 
of the property. 
The house, which is nearing completion, is from 
plans by a Boston architect, J. Williams Beal, and it will 
take its place among the more notable of North Shore 
residences. It is two stories and a half in height, with 
low, overhanging roof of red tiles. The exterior con- 
struction is wholly of rough stone which in the past 
formed a massive wall, and which, demolished, furnished 
enough material for constructing the house. The building 
is long in its main portion, and it has a long L, placed at 
an angle. This part, the service wing, is of stone con- 
struction on the first story, like the main part, and above 
it js finished in plaster, half-timbered. There are “eye- 
brow” windows to break the long lines of the tiled root 
and little iron balconies, semi- civeulat in form, mark the 
windows of the second story and add a quaint look to the 
house. The several chimneys are big in size and of stone 
construction. On the terrace side a sun room projects 
from the main part and this shows massive corner pillars 
of stone. 

The main entrance is modest in its plan, with a heavy 
oak and iron marquee. Above a quaint bay window and 
treatment of other windows help to emphasize the English 
type of house which this one suggests. Two sections on 
the front project a little from the main part. The im- 
pression, as one approaches the house to the forecourt, by 
way of a beautiful avenue of well-grown, tall elms, is 
that of a house of solid, dignified ‘character, built for 
endurance. 


A small vestibule opens upon a spacious hall of great 
length which at one end turns, forming a big alcove ans 
at the other end broadens and becomes octagon in shape, 
from which there is an exit to the terrace, with entranc?2s 
to the dining room and the living room. ‘The stairs, well- 
planned, are in an alcove of the hall. 


The living room is of big size, with high stud, beam- 
ed ceiling and curbed cornice. A large firey lace at one 
end is duplicated at the opposite end of ee long room. 
From this room one reaches a big sun room, with a tiled 
floor like that which finishes the long wide hall. There is 
also a spacious library, with fireplace. This room com- 
mands a view of the avenue leading to the house and the 
forecourt. The dining room is long, with octagonal ends. 
It has a generous fireplace. Wide doors open upon the

terrace and the windows afford ample sunlight and views 
of the water. . The butler’s serving room and pantry, the 
kitchen, laundry and general service part, in the wing of 
the house, are most complete and embody all the latest 
sanitary ideas and improvements for facilitating service. 
The kitchen is largely finished in enamelled white tiles and 
has a big hotel range, with a hood. On the second floor 
of this wing are numerous small bed rooms and baths 
for the use of servants, a linen room, clothes presses, etc. 

The second story of the main part of the house has 
a broad hall, from which open various master’s bedrooms 
with connecting baths and dressing rooms, and a sleeping 
porch is gained over the sun parlor of the first floor. Ali 
of these chambers are so placed that they will have the 
full benefit of the sunshine and will afford splendid views 
of the water. ‘The third floor shows one immense finished 
room and several storage rooms. All of the interior 
finish throughout the house is notably fine, and while the 
rooms are spacious, the thought of comfort has not been 
overlooked in the plans of the architect. 

Extensive work is in progress on the surrounding 
grounds and retaining walls, and terraces, steps leading 
to them, and much else will make the place eventually 
one of the finest estates for summer residence of those 


skirting the North Shore. 


A stable long on the grounds, placed near the main 
highway, Puritan road, is being remodelled and about 
doubled in size for a stable and separate garage for Mr. 
Gale. It is finished with the latest improvements intro- 
duced in the contruction of buildings for such purposes. 
There will be also.a modest tenement for use of the 
chauffeur. 


“Rock Lodge’ Rebuilt 


EMODELLING of the estate known as “Rock Lodge,” 

on Puritan road, Swampscott, the summer home of 
J. R. Morse and family of Boston, gives an entirely new 
appearance to the cottage. It formerly was the home of 
the late Walter Tracy Dana. The roof lines now are 
of the gambrel type, and the exterior finish of plaster, 
with roof of green slate, greatly improves the house. <A 
sun parlor has been extended from the piazzas, and semi- 
circular windows give a quaint look to the place. The 
interior changes make the house practically a new one, 
and the hall and stairway, in Colonial treatment, the liv- 
ing room, dining room and den are well planned. The 
servants’ part also is made modern. The second floor is 
entirely rearranged, to give six large bed rooms, three 
baths and dressing rooms. Berry & Davidson of Boston 
planned the remodelling, which has been carried out by 
William Galloupe. It is about finished.—Boston Tran- 
script.

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OTABLE among the hotel improvements along the 

North Shore this year is the big annex to the New 
Ocean House at Swampscott. The new steel structure is 
well along toward completion and will be ready for oc- 
cupancy along toward the first of July. In addition ‘9 
the erection of this fine new annex, which will be open 
the year around, many improvements have been made to 
the surrounding buildings and grounds. All of the old 
buildings in the rear of ‘the hotel have been either demol- 
ished or moved to new locations on the side nearest Purt- 
tan road. ‘The old structures have been remodelled and 
new ones built.

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The Acme of the Modern Market 


ISITORS to the North Shore this season who heed the 

counsel of all health authorities to “visit the source of 
your food supply” and find their way to the many big 
provision houses supplying the North Shore will find in 
the new J. B. Blood market in Silsbee st., Lynn, the acme 
of the modern sanitary market. ‘The new store is located 
in the heart of Lynn’s business section just a step from 
the B. & M. station. The outward appearance of the new 
structure, which was opened to the public in March, is 
simple in design, the outer walls being of brick and trim- 
med with gray stone. The market proper has two floors 
besides the basement. An adjoining ell on Ellis st. has 
three floors and is the same height as the rest of the 
building. An excellent ventilation system provides a 
steady current of fresh air. 

The floor of the main part of the store is red tile, 
presenting a marked contrast to the marble-topped coun- 
ters of dark hued Circassian walnut and the huge white 
supporting columns. Inverted lighting is used through- 
out. Over one thousand feet of counters are in sight of 
the main entrance. Hydraulic elevators connect each 
counter with the basement and operating plant, and dis- 
plays on the counters are covered with glass. A balcony 
over the main entrance provides spacious rest quarters 
for shoppers and is tastefully furnished. Direct telephone 
connections with the Summer st. store allow shoppers tu 
order from the balcony for delivery from Summer st. 

Comparisons are the method by which a degree of 
perfection may be determined, but they are not always 
safe to make, especially in the case of mercantile estab- 
lishments. However, it is safe to say that nowhere in 
New England can there be found a more completely equip- 
ped, up-to-date food store than the new Silsbee st. market. 
Every department is the last word in efficiency and there 
is nothing too modern nor too novel to have a place ia 
this splendid establishment. Perhaps. the most striking 
thing about the new market is the operating method. 
Fach department, by its direct connection by elevator 
with the basement and the storage rooms above, is kept 
supplied in exact proportion to the demand. This accounts 
for the uniform display and the economy of service. 

On the Ellis street side of the main floor the first 
department as one passes to the right from the main en- 
trance is the fish department. Running water and an 
automatic pipe system for cooling assure absolute fresh- 
ness and cleanliness of the product. All varieties of sea 
food are temptingly displayed in white tile tanks. The 
cutting benches are of ocean-green tile which produces 
a pleasant suggestion in connection with the sea products. 
In glass cases on the left center of the Ellis st. entrance 
and paralleling that street are appetizing displays of meats 
of all kinds. As needed, all meats are sent by the lifts 
fresh from the refrigerating plant on the floor above. 
Departments for tea, coffee and cocoa are found on 
parallel counters and to the rear is a department for 
butter, cheese, eggs, fresh cream and milk.

To the left of the main entrance is the enclosed 
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cashier’s office and the telephone switchboard. From 
this switchboard telephone connections may be made to 
the various departments of the store. ‘l’o the left of the 
entrance is the demonstration department. On this side 
running toward the rear is one of the most splendid oi 
fruit and vegetable departments of which a_ provision 
store can boast. Here all varieties of fruits and vege- 
tables may be found in season fresh from the garden or 
orchard. In fact there is no seasonal limit to the products 
of this department for in winter hothouse products will 
be provided. The store boasts a complete bakery de- 
partment rivalling the best bakery anywhere, in point 
of variety and excellence of products. The rear of the 
store is devoted to the grocery and canned goods depart- 
ments. 

In a balcony to the rear of the store and opposite the 
rest quarters at the front is the kitchen furnishing depart- 
ment. Here every utensil used in the culinary art may 
be found, the display making a store in itself and pre- 
senting an astonishing array of crockery, graniteware and 
other utensils. 

On the second floor above the market is the replen- 
ishing department and although not open to the public 
its splendid order and spick-and-span neatness are not 
even outranked by the excellent arrangement and cleanli- 
ness of the selling floor below. On this floor are the sto>- 
age and stock rooms, one of the larger for the storage 
of beef having a capacity of more than three carloads. 
There are four great refrigerating rooms and meat cut- 
ting rooms. There is direct connection with the counters 
below eliminating any necessity for portage. On this 
floor the offices of the firm are located. 

In the basement are located the cold storage rooms 
of the dairy department directly connected, as in the case 
of the other departments, with the counters on the floor 
above. On this floor is also located the two big operat- 
ing plants. One operates the hydraulic lifts and the big 
freight elevators which operate from the receiving plat- 
form in the Ellis st. ell to the storage floors; the other 
plant operates the automatic pipe cooling system. 

In the ell is located a small emergency hospital, rest 
rooms for women employes and smoking rooms for the 
men. There are also locker rooms where employes may 
keep their personal effects, a lunch room and a reading 
room. On the ground floor of the ell is the receiving plat- 
form of cement. While it would pay everyone to 
visit this splendid new market, there are doubtless 
those near to Lynn who will avail themselves of 
the unexcelled delivery facilities of the Blood market, 
trusting to the excellent reputation of this old esta- 
blished Lynn firm which has just rounded out its 
35th year. ‘To those farther away on the North Shore 
it is worth a visit, from the viewpoint of education if no 
other. The market is easily accessible by the many splen- 
did North Shore motor roads leading into Lynn as well 
as convenient to the railroad station for those who make 
the visit by rail.

America has an oppor- 
tunity to serve the world in this hour by virtue of poise, 
pause, deep thought and absolute justice. Cleaving ever 
to the side of righteousness, law and integrity. The blood 
ties which bind this nation to the old world will make 
the opportunity not only great, but would appear to be 
almost imperative. America can meet this opportunity 
with assurance. The preparedness movement will be good 
for all of our young men.

Tue Cemerertes Att, ALonc the North Shore never 
looked more attractive than they did on Memoril Day. 
The care of the resting place of the dead fell into loving 
hands and the duties of the day were well done. 


E/x-PrESIDENT RoosEVELT has had many narrow es- 
capes from death in his short life, from accidents, disas- 
ters, disease and attempted personal injuries. Now again 
an insane mind was prompted to throw an open knije 
which fortunately fell short of the mark and only struck 
the motor in which he was riding. One of the difficulties 
that beset police authorities in America is the mainten- 
ance of order and the prevention of open crime. The 
broad liberties which are allowed in America make many 
an atrocious deed possible and its suppression almost im- 
possible. It is fortunate that Roosevelt escaped this at- 
tack. Ex-Secretary Hay said of him, that he would 
never live to be an old man because of his energ gy and 
daring. There is no mistaking the fact that Roosevelt 
has in America a personal leadership that cannot be gain- 
said, but it is also evident that he has his enemies. The 
experience and broad statesmanship which he has shown 
in his work is needed in the great work which lies ahead 
of this nation. Any accident to Roosevelt, whether by 
the purpose of an evil man or from other causes, would 
be a national calamity. Men may differ from him in 
their views, but must readily recognize that he is a force 
that the nation cannot spare. 


DarrMoutH Has TAKEN THE LEAD in military pre- 
paredness in one particular in that.a term of service at 
Plattsburg will be counted toward the degree. The con- 
cession of Dartmouth University is, of course, patriotic 
and commendable, but is there not something to be said on 
the other side? Other colleges have promoted and stp- 
ported the military training activities, but have declined 
to count the work toward a degree which primarily repre- 
sents literary work. What matters it if it be an extra! 


Proressor TAausic oF. HARVARD UNIVERSITY in a 
careful araree has made a statement that becomes a chal- 
lenge. Is he right? The public has been lead to believe 
that the minimum wage for women was an altogether de- 
sirable factor in the amelioration of the conditions of the 
working woman. He believes that a mistake has been 
made, that the minimum wage works a hardship upon 
the very class the law has been passed to help. He be- 
lieves that the “laws will ultimately fail to attain their 
ends.” 


Ir Oucur ‘tro BE NoTep as a commendation of the 
Metropolitan Police Department that Memorial Day pas- 
sed at Revere Beach without a single arrest or a single 
accident. When one considers the number of people that 
pass through that popular shore resort or who seek it for 
pleasure on a holiday the record is phenomenal and should 
not be allowed to pass un-noticed.

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PRESIDENT WILSON HAS SPOKEN out quite sharply 
about the hyphen-Americanism and may he well speak. 
The present crisis has aroused America to the fact that 
there is still a great work to be done in Americanizing 
those who come to our shores. It is well that these young 
men come .to our shores to give the nation the strengt 
of their bodies in the enterprises of America. Most of 
our great engineering ideas in America in recent years 
have been executed because of the availability of foreign 
labor. ‘These men bring their ideas to America and our 
cities have in them, little Italies, little sections of French, 
negro settlements, Jewish districts, Irish quarters and 
German sections. Because of the life of these peoples 
and their ideals and the simple principle of social segre- 
gation these conditions are perfectly natural. In a larger 
way in the west great districts may be found where the 
very township itself is practically given up to a foreign 
race and a foreign tongue actually taught in public schools 
because popular opinion was so strong. ‘These conditions 
happily are being remedied. The problems that have be- 
come apparent by the world war have existed in America, 
but the American nation has not been alert to the impli- 
cations of the foreign problem. The war has merely re- 
vealed the ideals of Europe to the American people. It 
has taught them that these ideals must be combatted upon 
American soil with vigor, despatch and determination. 
Now America is into the work of preparedness not only 
against the armies of Europe but preparedness against 
the philosophies of the old world. The school, the churcii 
and social service work of communities and churches and 
im‘nigration societies have attacked this work with a will, 
but the work has only begun. In the schools the younger 
generations are being Americanized, but it is the adult 
population of these foreign peoples that menaces the pre- 
sent generation. How are they to be reached? The prti- 
mary purpose must of course be to Americanize their 
ideas. The young may be taught in the schools, but how 
are these older people to learn the language? On the 
North Shore one institution is conducting an evening class 
of instruction in English and citizenship for adult Italians. 
Here is the crux of the situation. If the adult population 
can be taught to read, to learn about America, to study 
its governmental methods and its opportunities we are 
safe. Not until the adult foreign populations is loyally 
inspired with the true spirit of Americanism can the na- 
tion be secure. This is an internal problem of prepared- 
ness. It is a part of the larger work and the work must 
be pursued with despatch and efficiency. Preparedness 
is a larger problem than that of military preparation. 
The preparation of the hearts of the people is much more 
desirable and efficacious. Let the material side of pre- 
paredness be. pursued with determination and zeal, but 
let not the soul, the inspiration, the very spirit of life pb: 
forgotten. Patriotism is a matter of intelligence and heart 
as well as a matter of enthusiasm and military training. 


ONE OF THE STRIKING FEATURES of the Memorial 
Day addresses this year was the emphasis placed upon 
the duties of America to the newer conditions of life. 
The veterans of ‘61 did their duty, but there are problems 
ahead that are serious. Respect has grown for the men 
of the old days because of their loyalty to duty in the 
hours of difficulty.

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Faces, Just Faces 


f ' (Seen from the Ranks) 


N a broad sunlit avenue we waited expectantly. Past 

‘the end of our avenue and up the wide human-walled 
street swung line on line of marchers, their ranks a flow- 
ing river ot red, white and blue. Boston and New Eng- 
land was voicing a plea for all America to arm for de- 
fense. A company of uniformed school boys swept by us 
with vigorous stride, headed by a military band. Our 
gaze wandered to their faces, earnest and determined. A 
line of high-hatted, erect gentlemen with stolid counten- 
ance passed us; double ranks of serious-faced clergymen 
drifted by, then came our orders to “fall in.” Our drum- 
mers began their rhythmic tapping and we got under way. 
In a moment our tributary rivulet of men aad been swept 
into the current and we were a part of the greatest pat- 


‘riotic demonstration in the history of Boston. 


At first our only thought was of our part in the 
mighty spectacle, but after a self-conscious moment our 
eyes were lifted to the tnrongs massed on either side >f 
the line of march. The sense of our magnitude had over- 
powered us, but as we moved between the masses of hu- 
manity on either side our importance dwindled and we 
became conscious of other things.- To our right, our left 
and overhead fluttered red, white and blue. Packed n 
the sidewalks so densely that their faces blended into « 
wall of white, rising higher on fence, piazza and from 
every window and even Toot, they stared at us. And as 
we passed along these faces and eyes told us something 
which their lips did not. ‘Their lips were silent, but in 
the massed faces we read a story. 

Far ahead of us was the gilded dome of the State 
House. We were now passing through that part of Boston 
known the land over as the center of culture, of learning ; 


-as the first home of what there is of an American aris- 


tocracy. It was here that the early settlers, who had 
prospered, built their mansions in the early days and it 
was here that their descendants lived and died and still 
live, and the faces told us this. 

A few minutes marching and we were abreast the 
color-wrapped platform where an erect, black-coated fiz- 
ure stood in bold relief against a background of brilliaat 
uniforms and gay bunting. Our flags dipped; we were 
saluting our Governor. Here was a face that stood out 
all alone from that vast multitude. It was a smooth smi!- 
ing face and somehow it seemed to gleam with pride as we 
saluted. Then miles and miles of Panes white, thin sarcas- 


tic faces; pink and white pacifist faces which smiled pity- 
ingly down upon us. Faces whicn peered with mild in- 
terest or enthusiastic admiration from the shop windows 
as we passed into the trading center of the city. Faces 
whitened by the confinement of indoor service looked 
calmly at us and beyond us as we swung along. We were 
in a narrower street now and lofty buildings on either’ 
side of us again brought home the striking similarity of 
our throng to a mighty river flowing through the deptus 
of some immense cafion. And here again was that same 
wall of faces; only different faces. ‘These looked on us 
from above and told us where we were. ‘These were the 
faces of men of business, of money and affairs. They 
stood out above the sidewalk throng like rocky crags 
above the bowlders at the base of the cafion. 

We soon flowed with the current into another an. 
different course. Our wall of faces thinned out for the 
moment and the windows were not so crowded. The 
buildings were not so elegant and the faces had a differ- 
ent look. There was real expression in the faces that 
watched us. Below them were broad shoulders and grimy 
clothing,—but the faces, strong and reliant. And they 
too smiled, but the smiles were all of approval. They told 
us that these, too, were men of affairs—affairs of horse3, 
whips and sundry heavy loads. 

A turn in our course and the crowds grew dense 
again; and what crowds! Not silent stony-faced crowds, 
but bright-eyed, smiling, cheering crowds that stood with 
bared heads when our flag went by and cheered us. Their 
swarthy cheeks and coal black hair and eyes told us that 
even 1f they might some day join us in the defense of Old 
Glory their sires, and perhaps they themselves, were not 
born beneath its protecting folds. We were in the foreign 
quarter. We left them and we felt uplifted. 

More faces and faces. Then we came to the edge of 
the big Common. Sunburned and tanned faces, sporting 
pleased grins, told us that our friends from the country 
were there to see us. A repetition of faces and expres- 
sions we had seen near the golden dome told us we were 
nearing the end. Smiling faces and fluttering handker- 
chiefs from long lines of automobiles, daintily gowned 
women and trimly clad men informed us we were ai 
our dispersing point. Faces, just faces, but they told us 
much.

MEMORIAL DAY ADDRESS 


Past G.A.R.COMMANDER Favors Pri- 
PAREDNESS MOVEMENT-ADVOCATES 
Minitary DRriLt, IN SCHOOLS. 
TOWN HALL in Manchester was 

filled on Tuesday evening for the 
annual exercises of Allen Post, G. A. 
R., in observance of Memorial Day. 
Members of the Post; Camp 149, 5. 
of V.; Allen Relief Corps and Boy 
Scouts occupied a portion of the hall 
nearest the stage. A deep bank of 
wild flowers adorned the front of the 
platform and American flags were 
draped about the top and sides of the 
stage. 

The program started with the sing- 
ing of “Where are the boys of the 
old brigade?” by the Shubert quartet. 
They followed with “Nellie Gray.” 
Rev. A. G. Warner offered the invo- 
cation and the quartet sang, “Just be- 
yond the hilltops.” The general or- 
ders were read by Adjutant James 
Rivers, who also read the general 
orders of General Logan delivered on 
May 30, 1868. 

Two quartet selections, “Come 
where my love light’s dreaming,” and 
“My Rosary,” followed. Enoch Fol- 
lett, grandson of Post Commander 
Enoch Crombie, delivered Lincoln’; 
Gettysburg address. A quartet selec- 
tion, “When the Boys in Blue are 
Gone,” followed. 

Past Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, Alfred S. 
Roe of Worcester, delivered the ad- 
dress of the evening. 

“T am glad to come to Manchester 
and meet my Junior Vice Commander 
on his native heath,” said Mr. Roe. 
“His name may not be MacGregor, 
but Stanley is just as good. 

“The quartet just sang ‘who will 
tell the story when the boys in blue 
are gone?’ I don’t know that any of 
us will try to pass himself off as a 
young man. It is 55 years from the 
3attle of Bull Run, so you see we are 
not quite ‘boys.’ However, a man is 
as young as he feels. If he feels as 
young as he did years ago there is .9 
reason why he should not attempt the 
things he feels able to do. There 
were many of us who did not march 
today, but had to ride, because we are 
not so young as we used to be. 

“T am asked sometimes during this 
talk about Preparedness if we could 
do our bit in time of danger. I point 
to old John Burns of Gettysburg. He 
was as old as we are and you all know 
what he did on that day.” 

Mr. Roe spoke: of the thinning 
ranks of the G. A. R. and of the day 
when there would be none left to re- 
member the departed comrades. He 
knew, however, that someone would 
keep up the memory of the veterans.

He spoke of the manner in which the 
negroes in the South turn out 07 


~Memorial Day to decorate the graves 


of Union soldiers. Referring again 
to Preparedness he said that in ’61 
Massachusetts was prepared “from 
tent pegs to shoe strings” and sent 
1500 men on the first call from Wash- 
ington. 

He said that right up until the out- 
break of the Civil War the authori- 
ties in Washington did not expect 
there would be any trouble and did 
not prepare. Sketching the history 
of the memorable trip through Balti- 
more when the Massachusetts troops 
were attacked by the mob of South- 
ern sympathizers, he said, “Four mea 
from Essex County fell in that fignt 
and their names should be known by 
every man, woman and child in the 
county,—Ladd, Needham, Taylor and 
Whitney.” . 

He told of the meeting of the 
troops by Clara Barton, afterwards 
founder of the Red Cross. He said 
that today her name is denied a place 
in the “Woman’s Service” building 
in Washington and the G. A. R. is 
fighting to have her recognized. 

Mr. Roe spoke of the Preparedness 
parades in New York and Boston 
and said that in Worcester on July 4 
taey were to have another. 

He scorned the pacifists who think 
that school boys could not stand the 
rigors of military drill, “Boys im 
school should be taught the ‘facings’ 
and ‘setting up’ exercises. They take 
to it like a duck to water. There 1s 
The drill should 
be given in the schools for then every- 


‘one will get it. Give it to the doctor's 


son, the clergyman’s son as well as 
the laborer’s son. This country 1s 
worth as much to one as to another 
and we owe it as an inborn duty to be 
prepared to defend it. There has 
been too much of ‘privilege classes,’ 
too much of the ‘let-George-do-'t 
spirit’ in this country. All boys should 
be taught military drill in the schools. 
ft will make them stand straight if 
nothing else, and other nations won't 
spoil for a fight with a nation ready 
to meet them.” New York has al- 
ready passed a Jaw making military 
training in schools compulsory. 

Mr. Roe said that Memorial Day 
was a good time to taik Preparedness 
as the concern of all must be for the 
present and for the future. Nothing 
could be done to change the past. He 
related incidents of the surrender of 
Lee at Appamatox Court House and 
some of the inaccuracies in the ac- 
counts of the final surrender. He saic 
that the Confederate troops who sur- 
rendered to Grant were the braves: 
men in history to lay down their

MILITARISM, TOO MUCH NATIONAL, 
PROSPERITY AND DIVORCE OUR 
GREATEST INVISIBLE ENEMIES. 


A’ the union Sunday morning service 


in the Manchester Congregation- 


al church, members of the G. A. R., 


Allen Relief Corps, the Sons ot 
Veterans and a patrol of Boy Scouts 
occupied a reserved portion of the 
auditorium. ‘The annual sermon to 


‘the veterans was preached by Rev. 


Wharles A. Hatch. Rev. A. G. War- 
ner, pastor of the Baptist church as- 
sisted in the service. Two huge 
American flags were draped over the 
rostrum and flags were used for dec- 
orations. 

The twelfth verse of the sixth 


chapter of Paul’s Letter to the Ephe- 


i 


sians was taken by Mr. Hatch as a 
text,—“For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principal- 
ities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” 

In his sermon the minister charac- 
terized the book from which the text 
was taken as a “book on tactics.” He 
said Paul was a veteran of many 
spiritual battles and that his policy 
was not one of “watchful waiting.” 
The Letter to the Ephesians was char- 


acterized as a lesson in Preparednes:. 


“You men of the G. A. R. passed 
through a hell of fire and steel in 
your battles of the Civil War,” said 
Mr. Hatch, “but you were facing a 
material enemy, guns and bayonets, 
men of flesh and blood. The enemy 
Paul speaks of and the enemy which 
must be combatted today as well is 
an invisible enemy. Fighting a ma- 
terial enemy one or the other musi 
fall in a short time, but fighting of an 
invisible enemy may last for years.” 

The invisible enemies which must be 
combatted today, Mr. Hatch said, were 
militarism, too much national prosper- 
ity, the instability of the home and the 
divorce evil. ‘Militarism is gnawing 
at the vitals of America,” said the 
speaker ; “it was the ruin of Germany 
and will be the ruin of this country 
if we do not combat it in time. Ade- 
quate Preparedness, everyone agrees, 
is essential; but let us stop there and 
not foster a military caste. 

“Our present great prosperity is a 
second cousin to militarism. The 
money from war-stricken Europe is 
coming to America. Europe is the 
loser in the war. America is one 
huge manufactory for the warring na- 
tions. The profits from ammunition 
sales is ‘blood money.’ America is 
getting fat from undue prosperity ; 
we are feeding our national body and

New Residences and Recent Improvements Along the 
North Shore 


CHARLES ELMER ALEXANDER

Hamilton Marked by Notable Changes. 


NLIKE some years, Hamilton shows this season a0 

strictly new residence, but important work has been 
done in the development of the George C. Vaughan pro- 
perty, on Main street, with excellent results, including re- 
modelling of an ancient house into a commoduious resi- 
dence and also other houses which, though old, were not 
ancient. 

The old-time dwelling is of the familiar country 
type, square with pitched roof, and it has been made over 
to make it thoroughly comfortable as a modern house, 
while retaining its old-time look and characteristics. Tue 
exterior is of clapboards, dark stained, and its one chim- 
ney rising from the main part is big, like those of earher 
pay* The former kitchen L, has been changed over in‘9 

a spacious library, with deep fireplace, on the lower floox, 
and above is a sitting-room opening upon a sleeping porch. 
Little dormers just out from the slanting roof. Case- 
ment windows everywhere lend their value to the quaintly 
picturesque character of the house and in all ways it 1s 
attractive in its appearance. 

The interior has undergone changes in the way of 
improvements, yet it seems as old-time in its general look 
and arrangement of rooms as it originally did. It is 
known to have been built in 1721, as has been determine: 
from a date of that year cut in one of the beans of the 
ceiling in what now is the dining-room, where the centr 1 
beam, crossed by smaller ones, is of massive size; all are 
seemingly as strong as when originally placed in the house 
yet they are much worm-eaten, “which lends value to their 
look without detracting from their utility. The land on 
which the house stands was bought in 1660, so old deeds 
show, and in 1721 the house was built by Daniel Rich- 
ardson, whose family held the property for fully a cen- 


tury, when his descendants moved to Connecticut. The 
property then became known as the Patch place, and 
members of that family lived there until a few years 


ago when Mr. Vaughan purchased the estate. 

The front door opens into a guaint little hall with 
the narrow stairway winding in square turns to the sec- 
ond floor. The walls of the hall and stairs are in white 
panels, forming a part of the original finish. The hail 
is paved with small black tiles. At the right of the hall 
is the dining-room, so low that a person or ordinary 
height can easily touch the ceiling. It was by remov1l 
of the original ceiling that the beams, including that with 
the old-time date, 1721, were brought to light. Two fire- 
places of more recent construction than the house were 
removed and behind these was opened up the original 
big chimney fireplace and bake oven, with an ancient 
crane, in keeping with the conditions of earlier days. 

At the left of the hall there is the biz living room, 
well treated in its remodelling and as ancient in ‘look aS 
the rest of the house. From this room there is a hidden 


stairway to the second floor. In these rooms the old- 
time idea of finishing the central walls of rooms in panels, 


and the other walls in plaster, has been followed. The 
library, in the wing, is of big dimensions and is_pan- 
elled in natural cypress. It has an ample fireplace. Hard- 


ware which is exposed is a reproduction of that of years 
ago. 

The reconstruction up stairs has been with the idea of 
retaining the original look, as far as ‘possible, while in- 
troducing in an inconspicuous way modern improvements 
in the way of baths, electricity and other equipment for 
comfort. All these changes were planned by Mrs. John 
B. Moulton, of Hamilton, in behalf of Mr. and Mis. 
Vaughan, and she has personally supervised the carrying 
out of the work to bring about tnese changes, which have 
been so successful in results. 

The surroundings form a fitting situation for such 
an old house and much has been done in the development 
of the grounds. A stone terrace has been made in the 
corner between the living room and library and lower 
grounds have been graded and planted with many flowers. 
Use has been made of a spring found in the hill back 
of the house and which feeds two small circular pools 
which have been made in the gardens, connected by a 
little stream which lower down meanders off like a brook, 
bordered by flowers and shaded by willows. Near the 
hbrary is an enormous elm of undoubted great age which 
adds to the general charm of the whole place. The house 
has been leased by Mr. and Mrs. Gerard Bement, for sum- 
mer occupancy, and they are already established there. 


Another Old House Remodelled. 


HE adjoining house, also Mr. Vaughan’s, was long 
known as the Poole place, and it has been moved back 
from the highway and placed in a better site and in its 
remodelled form makes a most comfortable house.  /t 
is square, two stories and a half, with slap-dash_plas- 
tered exterior to the second story, and there it shows 
finish of stained shingles. It has a rustic entrance porch 
with stone foundation, and a large porch to correspond 
has been extended from one corner of the house. A new 
wing has been added, in which have been placed the gen- 
eral service rooms, on both the first and upper floors. 
The hall is of modest size with walls and stairs pan- 
elled in gumwood. The library also has gumwood finish 
for beams, book-cases and other work. Both hall and 
library are brick-tiled, with wide black joints. There is 
a long living room extending way through the house. 
This shows a beamed ceiling and the room is finished 
in white, as is the dining-room. All these rooms are pro- 
vided with good fireplaces. The second floor has three or 
four good chambers and two baths, in the main part, with 
maids’ rooms and a bath in the wing. Rooms are of old- 
time look, with simple doors, little cupboards here and

there and other suggestion of houses of long ago. The 
third floor contains four bedrooms anda bath. Mr. and 


Mrs. Alvin F. Sortwell have taken a lease of the house. 
Mrs. Moulton planned all these changes for Mr. and Mrs. 
Vaughan, just as she did those of the ancient house 
nearby. 

In the rear of the house there has been built a garage 
and stable, both under one roof, yet entirely separated 
otherwise, from plans by Julian I. Chamberlain, the Bos- 
ton architect. It contains space for two cars and a work 
room, and in the stable part a harness room, and four 
box stalls. Above is a hayloft with two rooms and a 
bath for use of a chauffeur. The exterior finish corres- 
ponds to that of the house. 

Also, in this neighborhood is an old red house of 
long standing, which has been changed in its site, a little 
farther back from the highway, and this has been some- 
what altered, with a new wing, for one thing, and inter- 
ior changes to make of it a far more comfortable house 
than in the past. This also forms a part of the Vaughan 
property. Another house has been altered as to roof lines, 
the old lean-to having been built up to give new rooms in 
the second story. The interior changes make the house 
far more modern than heretofore. 


Former Bush House Much Changed 
OR Henry Cleveland Perkins of Washington, D. C., 
who purchased the S. Dacre Bush estate in Hamilton, 
much has been done to improve the place. He has had 
the house remodelled so that it is about three times its 
original size, the changes planned by a Boston architect, 
Lynch Luquer, who has greatly altered the former ap- 
pearance of the place. The main part, on the garden side, 
has been extended and a new wing has been thrown out, 
with a new entrance at the corner of these two parts of 
the house. The porch is circular in shape, with fluted 
columns and a balustrade topped by urns. The window 
treatment above the porch is attractive. The roof is of 
the gambrel type. The porch is brick paved. In the new 
stairway hall, panelled in white, the stairway is treated 
in Colonial finish and shows graceful turn. The living 
room gained by the changes is about 37 by 20 feet in size 
and has a beamed ceiling and panelled walls, in old oak, 
on Gothic lines. The fireplace is of stone construction. 
The remodelling gives a new service part well planned 
by the architect, as an important improvement. Two 
master’s suites of bedrooms and baths are found over 
the living room, and on the second floor is also a new 
room for use of guests. In the service L are six new 
rooms and a bath for use of maids. On the third floor 
the changes include a bedroom, an unfinished attic and a 
maid’s room. The work is about finished, in the hands 
of Louis J. Geoffrion of Waltham. Considerable work 
has been done outdoors to improve the grounds. 


Elsewhere in Hamilton 
FOR John A. Tuckern.an, whose place is on County 
road in Hamilton, the former old house of Colonial 
farmnouse type has been so changed that it has come 
forth in its new form as an almost new place. ‘The re- 
modelling, which was planned by Lawrence & Wambolt, 
Boston architects, shows a new wing giving a large din- 
ing-room with fireplace, a lounge with tiled floor above 
which on the second floor are two new guest rooms and 
a bath. The wing is two and a half stories high with 
pitched roof. The work is now going on under F. P. 
Trussell. 


Ipswich Colony Gains New Houses 


1 the Argilla Road section of Ipswich a new house for , 


Roger S. Warner of Boston is in process of building 
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for summer occupancy. It is on what in the past was the 
Wendel place, and the old house originally there has been 
remodelled for use by Mr. Warner’s father, Joseph Bb. 
Warner. ‘The new house, which is from plans by Victor 
H. Wigglesworth, a young Boston architect, who is carry- 
ing them out, will be of the farmhouse type and will em- 
body in its finish many ideas suggested by study of the 
old-time Saltonstall-Whipple house in Ipswich, built 
somewhere between 1636 and 1675, the exact date not 
being certain. Simplicity has been the keynote on which 
Mr. Wigglesworth has made his plans, to conform with 
Mr. Warner’s own ideas. The house is to be long and 
wide, will be placed low to the ground and will take on an 
old-fashioned look. The pitched roof will be broken by 
shed dormer windows, and casement windows with shut- 
ters will be other features. The exterior finish will be of 
broad clapboards. The big chimneys will be low, as seen 
above the roof tops. From a hall of modest size, a 
winding stairway, Colonial in treatment, will lead to the 
second floor. ‘The living room will be large and the din- 
ing room, a study, bedroom and bath and the usual ser- 
vice rooms will make up the lower floor. A piazza may 
be reached from the living room and the study. On the 
second floor will be the owner’s bedroom suite, a boy’s 
room and bath, a nursery and two rooms with baths for 
the use of guests. Connecting with the owner’s suite and 
also with the nursery there will be sleeping porches. 
Three rooms and a bath for maids and a storage room 
will be found on the third floor. The house will take on 
a comfortable look, both inside and out, when finished. 
While it is in process of building, Mr. Warner will oc- 
cupy for the summer months the Jenkins cottage on Ar- 
gilla road. 

Mr. Wigglesworth has brought about various changes 
in the old Wendel house for Mr. Warner, and it has been 
greatly enlarged and now looks far different from its 
former appearance. An addition provides new bedrooms 
and baths, a new living room and a dining room, prac- 
tically new, and the kitchen and other service rooms have 
been much improved. Minor changes have been made > 
the second floor to make the house more comtortable. 
In all instances the old fireplaces have been retained.

“Overlook,” Wenham. At one end of the tea room is 
the Woman’s Exchange with its quaint little glass cases 
and closets all in white. The friends and patrons of the 
old tea house will remember that the articles handled are 
of the highest grade possible. Besides the collection of 
gift shop novelties there is always the stock of home- 
made articles from Wenham. Some of their specialties 
are quilted silk puffs, crib quilts, dinner cards and in- 
expensive favors for children’s parties. Opening from 
the large tea room proper is a small glass enclosed pri- 
vate room for card parties or special luncheons. A large 
screened porch is also a feature of the place. But, dear 
to the hearts of the association and the culinary artist, 
Mrs. Philip. Downes of Boston, who will be in charge 
again this summer, is the kitchen with its large and com- 
modious serving room and stock room. These represent 
the last word in sanitary up-to-dateness that can be found 
anywhere on the North Shore.

Barge To Be Used In Technology Pageant Drew Crowds To Waterside Last Friday Noon 


Historic Setting—Building Back of Barge 200 Years Old 


EARLY 1000 persons, many of them coming from out 

of town for the occasion, witnessed the launching of 
the beautiful barge, “Bucentaur” from Calderwood’s boat- 
yard in Manchester last Friday afternoon. Among the 
number who saw the launching were officials and students 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, for whom 
the barge was built. 

The barge slid from the ways at 12.55 p.m. Miss 
' Bella Cairns, daughter of Hugh Cairns, whose sculptor- 
ing adorned the vessell, christened the barge. ‘The craft, 
which will be used in the ceremonies of the dedication of 
the new buildings of the Institute of Technology, is nearly 
100 feet long and 20 feet.beam. It’s hull was designed by 
Swasey, Raymond & Page of Boston and built by Walter 
B. Calderwood of Manchester. One remarkable thing 
about the barge was that when it went into the water i! 
did not leak a bucketful in a day. The decorations were 
very elaborate and were all of white. 

The entire craft was designed in the style of the 
ancient barge of state of the Doges of Venice, “Bucen- 
toro.” The decorative proportions were ,the work of 
Ralph Adams Cram, senior professor of architecture at 
the institute. Hugh Cairns, instructor of clay modelling, 


designed the hundreds of ornamental figures, his.xdaugh- 
rer , Mis s Bella, being the model. Upon the forward deck 
is an heroic figure bearing aloft the torch of learning 1 
one hand and carrying a T-square in the other. On the 
bowsprit is a dolphin’s head and the prow bears the bea- 
ver, the symbol of the builder. The bow panels are Nep- 
tune, upholding the trident, Nereids and Amphitritons. 
Toward the stern the panels are dolphins, cupids, mer- 
maids, seashells, seaweed and fish. 

On either side of the vessel there are 25 openings 
just above the waterline. Through these will be pro- 
jected the sweeps which will be manned by 50 Technology 
students who have competed for the honor. Above the 
rear deck is a small canopied section, as highly ornament- 
ed with decorative panels as is the rest. 

The barge was towed to Boston this week and will 
take part in the big pageant on the evening of June 12. 
It will carry President MacLaurin of the Institute, offi- 
cials of Technology, of the City of Boston and of Massa- 
chusetts on an epochal trip across the Charles River. All 
of the valuable records of the Institute will be carried on 
the trip to the new buildings. It is estimated that the cost 
of the barge when completed was $12,000.

AKER’S- ISL AND, which is some four miles distant 

from the city of Salem proper, to which it belongs, 
and only two miles off the Manchester shore, contains 55 
acres, of which five acres on the northerly side is owned 
by the United States Government. The island is con- 
ceded to be one of the most inviting along the New Eng- 
land coast for residence, especially in the summer. 

There are now 52 cottages on the island, which were 
appraised with sites by the assessors last year at $75,000. 
Without question the property is worth more than the 
assessors determined. The owners, however, contend 
that it is not a matter of value of property or taxes levied, 
provided the Municipal Government manifested any in- 
clination to provide improvements, as in other sections of 
Salem. There is not an accepted street or sidewalk on 
the island. Without police or fire protection, no lights, 
sewers or water supply, it appears to property owners 
that the island is neglected. 

Another matter is the maintenance and care of the 
stearboat wharf. Some claim that the Federal Govern- 
ment might co-operate, as the pier is of use to the Light- 
house Department. 

Last year the City Government paid $100 for a con- 
stable on the island. This official performed duty faith- 
fully, but transferred his salary to the Baker’s Island Im- 
provement Association, and the money was used toward 
putting the wharf in repair. 

Already 15 cottages are occupied for the season, the 
families including those of George F. Newcomb of Salem, 
Charles Barron of Lowell, Alfred Long of Belmont, 
Henry Newcomb of New York, Samuel J. Foston of 
West Acton and Fred Stiles.

Peach’s Point Colony Gains Two Residences 
ILLIAM T. ALDRICH, whose winter home is in 

Hereford street, Boston, is to have a fine summer 
residence in the Peach’s Point section of Marblehead, and 
the house is now well along in construction, from plans 
by Mr. Aldrich’s own firm of Boston architects, Bellows 
& Aldrich. The J. W. Bishop Company, Boston, is do- 
ing the work. ‘The house is of the comfortable farm- 
house type, the large main part having an L, which is 
notably in keeping with the old-time look of country 
houses. The house faces a forecourt of big size, reached 
by a new, long avenue with retaining wall, all of which, 
together with terraces on the water side, has involved mucn 
work in blasting, grading and the like. It has been done bv 
the J. H. Linehan Construction Company of Pride’s Cross- 
ing. The forecourt will have a picket fence of white to en- 
close it, such as one sees around farmhouses. A few steps 
alone mark the entrance, without balustrades or any orna- 
mentation. Mr. Aldrich plans to have plenty of tall 
hollyhocks at each side of the entrance, with other flowers 
of the old-time gardens to make the terrace more attrac- 
tive. 

One steps directly through the simple doorway into 
a large living room, low studded, like all the rest of the 
house. It is panelled to the ceiling and is provided with 
a fireplace of ample size. It extends from the forecourt 
to the water side, and opens there upon a terrace over- 
looking the Salem and Beverly shores. The dining-room, 
a spacious place, affords the same views as the living 
room. The hall is not large and the stairway is simple in 
its Colonial treatment. At one end, the house contains 
a guest suite of a bedroom, bath, dressing and trunk room. 
The second floor has a long hall overlooking the forecourt, 
and from this all the various chambers lead, with con- 
necting baths. They are comfortably arranged rooms, 
simple in finish. The owner’s suite is well planned and 
it connects with a balcony which may be converted into a 
sleeping porch, if desired. A nursery, rooms for children 
and for a nurse have been conveniently arranged. ‘The 
windows, with numerous small panes, make possible much 
sunshine for all rooms. Wonderfully fine views in many 
directions may be had. 

The L reaches out from the main part like an old- 
fashioned arched woodshed, in its appearance, and it con- 
tains a complete service department, with rooms also for 
the maids. In the house the finish everywhere is old-time 
and all visible hardware is of ancient look. It represents

All windows will be of Colonial 
design, with circular tops having carved heads. Trellises 
will occupy wall spaces between windows. Small panes 
and shutters will mark the windows. 

The interior will be substantially built, with all bear- 
ing partitions of steel construction. From the vestibule 
there will be a big living hall, square in shape, with a 
double stairway meeting on a landing with a Paladian 
window, over the front entrance.

Tue Season HAs BEEN SomEwHar late and gard- 
eners have been handicapped by the scarcity of labor, but 
progress is being made against odds. 


Tur Norra Sore is to enjoy a year of unusual 
prosperity. Almost all of the available estates have beea 
rented,—and this speaks for itself. 
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Tur Larcest Navar Barrie ever fought upon the 
high seas has taken place. The early reports seemed to 
indicate that Germany had badly battered the English 
fleet and had retired. The later reports changed the ap- 
parent comparative results of the encounter. The sligat 
losses of the Germans constantly increased until there i: 
ample reason now to believe that the tonnage losses were 
about equal. The battle, however, was not a ‘‘greav’’ 
battle, for it was not a decisive victory. Technically the 
British won because they drove the German fleet to seex 
the refuge of their base, but strategically the German 
navy added somewhat to its prestige. The only resulis 
of the war are the losses made by England and Germany. 
Comparatively speaking, Great Britain can stand these 
losses better than can Germany. What Britian has is 
comparatively greater than what Germany still has left. 
Britain still holds the mastery of the sea and the embarg> 
upon Germany is still tight and Germany cannot break 
through. The fight was desperately waged, but it has 
amounted only to a German raid. ‘he British Admiralt y 
was remiss in permitting the early erroneous reports of 
the German government to obtain currency without re- 
futation. Here German publicity efficiency scored i 
psychological victory. As far as the battle is concerned 
the German gains were the ae sustained by the British 
navy and these losses were purchased at a very heavy 
price, the tonnage of her own that was sunk. The war 
goes on. 


THe Deatu or KircHeNER by drowning is a stun- 
ning blow to the English people and a distinct loss to the 
Allied eatiser) y. Lhe “Hampshire , an old vessel unworthy 
of a position in the line, was conveying the master strate- 
gist on an important military errand. His mission must 
have been an important one to have required his own 
personal attention. A small affair could have been as- 

ed to an under-officer. Kitchener’s loss will be feit 
not alone because of his military ability and leadership, 
but because the immediate plans which were in hand have 
been frustrated. It is not difficult to see that the mission 
was an important one. Kitchener’s place will be a harJ 
one to fill, but the General died in the line of duty on an 
important mission. He died a soldier’s death with 1 
soldier’s heroism. England’s work must go on and the 
mantle of authority and leadership must fall upon other 
shoulders. The men pass on, but the terrific contest goes 
on, trying men’s souls. The occasion demands heroism, 
sacrifice and ability. It is pessimism of the deepest dye 
to believe that England that produced Kitchener cannot 
raise another leader of power and popularity and skill. 


THE POLITICIANS AND CITIZENS are awaiting the ver- 
dict of the convention in Chicago this week with unusual 
interest. This is true not alone of the republician and 
progressive parties, but also of the democratic party. For 
it is already known that Wilson will lead the democratic 
party; but who will lead the opposition against him in 
the Presidential contest? . The progressive party seems 
inclined to await the decision of the republicans and to 
unite with them in their nomination. ‘This may give the 
republican nominee the nominations of the progressive 
and the republican parties. If such a united nomination 
is given to a candidate the democratic party must realize 
that there will be a severe contest on.

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ACCORDING TO THE ANNUAL Report of the Highway 


Safety League the year ending June 30, I915, was a 
period unusual in the history of transportation. The 


spread of the “safety first” idea brought about a sharp 
decline in the number of railroad fatalities. Not in nine- 
teen years had fewer passengers been killed nor in seven- 
teen years fewer employes. Yet last year the railroads 
carried 93 percent more passengers than in 1896 and em- 
ployed 106 percent more men than in 1898. In contrast 
to this improved condition the automobile statistics are 
discouraging. In one year the deaths from auto accidents 
increased 28 percent and the injuries increased 54 percent. 
Of course the deaths have not kept pace with the in- 
creased registration of automobiles, but are still out of 
all proportion to past figures. Remedial legislation 1s 
suggested by the league, including the placing of cases 
of highway law violation in the hands of the Highway 
Commission for adjudication.

trip. In many cases the owner of thie 
property has the mistaken idea that 
the motorist is hable for unavoidable 
accidents of this kind. It must oe 
shown he was careless and negligent 
in the sense that he failed to act as an 
ordinarily prudent man would act un- 
der similar circumstances, in order ic 
prove his liability. Also the owner 
must show that he hinsclf was free 


tle, sheep, horses, etc., which have the 
right to travel upon the highway the 
motorist is liable for injury to them 
unless the owner has been negligeut 
in allowing them unlawfully at large. 
Whether liable or not, the motorist 
should always remember that he must 
stop and make himself known after 
an accident of any nature. It is not 
enough to give, or to pause while an- 
other reads. and copies the registration 
number of the machine. He must 
stop, discover the owner if possible 
and give his name and address. Un- 
able to locate the owner he should 
notify the local police. In Massa- 
chusetts the motorist must also serve 
written notice on the Highway Com- 
mission.

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 


Rev. W. B. Wurrnty, CHAPLIN OF 
CHARLESTOWN ~§ STATE PRISON, 
TELLS OF PRISON LIFE. 


THERE was an attendance of 107 

at the meeting of the Manchester 
Brotherhood in the Manchetser Pap- 
tist church vestry last Monday even- 
ing when Rev. W. B. Whitney, chap- 
lain of the state prison at Charles- 
town, gave an illustrated lecture on 
the institution. In his introduction 
Mr. Whitney told of his wandering 
about Manchester in the afternoon, 
visiting points of interest. He said 
that after a visit to Singing Beach and 
several of the beautiful estates on 
Smith’s Point he enquired about the 
location of the churches. After look- 
ing them over he spied the little white 
chapel-like structure near Town hali 
and enquired what church it was. He 
said that he felt quite at home when 
he found that it was Manchester’s 
police station. 

The care of the criminal and tle 
prevention of crime costs in Amet- 
ica between four and. five hundred 
million dollars annually, Mr. Whitney 
said, and in Massachusetts alone 
there is spent, because of crime, each 
year a sum of about $8,000,000. The 
speaker told of the methods of deal- 
ing with violators of the law in the 
past and of the growth of the juvenile 
courts, the probation system, etc. 
First offenders are no longer confined 
with hardened criminals for a short 
sentence. He spoke of the work of 
Thomas Mott Osborne, warden of 
Sing Sing prison in New York and 
said whatever might have been the 
success or failure of Mr. Osborne he 
had shown that there was need vi 
new methods in dealing with prison 
inmates. 

In Massachusetts there are 177,000 
arrests in a year and the problem of 
handling that number of prisoners. 
would be a difficult one if it were nct 
for the probation and parole systems 
in operation. Out of all the prisoners 
paroled less than 10 percent ever 
come back to the institutions because 
of a second offense. 

Rev. Mr. Whitney paid a warm 
tribute to his co-worker at the prison, 
Rev. Fr. Murphy. . He said that the 
Catholic clergyman, who is a young 
man, was of great assistance to him 
when he first came to the institution 
and is doing a splendid work for the 
prisoners. 


Views of the interior and exterior 
of the Charlestown’ Prison were 
shown by means of the stereopticon. 
The prison has a school, a library, a 
correspondence school department, a 
shoe factory, employing 300 men and 


eee 
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making shoes for all of the state in- 
stitutions and for outside sale, a cloth- 
ing shop, a factory for making stock- 
ings, and a brush factory. The prison 
has a band of 25 pieces, which plays 
at the Sunday services, and a choir of 
30 voices. 

The cell of the famous “lifer,” 
Jesse Pomeroy, was shown. His sol!- 
itary confinement is not so arduous as 
might appear from some comments. 
Views of the death chamber and of 
the electric chair were shown. The 
speaker said that the electric chair 
was the most humane method of cap- 
ital punishment and he is evident!y 
not in favor of its abolition. The 
Charlestown prison has several basc- 
ball teams and for the past 34 years 
baseball has been a form of recreation 
allowed prisoners. Other institutions 


’ 


have recently exploitec their basebali 


teams as something new. The two 
leading teams are the “Red Sox” and 
the “Braves.”’ Other teams, which 
the prisoners have named themseives, 
are the “Yaps” and the “Wops.” The 
“Lifers” and the “Coons” are other 
teams in the prison league. 

Rev. Mr. Whitney urged his auili- 
ence to stand ready to assist if at aay 
time prison reform legislation came 
up. He said Massachusetts institu- 
tions were not the best in many ~-- 
spects, but were far ahead of those 
of New York state. 

Refreshments of crackers ani 
cheese and cocoa were served fol: 
lowing the lecture. It was voted py 
the Brotherhood to leave to the di- 
rectors the selection of a date for fe 
annual picnic at Tuck’s Point.

The hot 
things for breakfast, then, are only 
the coffee and the cream sauce in 
which the diced potatoes are to be 


heated. While making the coffee, 
make enough to be served iced, for 
dinner.

After breakfast pre- 
pare the salmon for the luncheon 
timbals, get the grapefruit and _ let- 
tuce ready for the grapefruit sala4l, 
roast the beef for dinner, and make 
the lemon jelly from prepared gela- 
tine.

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Old Time Cabinet Makers of the North Shore 


By HELENE SHERMAN 


N the 18th century there flourished in all New England 
an industry known as cabinet-making, now fast  be- 
coming but a memory. Along what is now called the 
North Shore, cabinet-makers were especially expert and 
many names associated with the thrift and enterprise oi 
long ago have been preserved, reminders of the days of 
1837, when in Manchester alone there were 12 manufac- 
tories of strictly hand-made cabinet ware, employing 120 
men. Still later, in 1865, 160 men were employed 11 
Manchester, and $60,000 was the invested capital. 

As is well known along the Shore, the name of Moses 
Dodge “led all the rest,” as cabinet-maker de luxe of his 
time. He began work in 1775 and this work is still car- 
ried on by his descendants, Melville and Charles Dodge. 
Another whose products exemplified good taste and 
thorough work was Ebeneezer Tappan, born in 1761, the 
son of a Revolutionary soldier. ‘Then followed others al- 
most equally good,—Caleb Knowlton, who was in Man- 
chester previous to 1808. Among the others who came 
into prominence as time went on was John Perry Allen, 
who had worked for Caleb Knowlton before the war otf 
1812 and, when the “troublesome times” led Mr. Know!- 
ton to retire from this seaboard town, had set up business 
for himself. He was a man of great initiative and wis- 
dom. At one time, in order to increase his business, he 
took a voyage from Boston to Manchester, carrying witn 
him two mahogany bureaus which “bureaus he did find a 
ready sale for at a large profit, but which he hopeth noi 


too large in the eyes of the Lord.” Mr. Allen died in 
1875 in his 8oth year. He is spoken of as a leader of men 
and a man of great force of character. 

Lynn, Salem, Marblehead, Ipswich, Gloucester, Wen- 
ham and other towns contributed their names of cabinet- 
makers who were prominent in these early days. Some 
of the cabinet-makers of the Shore moved South in order 
to settle there and to spread the knowledge of cabinet- 
making. Thus, we find the following advertisement 
which appeared in the South Carolina Gazette of Nov- 
ember 2, 1874: “This is to give notice that Mr. Charles 
Warham, joiner, late from Boston, New England, maketi 
all sorts of Tables, Chests, Chests of Drawers, Desks, 
Book-cases, etc.; also Coffins of the newest fashion never 
as yet made in Charlestown.” 

Among others we find the following which will be 
recognized by many: Lynn was the home of John Davis, 
1703; Thomas Burrage, 1718; Thomas Burrage, his son, 
1751; Timothy Harvard, 1764. Jonathan Johnson was a 
chairmaker of Lynn, who attained great repute before 
his death in 1751. Joseph Symonds plied his trade in old 
Lynn in 1769 and John Young in 1773. Lemmon Beadle 
was a wood carver in Lynn in 1717, while Benjamin Gray 
was a chairmaker, 

Newbury, or Newburyport, sheltered Francis Halli- 
day in 1767. Jeremiah Pearson and Spindelow Morrison 
lived and worked there in 1768, Parker Titcomb in 1762 
Samuel Long in 1774. Moses Bayley made Newburyport

his home in 1778 and his furniture was of more than 
ordinary excellence. Others from the quaint old town 
were Daniel Harris, 1752; John Harris, 1767; Sewall 
Short, 1773; Oliver Moody, 1775, and his son, Oliv :r, 
1776, chairmakers. 

Beverly records the names of John Corning, 1734; 
Joshua Besson, 1750; and Benjamin Jones, 1776. 

John Tyler was a Gloucester cabinet-maker and was, 
perhaps, the foremost on Cape Ann in 1767, although 
Jonathan Goodhue in 1770 also took an active part in the 
industry with remarkable success. 

The following are names of the prominent cabinet- 
makers in Ipswich of those times: Thomas Dennis, 1703; 
his son, Thomas Dennis, 1706; John Brown, 1746; Wil- 
liam Caldwell, 1759. There was, also, another John 
Brown in Ipswich in 1758. Bernsley Wells worked in 
Ipswich at the same period and both were cabinet-makers 
of great merit. 

Marblehead cabinet-makers included Samuel Good- 
win, 1729; Matthew Severett, 1745; Samuel Striker and 
Michael Bowden, 1762; Joseph Potter, 1768; Francis 
Cook, 1762; Job Trask, 1780. Thomas Laskey, 1761, 
and Benjamin Klaskey, 1778, were chairmakers. 

Prominent among others in Salem whose work has 
perpetuated their names were James Symonds, 1714; 
Joseph Allen, 1740; John Lander, 1757; Deacon Miles 
Ward and Joseph Gavet, 1765. 

While many of the products of the early days of 
cabinet-making were intended for and suitable only for 
the simple needs of the yoemanry of that time, many 
beautiful and lasting articles ‘have withstood the blight of 
years and to this day they stand in many palatial homes, 
not only of Massachusetts, but of other states. An inci- 
dent showing that the furniture of that day was sent far 
and wide through the country, occurred during the heated 


secessional days and, while it} was amusing, it might well 


lave been serious. 

It is related that some of the furniture found a ready 
market in the South, especially New Orleans, from which 
city it was shipped up the Mississippi and thence to the 


portion of the country then known as the “great West.” 
On the occasion in mind pages of “The Liberator” weve 
used to wrap the furniture and these pages were blown 
about the streets of New Orleans by an unkind wind that 
arose at unpacking time. The incendiary pages of this 
combustible New England paper very nearly set fire to 
the emotions of the men of the most sensitive part of the 
slave-holding South and the packers were warned, we are 
told, that, if they hoped to find a further market for their 
goods in the Crescent City, an entirely different type of 
wrapping must be substituted for the paper filled with 
the writings of the abolitionists of the day. 

The furniture that was shipped to the South was of 
the cheaper grade and little of it is left to commemorate 
the period. Of a different type is the somewnat roughly 
made, but substantial table of the celebrated fortune teller 
of Lynn, Moll Pitcher. It is made with falling leaves, 
carbriole legs and hoof feet. It may be seen at the Essex 
Institute, where the courteous attendants are only too 
willing to tell visitors the story of the little table that 
stands in one of their alcoves, It was at this table, we 
are told, that Mistress Pitcher sat while receiving her 
clients. We picture her sitting there for hours at a time, 
divining by tea the fate of the men and women of rich 
and poor alike, who came by hundreds and in sober earnest 
for her augury. Few vessels set out upon the seas with- 
out first obtaining Molly Pitcher’s advice. In 1760 she 
was married to Robert Pitcher and she died in 1813. She 
was buried in Lynn, where ‘she had lived for so many 
years. (For a detailed account of the life of Moll Pitcia- 
er, see “Legends of the North Shore,” in some future 
issue of the.BREEZE. ) 

In those primitive days, cabinet-makers combined 
glazing with their better beloved work, as for instance 
Thomas Waldron of Marblehead, who advertised “Win- 
dow Frames, Chairs and 30 Feet 6f° Glass.” 

The even tenor of the cabinet-making era pursued 
its way unmolested for many years. ‘Then, came the 
great gold fever in 1849 in California which lasted many 
years and lured many New England citizens to seek this 
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new E] Dorado. Some went by the Isthmus, some around 
Cape Horn, some succeeded in crossing the plains, but 
many left their bones to bleach upon the sands of the 
desert. The Civil War, too, played its dreary part ia 
ending the cabinet-making period, for it closed the South- 
ern market to the New England manufacturers, Then, 
after the war, the blight from which the North Shore 
‘manufacturers never recovered, came, for their small 
shops could not compete with the great factories of the 
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West, but some few articles of fine workmanship are sti. 
turned out. Of late, however, the new idea, such «s 
Grand Rapids furniture, has to a great extent replaced the 
precious handmade goods. 

Old time thrift and enterprise seem but a myth to 
those who for fashion and for pleasure seek these romati- 
tic Shores.

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Gardens at “Uplands” Among Most Beautiful on North 
Shore 


ARE beauty has been added to the North Shore by the 

Frank Pierce Fraziers of New York in the little spot 
of old Japan that they have created “Uplands,” their 
West Manchester estate on Highland ave. 

No other place on the Shore is so admirably adapted 
to the setting of a Japanese garden as this place. The 
large green house standing high upon a rocky ledge, the 
long slope upon which the garden has been made at the 
foot, and the beautiful garden below which leads out to 
the public highway, all unite in forming an harmonious 
whole in which this little foreign spot uniquely fits. 

Work was begun upon the spot last November im- 
mediately after the Fraziers had ‘completed their. six 
months stay upon the Shore. ‘The rock in the hillside 
was blasted and used again in the creation of the artistic 
water basins, ferneries and other ornamentations. Nest- 
ling on the hillside at the upper part of the garden is the 
tea house, a truly Japanese-looking affair ‘built of cedar. 
A tall cedar tree was growing in the way of the tea house 
so Mr. Frazier kindly had the house built around it, and 
its solid trunk is a natural ornament in one side of the 
little house. Rugs, tables and Japanese lights will brighten 
the place in which there will be no more ideal spot for 
afternoon tea imaginable. From this tea house the long 
stretch down the hill, over the rustic basins, the Japanese 
plants and on through the long grape arbor and the rose 
arbor beyond form an entrancing picture, for which the 
immense willow trees and little pond are a fitting back- 
ground. 

The Japanese plants are imported. 
comprises about two acres on the hillside and among the 
striking plants are the red Japanese maples, the fern- 
leaf maple, the pink prunus, the azalia, lilies, floating hya-

cinths in the little ponds, and many others of rare beauty. 
No particular color scheme is attempted, but the flowers 
are planted to give mass effects of color. The white and 
yellow laburnam is very showy at this season. A con; 
tinous bloom will be kept up all summer by the skilful 
planting of flowers of different stages of blooming. The 
viola is one of the pretty woodsy- looking little flowers 
growing among the rocks and is an exclusive production. 
Many ‘small evergreens have been planted through the 
garden and.on up to the house, which is reached by a 
newly laid slab walk, At the right of the garden is a 
former rock garden which has been greatly enlarged and 
will be still further enlarged this coming winter. The 
hose is kept constantly playing upon the hillside, where 
the soil is despairingly thin, and nothing but the hardiest 
of native forestry has grown. 

An interesting bird basin has been made under the 
recently built large terrace at the house. Vines and plants 
are so arranged as to give a most natural appearance of 
growth around it, and water never had a more realistic 
trickling than that which fills the basin for North Shore 
robins. Gold fish will be placed in the garden basins 
later. : 

Down in the garden proper, the long grape arbor 
makes a striking appearance. It is built of gas pipes and 
covered on one side by white grapes and on the other by 
black grapes. By skilful management grapes are made 
to grow from the ground all the way up to the tip. of the 
vines on top of the arbor. A similar arbor has been con- 
structed this season on the near-by estate of Walter I). 
Denécre. 

Particular care is taken on the Frazier grounds to 
keep the water running in all of the various artificial

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basins. The water from each runs through pipes into a 
little stream which leads off to the beach. 

Mr. Frazier exercises special care in this matter be- 
cause it is through his efforts and those of Mr. Denégre 
of “Villa Crest,’ who is at the head of the association, 
that a campaign to clear the North Shore of the mosquito 
pest is being waged. 

The efficient gardener at “Uplands” is William Judd, 
who, since he left Scotland, has had charge of noted gar- 
dens in this country. At Newport he did special work

Before calling by telephone, consult the telephone directory and 
be sure to obtain the correct number. Mistakes often result 
from taking numbers from letterheads, business cards or pri- 
vate memoranda. Do not re)y on memory. 


Give the number to the operator distinctly and in a moderate tone 
of voice. With the lips about half an inch from the mouth- 
piece, speak clearly the name of the Central office and each 
numeral, separating the figures of the telephone number; for 
example, ‘‘Oxford, four-one-five-O”’ (4150). 


Listen when the operator repeats the number. Say ‘‘Yes’’ if it is 
right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell her so at once 
and repeat the correct number. 


The receiver should be held at the ear until the called party an- 
swers or some report is given by the operator. Asa matter 
of courtesy, the person making the call should be ready to 
talk as soon as the line is connected. 


The ideutiiy of the person calling should be announced as soon as 
the called station answers, If a wrong station has been 
called, say to the person answering, ‘‘I beg your pardon, you 
were called by mistake.’’ Signal the operator, state that a 
wrong connection was made and ask for the correct num- 
ber. 

The party calling should end the conversation by saying “Good-bye,” 
leaving no doubt in the mind of the party called that the con- 
versation has ended. 

There are three parties to every telephone message; the person 
calling, the operator and the person called. Improvement 
in telephone service can be made, over and above all that 
the company can do, if the subscriber or user, when making 
a call, will extend his co-operation.

Tuer RepusiicAN NATIONAL CONVENTION has chosen 
its candidate for President of the United States. Has i* 
made a wise choice? Knowing that the future alone can 
give the answer, we would here point out that to a very 
large degree the destiny of this Republic in coming months 
and years will be in the hands of its President whom the 
people will elect in the near future. What wisdom, there- 
fore, should be shown in the choice of a man who pos- 
sesses the qualities of mind and heart that will be neces- 
sary to meet the demands of him who is to occupy the 
highest office within the gift of this nation and to whom 
will be intrusted such great responsibilities and power! 
The national and international problems that will arise 
in coming days will tax the wisdom and patience of the 
greatest statesman living within the bounds of this coun- 
try, and thus he who is elected to sit in the Presidential 
chair cannot know too much or be too good. 

Republicans and Progressives alike unite in approv- 
ing the choice of the convention. The selection of Charles 
Evans Hughes to head the Republican ticket came as no 
surprise. Sentiment for him had been spreading over the 
country and gaining strength during the pre-convention 
days until the. probability of his nomination was assured. 
He possesses qualities eminently fitting him for the dua! 
task of welding together a disunited party and of carry- 
ing out the arduous duties of the Chief Executive in event 
of his election. As a factor of party strength he has no 
political enemies to attack him from within and no politi- 
cal record open to attack from without the party. As 
President he would be unhampered by undesirable politi- 
cal associations. He is cool, logical and not inclined to 
hasty decisions. On the other hand he has great stability 
of character and when the occasion demands it ue is a 
resolute fighter for what he believes to be right. His 
record as governor of New York is ample proof of this. 
Charles E. Hughes appears to be the man of the hour in: 
this critical period of American foreign relations. Ji 
elected, and his opportunity is great, he would never pur- 
sue the vacillating policy of ‘ ‘watchful waiting,” he would 
bring America back to its proper place of honor among 
the nations. At the same time his cool, forceful methods 
would never embroil the nation in an unnecessary con: 
flict. The choice of ex-Justice Hughes as party standard- 
bearer augurs well for the Republican party and for the 
nation. 


Tue PROGRESSIVE CONVENTION voted down the pro- 
posed plank for prohibition, but when a vote was taken 
as to the sentiments of the delegates they were enthusiasti- 
cally in favor of the principle. The time had not come 
for the party to put a plank in the platform, The efforts 
of the convention were directed to other issues and the 
adoption of the plank would have confused the issues at 
stake. Even the most ardent prohibitionist must concede 
that the Progressives showed rare judgment. The en- 
thusiastic endorsement by the convention of the princip’e 
is in itself a “testimony. of the widespread momentum the 
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Preswent Woop of the American Woolen Company 
has rendered America a service in calling the attention ox 
Congress to our unpreparedness in the item of wool, !t 
would be a lamentable condition. However, it will take 
a long while for the sheep industry in America to be re- 
habilitated. The sheep grower is unlikely to accept pat- 
riotic sentiments in lieu of compensation for his labor. 
The law of supply and demand is still operative and the 
instant tnat sheep raising has a margin of profit worthy 
of the risk the money will be invested. It isa great prob- 
lem nevertheless and in calling the attention of the public 
to the conditions President Wood should be commended. 
What will be done about it? 


AMBASSADOR GERARD has announced that the inter- 
views on peace attributed to him by certain German pa- 
pers and which were cabled to America last week were 
spurious. Why all this talk of peace? All from Ger- 
many! The ambassador from a nation such as ours 315 
entitled to protection from such misleading adventur>s 
by the German press.

Was the interview publisned for its psychologic:l 
effect? The struggle is an intense one and no one cai 
ferret out its mysteries.

FIND BAD SHOALS 


John A. Bagley, Chairman of the 
Maritime Affairs Committee of the 
Salem Chamber of Commerce has 
been advised by N. H. Hech, the 
chief of the party from the U. &. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey Depart- 
ment, that is making a wire drag sur- 
vey of Salem Bay and Harbor, that 
a further examination of the shoal 
found a couple of miles off Marble- 
head on the day when the committe? 
went out with the survey party, made 
necessary and immediate report ‘9 
Washington and notification to the 
maritime interests plying along the 
New England coast. 


According to the final measure- 


ments and soundings of the present 
survey party, it was found that there 
was only 22 or 23 feet of. water, 
where all existing charts show a depth 
of 40 feet or more. This shoal ap- 
parently started several years ago but 
appears to have grown quite rapidly 
in the past few years. 

It is to be properly buoyed and 
marked by the Lighthouse Service 
and in due course of time, the prese:t 
depth of water, wil! be shown on the 
charts used by navigators. 

In this letter to the Salem Chamber 
Maritime Affairs Committee, Mr. 
Hech states that his party is finding 
shoals daily which effect the depth of 
some of the principal entrance chau- 
nels to Salem bay and Manchester,

The story of Mz "y March is one of the little known 
witch les in fact, | do not remember having seen it in 
print but once, when I read it in verse many years ago. 
The following ghost story of Ipswich is not a common 
tale, and, like the experiences of Mary March, has ap- 
peared in black and white only once, and then in verse. 

On the pleasant road from Ipswich to Rowley stands 
the haunted house. If it isn’t haunted, it should be, for 
such a house owes something to the public. It is of the 
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Colonial type, and has a charming, wild garden with all 
those flowers your grandmother had in her “back yard.” 
Don’t you remember the row of hollyhocks, straight and 
vivid and tall, against the fence, the cosmos growing more 
graceful year by year, the petunias, which lasted until 
November, and the fragrant lilacs? ‘This quaint, old 
house at Ipswich has them all, and a magnificent elm tree 
to boot. 

Why the house is haunted, I do not know; the tale 
has been lost, but the story that has come down to us 1s as 
interesting and, probably, more cheerful. As far back as 
the latter part of the 18th century, the house had a firmly 
established reputation as an abode of ghostly: creatures, 
and many the passer-by, who trembled as he rode through 
the shadow of the elm tree by the gate. 

One evening Ipswich lay sleeping under the stars of 
a pleasant evening, when a lone rider came along the road 
to the haunted house. He was thinking of the tales he 
had heard of murder and wrong there, ‘and could searce 
keep from urging his horse into a gallop as he passed the 
old elm. A boy ‘lay in wait in the darkness, and when he 
heard the sound of the hoofbeats, gathered himself up 
in readiness, Nearer came the horseman, and as he came 
abreast, the boy sent out a fearful yell from his young 
lungs and shouting, ““Now, where’s the ghost?,” clasped 
the rider about the waist and sprang up behind him. In 
greater terror than ever Ichabod Crane felt, the rider 
pounded through the streets of sleeping Ipswich, weiking 
the veople with a wilder commotion than ever Paul Re- 
vere made. 

Through the village, past the homes where startled 
men, women, children and dogs came out to join the 
chase, the rider took his course. The village pastor join- 
ed the throng, and then, wnen the horse with his double 
burden reached silent Ipswich River, the boy slipped away 
into the darkness, laughing at the furor he had aroused. 
We can imagine how the rider’s tale of his mysterious 
companion grew until the vanished rider appeared to 
his over wrought imagination, a hideous monster witi 
head of fire and arms of steel. Certain it is that the 
crowd was stricken with terror until the pastor whose 
“only fear, the fear of God,” was, called them together 
under the starlight, saying, 

“Friends, let us pray. It 1s God’s will 
That, somehow, good shall conquer ill.” 


Thus, the leader soothed his people in the quiet night 


and they returned to their homes, sadder and wiser for a 
boy’s wild prank. One by one ‘the lights in the village 
went out, the night became peaceful once more, and

sgypt River flowed on serenely beneath the silent stars. 

My last story is one less fantastic in its details, and 
one which bears the stamp of Truth in all its details. : It 
is the story of Moll Pitcher, the prophet of Lynn, who 
was born in about the thirty-eighth year of the eighteenth 
century, at the “Old Brig’ at Marblehead. ‘The house is 
standing yet at the corner of what are now Pond and 
Orne streets. Her father was Aholiab Diamond, a cord- 
wainer, who was evidently able to give his daughter some 
education, although the details of Moll’s education are 
strangely lacking. On October 2, 1670, she married her 
father’s apprentice, Robert Pitcher. 

It was after her marriage, after she had gone with 
her husband to make a new home on the road to Marble- 
head, that Moll Pitcher’s professional career began. Let 
us have a glance at her home. The spot was wild with 
the picturesque wildness of ungainly rocks and hardy 
wild cedars and rough pasture land. The house (this, 
too, is still standing on the northwesterly side of Essex 
street, opposite Pearl) fronted the sea, and there was a 
tiny garden there. ‘There were four children, John, R ~ 
beeca, Ruth and Lydia. Mrs. Pitcher’s clientage gTew 
almost overnight, so that it had attained considerable size 
before any thing definite was known about it. Her reveia- 
tions astounded everyone, the vulgar and the educate] 
alike; and people came from all New England to consult 
her upon questions of love, legacies, crimes, and lottery 
tickets. Men of the sea came to Moll Pitcher to ask her 
when their ships should sail, and neither crew nor master 
would venture upon the waters if she prophesied disaster. 
Treasure seekers met with short shrift at her hands, for 
she always answered, “Fools, do you think if I knew 
where money was buried I would part with the secret?” 

She was not “the muttering witch-wife of the gossip’s 
tale,” but a woman like other women. Her face was noi 
beautiful, but it was fine and interesting; her eyes were 
calm and pensive; her low, broad forehead, framed by 
masses of dark hair, indicated her excellent judgement 
and discernment. She was well formed and of mediuim 
height. I like to think of this wholesome, kindly woman 
sitting at her little table, which may still be seen at the 
Essex Institute in Salem, peering into a cup of tea to 
divine the future for her “guest.” For be it known thit 
hers was the old-fashioned way of revealing that which 
was on the knees of the gods. Steeped tea, turned un- 
strained into the cups provided her with her wherewithal 
to change the course of many a life. Moll Pitcher died 
when she had lived 75 years of vigorous life, on the oth 
day of ~pril, and she lies buried in ‘the old burying ground 
near the western end of the common in Lynn.

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The Ubiquitous Mosquito—Campaign Waged to Rid North 
Shore of This Pest 


HE, extermination of mosquitos on the North Shore is 

what is necessary to make residence in this beautiful 
country more desirable. We have splendid residential 
sites, beautiful woods, and good roads into them for driv- 
ing and walking, but the mosquitos destroy pleasure and 
coinfort. 

Mosquitos can and should be exterminated here as 
they have been exterminated in parts of Cuba, in the 
Panama Zone, on Staten Island, in large districts in New 
Jersey and Long Island and in Greenwich, Conn., where 
land values have risen because of their extermination. 

Last summer the continuous rainfall made conditio ts 
for mosquito breeding so good, and the pests so discom fort- 
ing and dangerous that a number of our summer residents 
were induced to abate the nuisance in certain districts by 
oiling the breeding places. ‘This summer’s rainfall prom- 
ises as bad a mosquito season. ‘The oiling method proved 
successful in the limited district where it was tried, but 1! 
was realized that this temporary and expensive method 
should be abandoned and that a more permanent method 
of extermination should be adopted. 

~ The permanent method is to ditch the salt gees 
and drain the stagnant pools, as mosquitos only breed 1 
stagnant waters. “Last fall an association was formed fo: 
the purpose of exterminating the mosquitos by the pe¢- 
manent and scientific methods which have proved so suc- 
cessful elsewhere. This association had the North Shore 
surveyed by the engineers of the United States Drainage 
and Irrigation Co., of New York, a company which makes 

specialty of such work and whose methods have met 
with the approval of the United States government offi- 
cials. 
. This New York company has agreed to eliminate all 
mosquito breeding places within that district of the Noria 
Shore from the Danvers marshes to a point nalf way be- 
tween Magnolia and Gloucester, thus assuring immunity 
from mosquitos to Beverly, Pride’s Crossing, Beverly 
Farms, Manchester and Magnolia. The contract price 
fixed last year was $30,000, with an additional percentage 


on that sum for upkeep for from three to four years in 


order to assure the permanency of the work. 

The district covered is comprised within a line three 
miles back from the ocean front and approximately 15 
miles long. Within that district all stagnant pools on the 
rocks, in the woods and in the marshes will be eliminated ; 
but where the pools are deep enough and large enough to 
admit of fish life, these pools will be so treated that fish 
may live and destroy the mosquito larvae as they are now 
doing in the fresh water pond on the road near Mr. Coo- 
lidge’s entrance, at Magnolia. Mosquitos do not breed 
in water where fish can get at the wigglers. 

The association formed last fall for this mosquito 
extermination work is known as the Norrm SHore Asso- 
CIATION FOR THE EXTERMINATION OF Mosourros, with 
Walter D. Denégre as president; F. P. Frazier, vice-presi- 
dent; Philip eerie treasurer; C:‘C. Walker, secretary; 
and M. G. Haughton, Thomas Silsbee, George R. White, 
and F, M. Whitehouse of the committee. 

The association sent out some 400 circulars outlin- 
ing their plan and inviting residents within the district to 
bind themselves for subscriptions of $50 each for three 
consecutive years, that the sum needed might be realized. 
It was thought that at least 250 subscriptions would have 
materialized; but only about 100 were secured. The 
work, therefore, could not be done this season, but the 
co nmittee is now renewing its efforts to get subscriptions. 
It is meeting with success by getting donations of larger 
sums from some of our public spirited citizens, who do 
not wish to see this splendid plan abandoned. 

Three subscriptions of $500 each have already been 
secured by summer residents, who believe that the exter- 
mination of mosquitos. is as important, and perhaps 
more so, than destroying the gypsy caterpillars. 

However, the association will abandon its plan un- 
less it meets with additional generous donations, and un- 
less the Town of Manchester and the City of Beverly 
join in making appropriations to aid in carrying out the 
plan. 

It is to be hoped.that this opportunity of ridding the 
North Shore of the mosquito pest will not be lost.

It is a private bridge and replaces a former wooden 
one built by the late George Hood, Mr. Tucker and Mr.

The formal garden at ‘The Moorings” is the delight 
of all who pass through Manchester by train, for it Hes 
close to the tracks and spreads out ina lovely panorama, 
typical of the town they are entering. The garden is only 
of a few years’ growth and its beauty will be more than 
doubled when the fine pergola next to the water is cov- 
ered with vines as planned. The garden was made from 
swainpy lowland, has been walled in, and that not prov- 
ing strong enough to keep out the tide, a dike has been 
built which prevents the salty water from destroying the 
foliage. This dike is to be planted with flowers which 
will surely look attractive growing so near the water’s 
edge. An interesting old Norway maple tree is standing 
at one side of the garden. ‘This tree is demonstrating 
the fact that a tree can live without its heart. Mr. 
Tucker disliked to lose the fine old specimen, but since 


the decayed heart has been replaced with the proper | 


material, the tree seems as verdant as ever. 

Just across from this garden one enters the exquisite 
little rockery which is the most beautiful part of the 
Fitch garden at “Riverhouse.” It has a wealth of flowers 
of all varieties growing among the rocks. A patch of 


blue forget-me-nots is very striking among the rocks as 
are the viola encircling the fountain in the Tucker garden, 
Perched high on the “rocks in the rock garden is a little 
summer house from which fine views are seen. The view 
from here across the long and rolling sweep of lawn, 
seemingly a natural amphitheatre, up to the house is 
truly ideal. Crossing the long stretch of grass one comes 
to another cosy summer house from which the view down 
to the rock garden is just as alluring as any to be found. 
These cosy little nooks are favorite resorts of the family 
and they spend several hours daily in the enjoyment of 
the lovely place. Besides the beautiful flowers which 
surround the house, a large vegetable garden is main- 
tained on the place. The rose garden is interesting witn 
its four arches over which the Dorothy Perkins will soon 
be abloom. _ 

“Riverhouse” has been the home of the Fitches for 
about twenty years. They have added to the original 
house on the place until now their home is one of the 
most picturesque to be found. The place is remarkably 
situated on the point of land jutting out into Manchester 
harbor and the view from every’ window in the house 
discloses new beauties. Smith’s Point, the Marblehead 
shores and the intervening islands with the two tall light- 
houses, “Mr. and Mrs. Baker,” are some of the interest- 
ing sights. The house has many charming little piazzas 
with quaint furnishings, from the cosy seats of which 
the sea and Manchester harbor are entrancing pictures. 

On Norton’s Point is another admirably situated 
home lying between the Tucker and Fitch homes. This 
belongs to Mrs. James D. Safford and was the former 
Hood house. These three homes and their fine gardens 
on this isolated spot reached by bridge and water are 
particularly typical of the beauty of the North Shore. 


“THe CuiMNeys,” the house of the seven chimneys, 
is Manchester’s rival to Salem’s ‘House of the Seven 
Gables.” ‘The showy and attractive white house with its 
big chimneys, all painted white, rises in a queenly and 
dainty fashion on the high rocks overlooking Dana’s 
Beach. Mrs. Gardiner Martin Lane and her daughter, 
Miss Katharine Lane, came to their home on June %, 
after Miss Katharine’s school had closed. ‘The gardens 
at the Lane home are among the finest on the Norti 
Shore. Gardens can well be applied to this place, for 
there is the lovely formal garden overlooking the sea, 
with its pergola at one end, Lid the formally eae out water 
garden forming the greater part of the center. Then 
there are the terraced gardens leading down from the 
formal gardens, the vegetable garden, the rock garden, 
and the native ferneries and other semi-wild plants whic? 
form a delightful place by themselves in the woods. The 
most interesting thing in the garden is the planted wail 
separating the formal garden from the first terrace. The 
garden was begun about thirteen years ago, but the wall 
was made only four years ago. Planted walls are one vi 
the attractions of the gardens i in Switzerland, but are rare 
in-this country. It was from a Swiss wall that the late 
Mr. Lane had the wall patterned after, and most of the 
plants and shrubbery on the wall came from seeds grown 
in Switzerland. Two unique and artistically arranged 
summer houses, one fitted out in green furniture and 
lighted by a quaint old light, complete this lovely set of 
The tennis court is especially attractive and 1s 
entered from the main or formal garden. It also faces

YNPOUBTEDL 4Y it would be very hard to find a more 
attractive and artistic residence ae: more beautiful gar- 
dens than “The Moorings,” the home of Dr. and Mrs. 
Harris P. Mosher, so delightfully situated on Front street 
overlooking the Marblehead Harbor. The house is of the 
true English type the lower part of which is composed ot 
stucco and the upper part of wood. ‘The doors are an 
unique feature of the architecture with quaint stoops. 
The house is built on a high seawall, commanding a very 
extensive view of the harbor, which is unobstructed. 

A very lovely garden nearly surrounds this very at- 
tractive residence. The garden on the land side is en- 
closed by a brick wall surmounted by a smaller latticed 
fence of wood, the entrances, of which there are two, are 
arched and vine covered. In the center of this fine en- 
closure is a large bed of salpiglossos with a number of 
high rose bushes of the perpetual variety, just about to 
bloom. 

Running along the wall is a flower bed of the lovely 
peonies, many in blossom, a number of geraniums of the 
giant species, lovely Canterbury bells, dainty heliotropes, 
bushes of graceful bridal veil, all abloom rising at artistic 
intervals out of this gay profusion of blossoms. The 
walks from the gate entrances to the house are outlined 
by a thick hedge of larkspur plants which are about to 
bloom. 

At the southwest of the house another pretty garden 
blooms, composed of pansies in a beautiful array with 
here and there a cluster of poppies, some of which are 
just showing their vivid colors. On either side of the 
door a beautiful large potted plant is set, which is of true 
English origin. It is called agap yanthus, whose blossoms 
are sky- blue and blooms continually through the summer. 
These two plants were brought from England by Mrs. 
Mosher and belong to her grandmother.

SURROUNDED by everything that is beautiful in na- 

ture stands the splendid residence of the F. B. Crown- 
inshields of Boston at Peach’s Point, Marblehead. The 
lovely estate is very appropriately called ‘Seaside Farm,” 
and it is truly such.

It is 
supposed to be a punitive expedition with Villa as the 
quarry sought, but where leads the quest? Now Carran’1 
interposes an objection: Further progress into Mexico 
will be considered a hostile act. What will the United 
States do? It is evident that the policy or lack of policy 
which contols the movement of our troops will have to be 
revised and a little more backbone put into it. It looks 
now as though the time was not far off when the Ameri- 
can people should demand the immediate withdrawal of 
our troops or an immediate defense of the policy of inter- 
vention with only one purpose,—that of restoring peace. 
America does not seek a campaign of conquest. If Amer- 
ica ever intervenes in Mexico it must be solely for the 
purpose of restoring order and establishing peace. After 
the troops—the school house and education. If peace can 
be obtained otherwise so far so good, and if peace cannot 
be obtained in any other way then the United States must 
take up the task reluctantly, but nevertheless efficiently. 
The United States did not want Cuba, nor to fight Spain, 
and when the war was over the United States kept its 
agreement and Cuba was freed. The United States will 
keep its obligations also to the Philippines. The United 
States does not seek war, but if peace cannot be attaine:i 
in any other way than by peaceful intervention then Amer- 
ica would go to its work with but one PR tn lat of 
saving Mexico unto itself-and from its own enemies. W1'l 
Mexico ever understand us aright and strive for. peace 
among themselves. 


THe MosinizATion oF 100,000 Troors for the pro- 
tection of the Mexican border within a space of approxi- 
mately 24 hours should be evidence enough of the value 
of Preparedness. Of course in numbers this army, which 
sprang into being over night, is a mere handful compare d 
with the army which would be necessary to repel an in- 
vasion by one of the great nations, but it teaches us the 
promptness with w hich trained men may be assembled. 
li the force of men, who had been trained for service in 
time of need, were five times as great as at present how 
much simpler would be our Mexican problem.

New Massacuuserrs Income Tax relieves 
pressure in many directions and opens many lines of in- 
vestments for trustees or individuals not practicable under 
the old laws. . The average old-time tax was about twenty 
dollars upon the thousand. A four and one-half percent 
bond at this rate would yield only two and one-half pey- 
cent,—not an attractive margin by any means. ‘The pur- 
chase of such bonds were prohibitive, naturally. Under 
the present law such a bond would render a net yield of 
four and one-quarter percent and a five percent bond will 
yield a net income of nearly four and three-fourths per- 
cent. It makes it possible now for investors and trustees 
to purchase such high grade securities. There were al- 
most insuperable difficulties for trustees in finding con- 
servative securities to return a good net yield subject to 
the old taxes. Under the new law such are removed and 
trustees and individuals have a wide field for choice.

THERE Has RareLy BEEN A TIME in the remem- 
brance of the present generation when labor has been so 
scarce and so well paid. It is a wise laborer who appre- 
ciates a good position and returns fair. value for fair pay, 
and it is a wise euployer who recognizes faithful service, 
pays a fair wage for honorable work well done.

HIGH “SCHOOL, GRADUATION 


TurRNS Our LARGEST 
History oF ‘Town. 


MANCHESTER 
CLASS IN 


ELATIVES and friends of the 
members of the class of 1916, 
Story High School, Manchester, 


gathered in Vown hall Wednesday 
evening to witness the graduation ex- 
ercises of the largest class in the his- 
tory of the school. It was a proud 
moment for the members of the class 
when, receiving the diplomas from 
Raymond C. Allen, chairman of the 
school board, they were made to real- 
ize that their class had reached the 
highest point in numerical strength of 
any class graduated from the school. 
Another notable: feature of the class 
of 1916 is that it contains the largest 
number of young men of any class. 

The list of graduates is as follows: 
Misses Ethel Louise Andrews, Brenda 
Louise Cook, Clara Emily Corrin, 
Emily Mary Ferreira, Catherine 
Anne Gillis, Gladys Gertrude Hu- 
dreth, Mary Rose Morley and Nina 
Elizabeth Sinnicks and James Stanley 
Beaton, Henry Francis Bohaker, Ab- 
bott Burke Foster, Donald Watson 
Height, Chester Baker Hobbs, Frank 
Perkins Knight, Jr., Russell Cliftoa 
Lucas and Grafton Ray Owens. 

The exercises opened with the sing- 
ing of “Wake, O Wake,” by the 
school and directed by George F. 
Wales. _ Rev. Charles A. Hatch in- 
voked Divine blessing upon the grad- 
uating class. The chorus sang Fan- 
ning’s “The Miller’s Wooing.” 

Donald W. Height delivered the 
salutatory address explaining that the 
class had chosen in accordance with 
general interest in the 300th anniver- 
sary of William Shakespeare to hono1 
him at their exercises. His essay, en- 
titled ‘““Shakespeare’s Comedy,’ was 
delivered with splendid effect and 
showed a great amount of thought 
and preparation. It was replete with 
humorous quotations from Shakes- 
peare, many of which are househo!4 
expressions today. 

“A beautiful World,’ a chorus 
selection followed the salutatory. 

Miss Ethel Andrews delivered an 
essay on “The Ideal Statesman,” as 
depicted by Shakespeare. A wealth 
of excellent comment upon the quali- 
ties essential in the character of an 
ideal statesman is found in Shakes- 
peare’s writings. Miss Andrews 
made extensive use of these quota- 
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tions in her essay. The final deter- 
mining element of the statesman musi 
be mercy, she said, and in closing 
quoted Portia’s speech on mercy froin 
The Merchant of Venice. 

Misses Clara Corrin and Emily 
Ferreira sang a duet, “I Know a 
Bank,” adapted from A Midsummer 
Night's Dream. 

Supt. of Schools John C. Mackin, 
introduced the speaker of the evea- 
ing, Hon. Alden P. White of Salem. 
Mr. White’s address was a departure 
from the “cut and dried,’ formal 
commencement address, which as ie 
said, “may be read by columns in the 
papers at this time.” Speaking in- 
formally he told of his striving io 
remember something which had been 
said at him at commencement time, 
but the only thing which stood out 11 
his memory was the figure of a doc- 
tor of divinity at Amherst, in his cot- 
lege days, who counselled the young 
men of the graduating class never to 
do anything questionable for fear of 
being thought “green.” Mr. White 
said that at the conclusion of that talk 


‘the venerable gentleman leaned across 
the pulpit and said, “And young mea, 
may the good Lord keep you green.” 


He said that perhaps in after years 
many of this class would recall the 
words as he was doing at that time. 

Mr. White read a letter, which %1¢ 
said might have been written by an 
old friend whom he had known m 
years past, a man who was born in 
Essex County and who had journey- 
ed in the early day to the Middle 
West and settled, becoming some- 
what of a sage in his later years, re 
ceiving the honor of his community 
wnen he died. Mr. White suppose] 
a case in which the sage, a village 
blacksmith, wrote his advice and com- 
ment upon the essay of his son's 
friend to be given at the Manchester 
graduation exercises. The letter was 
filled with homely advice and an old- 
fashioned humor which made it hard 
to believe that it was not a real, in- 
stead of an imaginative letter. 

Commenting upon the subject of 
the supposed essay, “The Scholar’s 
Ideals,” the writer said, “We agreed 
that it didn’t matter much about the 
originality. There is nothing original 
about the Rock of Gibraltar, but it 
will stand shooting at just as well to- 
rrorrow as it did when they first in- 
vented gunpowder. So about ideals. 
They are made to shoot at. Some- 
tines the aim isn’t high. enough, but 
generally there isn’t carry enough “1 
the powder, or else the fuse gets 
wet. * * * * 

“The ideal in politics—if I size 1t 
up right you say, “The mission of the 
scholar. is to purify politics, the 


scholar must be above mere party.’ 
You say he must insist only first rate 
men are nominated; that the. office 
seek the man and not the man the 
office. That’s all right. I have a dim 
recollection of having heard those 
very words before. Only if you are 
going to stay in some parts of Essex 
County and hold on to this theory, 
I’m afraid you'll be sort of lonesome. 


“The ideal in business—from Plato 
the Greek, to Theodore Roosevelt, the 
American, philosophers and dreamers 
have set up high standards. But I 
suspect that all else that has been 
written to express this particular 
ideal, in the whole space of time that 
lies between the Chaldaic | hierogly- 
phics and the typewriter, falls to 
nothing compared with the simpie 
words of One who spake, ‘Do unto 
others as you would that they should 
do unto you.’ If we could live up to 
that ideal in business, the lawyers 
would ‘find most of their business 
gone, the moss would grow over the 
sealed doors of the bankruptcy 
courts, there would be no lock-outs, 
no strikes, no paupers’ graves, no bul- 
lets crashing a quietus to despondent 
brane. *** 

“Individual enterprise can success- 
fully compete with trusts, if only it 1. 
ingenius enough and persistent enough 
to persuade the people that it’s par- 
ticular product is just what the peo- 
ple want. Trusts or no trusts there 
is always a* market for educated 
brains.**** 

“The ideal of. conduct—I don’t 
know much about etiquette. I’ve 
been too busy to know which fork 
goes with the oysters) My rule o 
conduct in my blacksmith shop is to 
keep the bellows going and_ strike 
when the iron’s hot. ‘There’s a heap 
of difference between etiquette and 
politeness. Make the most of the 
good manners. But manners and 
etiquette are only artificial. On the 
other hand real politeness comes 
right from the heart. It puts the 
brake on the word that will hurt. [ 
is always ready with the act that helps. 
Such politeness is not gained by edi- 
cation, but a cultured mind and a 
kindly heart. You may die poor. 
You may fall short of the successes 
you are now dreaming of attaining, 
but some other lives will have been 
brightened and the world will have 
been a little better because of you.” 

After the trio, “The Garden of 
Sleep,” by the girls of the school Miss 
Nina E. Sinnicks delivered the vale- 
dictory. Her essay, was entitled, 
“Shakespearés. Message.” She com- 
mented onthe influence of Shakes- 
peare upon the people of all nations 
and told of his deep philosophy, quot- 
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ing extracts from his tragedies. In 
conclusion Miss Sinnicks thanked the 
parents and school officials for their 
support during the school years and 
counselled her classmates that in fu- 
ture they must be more self-reliant. 
She concluded with the Shakespeariia 
quotation which included the class 
motto, “To Thine Own Self Be 
‘Erue,” 

Raymond C. Allen, chairman of 
the School Board, distributed the 
diplomas. He congratulated the class 
upon having set a new record in point 
of numbers and upon the large num- 
ber of young men in the class. He 
said that the class had received the 
benefits of their high school educatio1 
through wise laws of the Common- 
wealth and liberal appropriations of 
the town. In turn they owed it as a 
duty to the town and the state io 
make the best use of the talents ¢c- 
veloped by their training. 

After the chorus, “Gloria,” by the 
school, Rev. Chas. A:. Hatch. pro-- 
nounced the benediction. 

It should be a gratification to tue 
retiring principal of Story High 
School, Professor Saben, to realize 
that his 17 years efforts in the inter- 
ests of the school have been crowned 
by the graduation of the largest and 
one of the most promising classes 
the school has turned out.

FLAG DAY CELEBRATION 


PATRIOTIC ORDERS OF MANCHESTER 
OBSERVE ANNIVERSARY OF BIRTH 
OF FLAG. 


N Wednesday, June 17, an obser- 

vance of Flag Day was held in 
Town hall, Manchester, under the 
auspices of Allen Relief Corps. A 
program of patriotic music, songs 
and speeches was arranged and car- 
ried out under the direction of Mrs. 
Julia S. Reed, patriotic instructor of 
the corps. Members of G. A. R. oc- 
cupied the stage, which was decor- 
ated with flags and bunting 

The program opened with the sing- 
ing of “Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean,” Mrs. Frank G. Cheever be- 
ing the soloist. Alfred S. Jewett, 
patriotic instructor of Allen Post, G. 
A. R., was the first speaker of the 
evening, his subject being, ‘““What the 
Flag Stands for to the Veterans.” 
Mr. Jewett remarked upon the early 
lessons of the camp in Civil War 
days. He compared the life the men 
had just left in their own communi- 
ties to that of the camp and told how 
the military discipline taught ihem 
That was the first lesson 
they learned. In the camp and in the 
stormy days that followed the Flag 
became their home. Their first duty 
in the morning centered around it and 
all day they followed and were gui-l- 
ed by it. 

Eleven Sixth Grade girls executed 
a pretty flag drill. They were fol- 
lowed by the degree team of Lee 
Camp, Pythian Sisters, of Beverly, 
in a drill, which was one of the fea- 
tures of the evening. The ladies were 
clad in flowing white gowns and car- 
ried American Flags. Mrs. Alice Lee 
sang a patriotic song. Because of 
the illness of Mrs. Hatch, Rev. Chae. 
A. Hatch’s address on “What the 
Flag Means to the Church,” was 
omitted.. Supt. of Schools, John C. 
Mackin, spoke of the relation of the 
Flag to education. 

“The prime institution for which 
our flag stands is liberty, but today 
the line between liberty and license 
has become very finely drawn,” said 
Mr. Mackin. “Our boasted freedom 
is often carried to such an extent a3 
to have a total disregard for all law 
and order. One of the institutions 
for which our forefathers fought was 
‘free speech.’ Today our country is 
flooded with all sorts of magazines 
and newspapers, many of which 
would come under the head of Yel- 
low Journalism. ‘These papers with 
their objectionable language and car- 
toons have a dangerous influence, 
especially on the young people. They 
suould come under the ban the same 
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as the dime novel. ‘The old problem 
of education was to teach the children 
to read and to write; the new prob- 
lem is to teach them what to read ani 
what to write. <A problem that has 
grown out of our boasted freedom 1s 
the immigration problem. This fate 
land of liberty has been used at one 
time or another as the dumping 
eround for almost every nation cu 
the face of the earth. We should 
not object to respectable foreigners 


coming here, but we should object to. 


their taking a part in our government 
without knowing anything about it. 

“Corruption in politics is a problem 
growing out of the wrong interpreta- 
tion of the word freedom. Our town 
meetings, intended to be conventions 
for the intelligent discussion of exist- 
ting questions, are often turned into 
meetings where opposing factions 
indulge in personalities with little re- 
gard for the good of the community.” 

Other points touched upon by the 
speaker were the liberty to destroy 
life and property (lynch law) and tae 
freedom of disrespect to others, espe- 
cially those older. Quoting an Amer- 
ican writer, he said, “True patriotism 
does not consist in rhetorical flour- 
ishes and national boastings. It re- 
sults from a just appreciation of our 
country, of its spirit of liberty, of its 
institutions and its laws, of its form 
of government, its splendid domain, 
its natural beauties, its rank among 
nations and its triumphant forward 
march,” 

There was a recitation by little 
Miss Josephine Scott, a drill by Boy 
Scouts under the leadership of Plav- 
ground Director McCarthy and a 
recitation by Miss Ann Lucas. Rev. 
A. G. Warner spoke of the signih- 
cance of the Flag to the Boy Scouts. 
He told first what the troop flag of 
the Scouts, which they were carrying 
for the first time that night, meant to 
them. He added that in spite of ail 
their flag stood for to them it nev2r 
appeared except in the company of 
the American Flag and never pre- 
ceded it. He said patriotism was the 
ideal which inspired men to honor- 
able deeds and that it was a funda- 
mental of their lives. “Tt, the flag, 15 
their inspiration to patriotism and 
growth to things honorable,” he sail. 

Miss Dorothy Bohaker — sang, 
“Don’t Bite the Hand That’s Feediag 
You,” a popular song aimed at the 
“Hyphen,’ and won enthusiastic ap- 
plause. For an encore she sang, 
“Soldier Boys in Blue.” 

Francis M. Stanwood spoke ex- 
temporaneously of the significance of 
the flag. He said that it had not al- 
ways stood for liberty and justice 


and he spoke of the days before the 
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Civil War. He paid a splendid tri- 
bute to the soldierly qualities of Gen- 
eral U. S. Grant and said that one of 
his treasured possessions was a por-- 
rait of Grant given him by his cont- 
rades of Allen Post. He presented 
Miss Bohaker with a_ beautifuily 
bound copy of Macauley’s, “Lays of 
Ancient Rome.’ He said the award 
was in appreciation of the part of the 
program most stirringly patriotic, in 
iS Opinion, 

Edwin P. Stanley spoke briefly of 
a similar patriotic demonstration 
twenty years ago, which inspired in 
him a vision of the day when all the 
nations of the world would assemble 
under the folds of “Old Glory.” 

The audience sang “The Star 
Spaneled Banner” at the conclusion 
of the program, Mrs. Alice Lee be- 
ing the soloist.

“We ourselves are apt to be ‘priests 
and Levites’ and pass by on the other 
side. We tell our friends that we 
cannot bear the sight of another's 
suffering, yet across the road from us 
is a neighbor whose heart is yearning 
for sympathy and we pass him by.

Better to give 
the ten cents to the beggar who may 
spend it for drink, as we fear, than to 
become like the priest and the Levite.

Are we do- 
ing anything to help him? When 
we see people in poverty are we not 
apt to say they never had any business 
sense anyway?

the fate of many splendid resorts that hordes of lesser 
personalities have followed in the wake of the more select 
groups whose names and persons first graced the resorts 
and made them famous. In turn other multitudes of 
vacationists have swarmed to these centers to bask in the 
light shed by the socially prominent. The result has al- 
ways been the same; society has sought new haunts. This 
has been the story of nearly every watering place and 
mountain resort in America, excepting the few exclusive 
places along the North Shore. Having prevented the 
incursions of crowds, which would make this section 
“popular,” by the establishment of large estates and the 
exclusion of the cheap hotels, the North Shore—particu- 
larly Magnolia and vicinity—has become the headquarters 
of Atnerican society in summer,—which takes us back to 
our original theme. 

In keeping with the growth of Magnolia as the cen- 
ter of the social life of America in summer has been its 
growth as the shopping center of fashionable society. 
Here have been erected beautiful buildings for the hous- 
ing of shops catering to the tastes of American men and 
women, who demand the latest modes, and in fact estab- 
lish them by their approval. The leading importers on 
this side of the Atlantic have followed society to its lair 
and here in the midst of a beautiful summer land have 
builded themselves permanent shops, surrounded then: 
with the beauties of nature and stocked them with the 
latest fashions of apparel or dainty home furnishings. 

It is habit to speak of New York as the fashion cen- 
ter of America, but those in touch with the changes of 
style have long been aware of the fact that the New York 
importers first display their season’s goods at Magnolia 
and abide by the dictates of this little center of fashioa 
as the criterion of what is to be good form in apparel 
during the New York fall and winter season. Here in 
August one may see the choicest of furs, which months 


later will be admired as the possession of a beautiful 
society woman. Here also the advance models of gowns, 
which will grace winter gatherings, will first delight the 
eye of the fair shopper. 

The Magnolia shops cluster about fair Lexington 
avenue, a stone’s throw from the fashionable Oceanside 
hotel.

The Pomeranians, Pekingese and toy poodles pre- 
dominate among the pet dogs, while many noble speci- 
~ens are seen among the larger types. 

The North Shore was interested in the little prize 
winner of last year’s shows, Nowata Ting Fa, belonging 
to Mrs. Francis R. Spalding of West Manchester. This 
little fellow made his “debut”? last summer and was the 
sensational winner in his class at the ‘““Peke” show at the 
Plaza hotel. He is now summering in the West Man- 
chester home. 

The first dog show of the season was held Saturday 
afternoon at “Willowbrook,” in Beverly Cove, when Mrs. 
Joseph H. Tyler entertained twenty-five Radcliffe girls 
of the 1911 class. The girls were the judges and the dogs 
were the 20 handsome English Setters belonging to Chas. 
H. Tyler. Dogs that came in for prizes were Willow- 
brook Real, Willowbrook Gad and Willowbrook Flounce. 
All are fine creatures and their judges had difficulty in 
deciding as to their various merits—the prettiest marked 
ones being generally favored. These doys have recently 
come from Wakefield where Mr. Tyler kept them when 
not hunting. He-was with them in So. Carolina part of 
the winter. New kennels are almost completed at the 
Tyler home.

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By Horseback Through Arizona 


Miss Rantoul of Beverly Farms and Salem Returns From Most Unusual Trip Through the Grea. 
‘*Painted Desert.”’ 


MISS Harriet C. RAnvtoun, daughter of Hon. Robert 

S. Rantoul, of Beverly Farms and Salem, has re- 
cently returned from a most unusual trip by horseback 
through the great ‘Painted desert” of Northeastern Ari- 
zona. 

Early in May Miss Rantoul and her companion, Miss 
Wheelwright of Boston, set out for Flagstaff, Arizona, 
where the start of the ‘trip was to be made by automobile. 
This part of the trip was accomplished with little effort 
and without accident. 

Hired automobiles were in readiness and with gears 
in high speed the first lap of the desert journey was start- 
ed. Over the sands, boards have been laid and a narrow 
roadbed thus made is remarkably smooth. The long 
stretches of sand were, indeed, beautiful with their many 
colors shifting back and forth, and off in the distance the 
snow-capped peaks of the San Francisco mountains glist- 
ened in the sunlight. 

One hundred miles into the desert brought the party 
to a trading post where the outfit was in readiness. It 
consisted of two guides, the best in the country, a wagoti 
with the supplies, tents and water, and four horses and 
three mules. Early in the morning the party moved for- 
ward for the first 20 miles of the trip northward. 

The desert is filled with constant surprises, here a 
stretch of deep sand, a little farther on a high cliff rising 
straight out of the flatness and on the other side, perhaps 
a slope of the most wondrous green, with tall trees, a 
scene more resembling a city park, than ‘on the edge of 
the world.” The monotony of the wide stretches of sand 
were relieved by the windmills, which have been placed 
nearly every 25 miles along the road, so that those out 
on the desert may easily reach water at the end of a fair 
day’s journey. These windmills have been a great help 
to the Navaho Indians, who lead a wandering life as they 
tend their sheep. 

After a thorough study of the map each morning, the 
ladies would start some hours in advance of the guides, 
who after breaking camp, followed on. Despite the fact 
that the broad highway was clearly ‘outlined, it was coni- 
paratively easy to lose the way in the many cross paths; 
and this did happen one day, and it was necessary for the 
ladies to strike into rough country, through the deep 
sands and sage bush, to again join the guides. 

The Indians were often passed and usually responded 
pleasantly enough to greeting. One day, however, the 
ladies heard the galloping of horse’s feet, and instead of 
seeing the expected guide, they were greeted with the 
sight of an Indian in full regalia, rushing madly toward 
them. A little bit startled they drew aside for him to 
pass, but he wheeled and engaged in an exciting mono- 
logue, which they could not understand. Having deliv- 
ered his little speech, the Indian wheeled, and rapidly 
rode off into the desert with hair flying and dust rising 
in clouds. 

Mention has been made of the steep hills of bare 
rock rising directly out of the desert, and it was toward 
one of these that the party was headed. Ate, 

On this particular hill was situated the yillage of the 
Hopi Indians, with its sandstone brick houses high upon 
the ledges, over 4000 feet above sea level. 

From a distance these villages were invisible, but 
after a climb of 300 or 400 feet up the side of a more or

less precipitous cliff, the mesas, or terraces were found to 
be well covered with Indian dwellings, at the summit cf 
the third mesa the party found the town of Walpi, with 
its 230 Indian inhabitants. Walpi, owing to research, i: 
the best known of the Indian villages. | 

After a night’s encampment near this village tne 
party pushed on to Oraibi, the oldest and largest Hopi 
pueblo. This town until recently numbered over 1000 
inhabitants, but migration has reduced that number con- 
siderably. When the government introduced its school 
system to Oraibi, half of the inhabitants objected to the 
coming of strangers and so they went out and formed 
another village which is most primitive, and the inhab- 
itants are quite wild and savage. Strangers are espe¢- 
cially detested and the dogs are set on any who venture 
into their domain. 


The houses at Oraibi are arranged one on top of the 
other and are reached by ladders placed on the side of the 
wall. When the top of the house is reached it is neces- 
sary to climb down through a hole ‘in the roof frora 
which is suspended another narrow ladder. 


3read-making is one of the chief occupations of the 
women folk and this article of food forms the main por- 
tion of the day’s meals. First a flat heated stone is rub- 
bed with crushed water-melon seed and then a thin batter 
of corn and water. Just a moment is required for bak- 
ing, then it is lifted and rolled in long rolls and put aside 
to cool. 


Bread forms an important part in the forming of an 
engagement. The Hopi women are suffragists and they 
own all the property and absolutely rule the household. 
They also do the proposing and in a manner most unique. 
The Hopi maiden picks out her man and then bakes her 
bread; the wealthier the maiden the higher she piles the 
bread. ‘This task completed the maid goes to the house 
where her intended lives and raps on the door, if the door 
is opened she is accepted, if it remains closed, she is not 
accepted: Immediately upon acceptance the bride goes to 
live in her husband’s house which becomes her property. 
If at any time the husband displeases, the wife places the 
saddle on the outside of the door and he is forced to leave 
her in possession. 


The travelers soon took up their journey into the 
Navaho country, a reservation set aside by the United 
States and containing in all 16,000 Indians. So widely 
scattered are they, that one may travel for hours without 
seeing a solitary Indian, but the presence of horses run- 
ning wild, testifies to the fact that they are not many 
miles distant. 


The Navahos have strong migratory instincts and 
they wander about like true nomads, frequenting water 
holes or fertile valleys, in order that their sheep may find 
fodder. The sale of wool of these sheep furnishes a 
steady income to the Indians. 

The Navahos were quite lively Indians and, were full 
At Chin Lee 
one of the largest government. schools. is situated and 
nearly all the Indians were pupils at various. times. The 
children are quick-witted and their teachers said that up 


_to the age of 12 years they are very eager to learn, but 


beyond that age they slowly dropped backward and be- 
came stupid and dull, Possibly this is due to the con- 
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tinued custom of flattening the babies’ heads by pressing 
them against a heavy wooden splint. 

The most exciting part of the trip, perhaps, came 
toward the end, when the trip to the Canyon of Chelly, 
through the quick sands, was undertaken. Owing to 
continued sand storms the party was held up for some- 
time as the going was extremely dangerous. Finally an 
old Indian, who lived up in the canyon, was requisitioned 
and the trip was started. Everything went finely until 
the waters were reached and then the horses sank stomacn 
high in the treacherous quicksands. The guide turned 
back -and having tethered the horses high and dry, a sec- 
ond start, on foot, was made. 

No stop into the canyon was attempted as the con- 
tinued sucking of the sands made any such move danger- 
ous. After this dangerous trip the only thing visible was 
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a group of tiny dwellings way up on the high rocks, and 
inaccessible. These were the ruins of a prehistoric peo-+ 
ple of whom nothing is known, as research in that direc- 
tion is still young. 

From the canyon the start for the end of the journey 
was made and by easy stages the remaining miles were 
ridden across the edge of the desert extending into Foit 
Defiance, New Mexico. This was accomplished without 
accident through the wonderland, which dry as it is, stil 
is full of the teeming life of the insect and bird world. 

Miss Rantoul from the seclusion of her Beverly 
Farms home, looks back from the quiet of her seaside 
life, to the hours of joy in the fullness of one of nature’: 
greatest wonders, the desert of America, with its thou- 
sands of delights. ; 


Call Sent out from National Headquarters of American Red Cross 


NORTH SHORE people have been working zealousiy 

the last two years in behalf of the French Wounded, 
the Belgian Relief and numerous other causes incident 
to the war in Europe. Now the call for relief is nearer 
home, for a call has been issued in behalf of relief work 
of the American Red Cross in connection with the calling 
of the National Guard to the colors. Miss Louisa P. 
Loring of Pride’s Crossing, secretary of the Essex County 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, has received the 
following call from the national headquarters of that 
body: 

“In consequence of the calling out of the National 
Guard for the protection of our southwestern internation- 
al boundary, the Red Cross will collect, forward and dis- 
tribute, suitable articles for the soldiers in the camps.. 
Every Chapter of the Red Cross is expected to make im- 
mediate arrangements to receive and forward supplies. 
Before it becomes necessary to actually begin shipments, 
full instructions will be sent to every Chapter. It is the 
intention of the Red Cross to establish receiving and dis- 
tributing depots in San Antonio and El Paso. Competent 
persons will be in charge of these depots, and supplies 
sent to them will be distributed in the camps in accord 
with such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by 


Something About the Work 


N Mrs. E. S. Grew’s coach-house in West Manchester 
hangs an interesting file of letters received from head- 
quarters by the North Shore branch of the American 
Fund for French Wounded.. The one under the date of 
June 2d. was given to the writer with the suggestion that 
a synopsis be made of it for BREEzE readers. It is a re- 
port of Miss Elizabeth Perkins (a Paris Depot worker), 
who took a recent trip through France to some of the 
village hospitals. Miss Perkins writes: 

“T wish that all the nundreds of thousands of Amer- 
icans who have spent happy weeks motoring in France 
could see the country today. I do not refer to the destruc- 
tion, but to the desolation. Miles and miles of straight, 
poplar-lined roads, and never a sign of life or motion, 
silent villages with no more loungers at the trottoir cafés ; 
churches with neither worshippers nor verger. Occasion- 
ally the throbbing sound of a hurrying motor or a military 
automobile of gun-boat grey would whiz by on Govern- 
ment business. The fields were tilled and vineyards trim- 
med, but no sign of labourers was visible, The few 


the military authoritites. In connection with this work it 
is essential that the Chapters observe the following: 

“(A) Supplies cannot be accepted which are intend- 
ed to be forwarded separately to designated individuals. 
Supplies intended for companies or regiments may be ac- 
cepted for forwarding by Chapters, with the understand- 
ing that if such delivery is found to be impracticable these 
supplies may be donated to other troops. 

“(B) Supplies accepted by Chapters for shipment 
should fall within the following approved list: reading 
matter, games, comfort bags (See A.R.C. 115), pajamas, 
cotton socks (medium weight, large sizes), towels, pipes, 
and smoking tobacco, cigarettes, electric fans (to hospi- 
tals), chewing gum, chocolate in tin boxes, George Wash- 
ington coffee, evaporated cream, and canned fruits and 
other delicacies in tins. 

“wlany articles will be offered for forwarding which 
for sanitary and other reasons cannot be accepted. Per- 
ishable, heavy or bulky articles, and articles of food and 
drink which are harmful should not be accepted. It 1s 
necessary that the instructions of the military authorities 
be observed in all these matters, as they are responsible. 
for the health and welfare of the soldiers in camp.”

workers of the soil whom we saw were old, double-bent 
women; even the menders of the road—in the only place 
where we saw road workers—were women. 

“After hours of lonely travelling we approached the 
towers of a medizval gate. We passed tarough the en- 
trance into a village street, and at the further end two 
other towers flanked the exit to this little town. A church | 
stood midway; a stationers shop opposite exposed fly- 
specked, unbought postcards in the window, but the town 
was as deserted and silent as the city of the sleeping prin- 
cess.” 

“Even in this deserted town the travelers found a 
hospital for the wounded. It was in a convent and kent 
bv the Sisters, who gave a cordial welcome. The sisters 
had dismantled their chapel, and the light shining througa - 
the stained glass windows fell upon a white table that 
stood where the center aisle had been. The altar was 
gone and the surgeons’ paraphernalia was at hand. It was 
now a refuge for suffering bodies rather than tortured 
souls, In the linen-room of this convent was a great pile 
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of shirts and socks waiting to be mended. They were in 
such shreds that Miss Perkins thought they were hopeless. 
But the Sister smilingly assured her that they must be 
mended, for the boys would have need of them as they 
went back to the trenches. She further explained how 
she had saved their boots, and had them wear slippers 
made out of old pieces of carpet, while they were in the 
hospital. Slipper making is tedious for the Sisters and 
Miss Perkins made a note in her book that too many 
slippers cannot be sent. The Mother Superior was the 
gardener who managed so skilfully that the place was 
almost self-supporting. Sixty patients could be cared for 
in this convent. 

Miss Perkins watched the bandaged heads, the arms 
in slings, the limping legs of the boys as they haltingly 
went into the refectory for their evening meal. All looked 
happy—even gay—except one, who moved painfully on 
his crutches. He had lost his Croix de Guerre—rubbed it 
off with his crutches he said. But he wore the Medaille 
Militaire, the most coveted and rarest of all decorations.

The Sister explained that he was the only survivor in 
his entire section; all had been wiped out by death or by 
capture, but he, with a shattered leg, crawled to safety, 
bringing with him the colors of the regiment. His home 
was burned, parents had died of exposure and his brother 
had been killed at the Front. 

Miss Perkins said, “Sister, what a wonderful spirit 
the French have! It is a lesson we Americans must 
never forget.” ‘While we,” she answered, “must never 
forget our debt to America in helping us keep our spirits.”

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Ex-PRESIDENT RoosEvELT has proven himself to be 
a man of broad vision, unselfish action and shrewd states- 
manship in declining the Progressive nomination as Presi- 
dent of the United States and in announcing his deter- 
mination to support the cause of the Republican party 
and of its candidate, Charles E. Hughes.

—be treated by arbitration. It is na- 
tural for Suffragists to flock together, 
and we have great experience in or- 
ganization; also we are the most truly 
patriotic body of women in the com- 
munity. But this special work is abso- 
lutely non-partisan and is not under- 
taken officially by any one Suffrage 
organization. But there is a large 
number of broad-minded Suffragis<s 
today who are ready to act independ- 
ently and to do any patriotic work 
that may be needed. Our plans ae 
not yet sufficiently in shape to be an- 
nounced, nor do we yet know what 
will be needed. Our immediate 
need, which was called to my attentioa 
at the State House, is assistance to 
families of Militiamen who have been 
called away. In this connection let 
me ask anyone who happens to know 
of women or children in this region 
who are in distress because of this 
situation, to communicate with me at 
cnce—(Miss L. R. Stanwood, .Man- 
chester, Mass.) in the interval until 
permanent committees are formed. 

The order of the White Cross, 
which I am trying to get started in 
this state, signifies that those using it 
or wearing it protest against war, 
while at the same time doing all tie 
public service and relief work that is 
needed, making work for women and 
children their special duty. This 
White Cross work should co-operate 
with the Red Cross, and not clash with 
it (one may perfectly well belong to 


both). There should be no partisan 
feelings at a time of national crisis, no 
rivalries in works of mercy. Suffrag- 
ists and Red Cross workers must be 
loyal to the memory of the great Clara 
Barton, who founded the Americin 
Red Cross and was a strong Suffrag- 
ist,—in short a Patriot. I should be 
glad to hear from anyone who is in- 
terested in the White Cross idea.

It now appears that lights will not 
be placed on the channel entrance 
buoys in Manchester harbor this sum- 
mer as voted at the March Town 
meeting on recommendation of the 
harbor master, Louis O. Lations. It 
seems that, although the vote of the 
meeting was an endorsement of the 
recommendation, and expressed ap- 
proval of project, no money was ap- 
propriated to cover the cost of the 
lighting. Consequently, nothing has 
been done about it. Another difh- 
culty in the way of lighting the pres- 
ent buoys comes with the announce- 
ment that the town has no jurisdic- 
tion except by the approval of the U. 
S. Lighthouse Service. A man identi- 
fied with maritime interests informs 
the Breeze that the U. S. Lighthouse 
Service will not permit the lighting of 
buoys anchored as are those in Man- 
chester harbor. The buoys may be 
lighted if fixed buoys, firmly embed- 
ded in the bottom, are used, but the 
danger of accident due to the shifting 
of an anchored buoy in a storm pre- 
vents the use of the latter.

Judy's Jellies and Jams 
OW that the berry season is here 
and the fruit season well upon its 
way, the thrifty housewife begins to 
think of her jellies and jams for the 
long winter months, and it.is to assist 
her in making these even more deli- 
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cious and of a greater variety that 
Judy has collected the following re- 
cipes from the best known of New 
England cooks: 

The first week in July is the best 
time to make currant jelly, without 
which no winter larder is complete. 
Do not allow the currants to be gath- 
ered after a rain storm and do not 
wash them, for the moisture impoy- 
erishes them. Wipe them carefully 
and remove whatever leaves and 
stems may adhere to them. To each 
pound of fruit, allow one-half pound 
of granulated sugar. Put a few cur- 
rants into a porcelain kettle and 
crush in order to have juice enough 
to. prevent burning and then add the 
remainder of the fruit. Boil for 20 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Strain 
through a jelly bag, putting the liquid 
into earthen vessels. After strain- 
ing return the liquid to the kettle and 
add the sugar; when this is entirely 
dissolved, the jelly is done and must 
be removed from the fire immediate- 
ly. Place in glasses. It will jelly 
upon the side of the cup as itis taken 
up, leaving no doubt in the mind of 
the cook as*to the result. 

Here is a recipe that may appeal to 
the labor saving enthusiast, as it re- 
quires no cooking. Press the juice 
from the currants and strain it; allow 
one pound of white sugar to one pint 
of juice. Mix until the sugar is dis- 
solved and then put the mixture in 
glass jars. Seal and expose to the 
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hot sun for a few days. 

All along the Shore, stone walls 
are covered with vivid hedges thicix 
with hanging, crimson berries. These 
berries may be made to serve a de- 
cidedly useful purpose, as well. | 
refer to barberries, whose acid flavor 
is a keen delight to many. Following 
is a true and tried recipe for barberiy 
jam. The berries should be quite 
ripe. Strip from the stalks, throwing 
aside the spotted and for each pound 
of fruit, allow 18 ounces of granu- 
lated sugar. Boil with one pint of 
water to every 4 pounds until it be- 
comes white and falls in thick masses 
from the spoon. Then throw in the 
fruit and stir over a brisk fire for six 
minutes. Take off the scum and 
pour into jars or glasses. 

Strawberries are nearing the end of 
their best period and the clever pre- 
server will want several jars oi 
strawberry jam to add to her stock. 
Select firm, ripe berries. Wash and 
hull, weigh and boil for 35 minutes, 
stirring constantly. Add 8 ounces of 
fine sugar to one pound of fruit. 
-Mix well away from the fire, thea 
boil again quickly for 25 minutes. 

New England epicures have for 
many years enjoyed strawberries i1 
wine. It is one of the finest of the 
old-fashioned preserves. Peat, ta 
quantity of the best, largest straw- 
berries in a bottle, sprinkle with a 
few teaspoonfuls of powered sugar 
and fill the bottle with Maderia or 
Sherry wine. 

Raspberries make excellent jetly 
and invalids always enjoy their flay- 
or. Crush the raspberries and strain 
through a wet cloth, add an equ] 
ineasure of sugar and boil from 10 to 
20 minutes. Take out into glasses.

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last few months. They cannot ask 
about the mistakes of the past; they 
must deal with the present situation.” 

Speaking of witnessing some of the 
spectators ridiculing a number of awk- 
ward “rookies” at the camp, Mr. 
Warner asked, “What makes this 
country free and keeps it free? These 
men with money in the bank, who 
laugh at the awkward recruit, should 
look out for their money and their 
personal welfare if the day ever comes 
when the awkward recruit refuses to 
go out and fight their battles. Business 
depends upon the stability of govern- 
ment, and the safety of the govern- 
ment depends upon the strength of 
its army and navy. 

“From what I learned at Framing- 
ham it is evidently the intention of 
the government to harden the men at 
once in preparation for service. The 
hardening process could be accom- 
plished just as well in Framingham, 
but the men must also be accustomed 
to the climate of Mexico in case the 
need for them arises. This means 2a ° 
early departure for the border. 

“T went among the regiments the 
other day and was impressed by the 
spirit of the men. They were not 
depressed, neither were they cheerful, 
but there seemed to be a quiet reserve 
that seemed to say, ‘we are ready for 
whatever is before us.’ As one of 
the men told me, ‘We are not going on 
an outing, but for business.’ ” 

Speaking of the crisis confronting 
America, Mr. Warner said, “There 
are times when sacrifices must be 
made, sometimes even a sacrifice of 
life. We are told that ‘without the 
shedding of blood there shall be no 
remission of sins.’ No great progress 
in the history of the world has been 
made without the sacrifice of life.” 

Mr. Warner’s conviction that the 
militia would be ordered to the front 
soon was borne out by the departure 
Monday of the majority of the men 
at the Framingham camp.

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


**Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences of opinion and that eventually the 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. Preterably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posie 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost u‘ operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the li. :rstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premises, 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 


@. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law’’ (The Newlands Act).

The single issue before the country 1s whether this controversy 1s to be-settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Mistakes often result 
from taking numbers from letterheads, business cards or pri- 
vate memoranda. Do not re'y on memory. 


Give the number to the operator distinctly and in a moderate tone 
of voice. With the lips about half an inch from the mouth- 
piece, speak clearly the name of the Central office and each 
numeral, separating the figures of the telephone number ; for 
example, ‘‘Oxford, four-one-five-O”’ (4150). 


Listen when the operator repeats the number. Say ‘‘Yes’’ if it is 
right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell her so at once 
and repeat the correct number. 


The receiver should be held at the ear until the called party an- 
swers Or some report is given by the operator. Asa matter 
of courtesy, the person making the call should be ready to 
talk as soon as the line is connected. 


The ideutiiy of the person calling should be announced as soon as 
the called station answers, If a wrong station has been 
called, say to the person answering, ‘‘I beg your pardon, you 
were called by mistake.’’ Signal the operator, state that a 
wrong connection was made and ask for the correct num- 
ber. 


The party calling should end the conversation by saying “Good-bye,” 
leaving no doubt in the mind of the party called that the con- 


versation has ended.

NEGLECTED RELIGIOUS LIFE 


Rev. Dr. EAtan PREACHES AT UNION 
SERVICE IN MAGNOLIA. 


Last Sunday morning the Village 
church united with the Union chapel 
in holding the customary union ser- 
vice which was conducted by the pas- 
tor of the Village church, Dr. Eaton, 
who took his text from Hosea X, 12: 
“Sow to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up the fallow 
ground: for it is time to seek the 
Lord, till he come and rain righteous- 
ness upon you.” Among other things 
Dr. Katon said,—‘‘The fallow ground 
to which the prophet refers is the 
neglected religious life. This was the 
cause of Israel’s captivity.....Hers- 
in too lies our danger. Everywhere 
today people are talking about war. 
Later men may think more about 
Christ and His Church; more about 
the need. of reading the Holy Bible; 
of having communion with God and 
of cultivating the spiritual life. It 
is a fact, much to be regretted, that 
our churches are slimly attended: 
that the Sabbath seems no longer to 
be a holy but a ‘holiday; that pleasure 
with many is the aim and end of life; 
that men are willing to sacrifice prin- 
ciple for power, goodness for gold 
and conscience for comforts; that 
our young people in altogether too,

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large numbers show a lack of religi- 
ous training; that all churches fmd 
difficulty in securing workers in their 
different activities; that lawlessness, 
irreverence, and indifference to reli- 
gion are everywhere visible; and that 
in our colleges and universities there 
seems to be little attention paid the 
soul-culture of their students. ...... 
Not all church members attend 
church, or have family worship, or 
concern themselves very much about 
the Kingdom of God, the salvation oc: 
their fellow-men, the overthrow of 
evil and the establishment of truth in 
the world. Too many of us are 
worldly-minded, self-centered, and 
not self-sacrificing and self-forget- 
ting. The building of a strong and 
noble character, the growing of a 
beautiful soul, the broadening and 
deepening of the spiritual life, and 
the becoming Christ-like that we may 
better serve our day and generation 
and insure for ourselves a happy 
home in the world to come, are mat- 
ters that seem to concern many of us 
little. 

“But what is going to break up this 
fallow ground? Must some great na- 
tional calamity overtake men _ to 
arouse them to think of their person- 
al accountability to Almighty God: 
Must sons die on the battle-field be- 
fore their fathers learn to pray? Musi 
husbands go to war before wives 
look to Christ for comfort and sur- 
port? Must friends be separated by 
the call of their country to make them 
realize their need of the friendship 
of Jesus? Must brothers die from 
fevers, exposure, or shots from am- 
bush to arouse the gay, thoughtless 
and irreligious sisters to a full reali- 
zation of the seriousness of life ani 
to turn their feet in the ways of God 
and duty? 

“Will it take war with all its hor- 
rors, suffering, and bloodshed to 
break up the fallow ground of ne- 
glected religious lives. God forbid: 
But even now some people are more 
serious, more thoughtful, more ready 
to talk about the kingdom of Christ 
than they were even a week ago an‘ 
many are praying for the safety of 


their sons, husbands, and loved-ones .
